The Work of Various States. 

The work in the states has not been sufferea 
tolapse. In a number of states additional ap- 
propriations have been made by legislative ac- 
tion,and in others counties have set apart funds 
for exhibits. Colorado in 1891 appropriated 
$100,000, but owing to excess of appropriations 
by the legislature only $22,000 of this proved to 
be avail» le. Since that appropriations have 
wenn  o by the state and by different coun- 
ties of te state, making a total available 
for the purpose of being properly represented 
at the exposition of $167,000. 

In some of the states the women have taken 
especial interest in securing funds for the 
same purpose, notably in Delaware and the 
Dakotas. In some cases the state has made 
provision for the sale of buildings at the close 
of the fair, the proceeds to be covered back 
into the state treasury. Such is the case with 
Kentucky, where the governor is required to 
take charge, after the exposition, of all 
minerais, etc., and ali unexpended balanceés ut 
money resulting from sales of buildings, all te 
be covered into the treasury. 

In other states,as in Maryland, an addi- 
tional appropriation has been made 

As » Contingent Fund 

to be under exclusive control of the governor 
and to be used only in case of emergency. The 
legislature of Minnesota requires that at the 
close of the fair all exhibits not disposed of 
shall be turned over tothe University of the 
State of Minnesota. The original law of North 
Carolina appropriating for the fair was im- 
perfect, and the recent legislature has passed 
gnenabling act, making available $25,000 for 
the purpose of being properly represented at 
the exposition. 

In some states the counties, towns and 
schools have contributed, and concerts and 
other entertainments were inaugurated for 
the purpose of swelling the funds of the 
state, and in still other states contribu- 
tions of building material for the state 
buildings were presented in large quanti- 
ties.

Merry Mount. 


May day at Merry Mount, was the subject 
of a lengthy article in today’s Globe. One 
of its concluding paragraphs is ‘‘ away off’ 
historically. It reads: 


Within a few years the Adams family 
have perpetuated the name Merry Mount. 
Charles Francis Adams, deceased, by the 
terms of his will, have given to the town of 
Quincy 590 acres for a public park, to be 
called by the name of Morton and Georges’ 
former home. 


It was not the late Charles Francis 
Adams but the present Charles Francis 
Adams who gave the park; it was not 
named on the date of presentation and 
Adams park was suggested, but Merry 
Mount was afterward selected; further 50 
acres is nearer the size than 500. 


A Distinguished Father. 

An editorial in the morning Herald says, 
“Ttis almost sixty years since Wiliam 
Everett’s father first entered Congress. 
He occupied a seat in the House a few years 
and left it tobe Governor of Massachusetts. 
From thence he was made minister to Eng- 
land, and came home to become a few years 
later the president of Harvard College. 
He next was appointed Secretary of state 
in President Fillmore’s cabinet. His last 
office was that of United States senator, to 
which he was elected about forty years ago. 
The elder Everett was never called 
‘“‘doctor,’’ as is ‘his son, but he had a 
public life which included an extensive 
occupancy of office. The doctor is probable 
as thoroughly accomplished a scholar as 
ever sat in Congress, not excepting even 
his father.

Foot-ball club. Quincy’s were not fully 
represented but they managed to add an- 
other victory to their list. Newton won 
the toss and Quincy kicked off against a 
slight breeze. They were not long before 
they showd their superior playing and at 
half-time they were leading by three goals 
toone. Inthe second half they had mat- 
ters pretty much their own way, and when 
the whistle blew the finish, the score 
stood:

Died from her injueies, 


Aanie J. Moriarty, the little girl who 
was so severely burned Saturday while 
playing about a bonfire on Sumner’ Street, 
died Sunday morning at the City Hospital. 
Mrs. Moriarty, who is also at the Hospital, 
is almost crazy with grief over her 
daughter’s death. Itis feared that Mrs. 
Moriarty may lose one of her hands from 
the effects of her burns.

The speaker sald of all prayers this one 
needs no explanation, it is one we can all 
understand. itis the prayer ofall persons. 
If they get their daily bread they get enough 
and if they do not get it they will starve, 
and many are starving because if they do 
make the prayer they getno answer. It is 
our duty to help on our Father’s work into 
the homes of our brothers and sisters, to 
whom a loaf of our bread is alone required. 
Our life hasto be kept up by eating and 
drinking, cleansing and repairs. All this 
care for the body involves a vast deal that is 
charming, but at the same time something 
earthly. 

To talk about vur hearts and souls seems 
degrading. There seems something vulgar 
and earthly about the body. Some per- 
sons try to starve themselves into heaven, 
giving up all pleasure to that end. Our 
text asks God for the one thing this body 
needs, He made man of clay and breathed 
into his nostrils the breath of life, and the 
breath and clay are inseparable in life. 
When we pray for bread we make a 
promise to help God in bis work. 

““Give us our daily bread’’ is not the 
prayer of the shiftless but of one willing to 
work with God. We could not have a 
single loaf if he closed his hand for,a 
moment. We may be skilled to bring these 
processes to perfection, but not one of 
them but must stop if God is not there 
every moment, There is not one step in 
this making of the loaf you ate today, but 
shows bis work. : 

There are many men who pray to God 
for every whim that strikes them hoping 
that the same whim will strike Him. We 
do not want to wake up in the morning 
and find the earth covered with bread, but 
to learn that seed time and harvest shall 
not fail. The prayer of daily bread is 
that all mankind may act as brothers, yet 
itis but five years ago that four-fifths of 
all the bakers in Chicago went on a strike, 
agreeing as far as they could contrive that 
the people should starve. What an infa- 
mous abuse of power. Whata devilish 
use of power. The poor you always have 
with you. It is a great problem. One 
thinker tells us how vice makes men poor, 
and while he is explaining people are dying 
for the want of daily bread. 

Every year new charatable societies are 
being formed and bread is being cast upon 
the water and swept to the ocean, while 
thousands die on the banks. We are 
working tothat end which God designed 
when suffering and famine shall finally give 
way, but it can never be done by machinery 
that seeks to replace the watchful eye of 
man. Itcan never be done without the 
loving care of our hearts.

The mayor of Boston, whe 
appoints the commissioners, wrote a note 
requesting them to accept the chairs 
The commissioners still refused, and re 
ferred the matter to the common coun 
cil. The common council voted unani- 
mously in favor of accepting the chairs, 
and the aldermen concurred with only 
one dissenting voter. 
| Strong pressure was, however, brought 
to bear upon the council and aldermen 

y the commissioners. Some of the 
eldermen were taken down the harbor 
to Rainsford island and came back re- 
porting that there was already one rock- 
ing chair for every three women, and 
more chairs would be a needless luxury. 
The result was that the council and 
aldermen were induced to reconsider 
their vote and refer the whole matter to 
the committee on public institutions, 
which means shelving it indefinitely. 

The insolent and unreasonable beha- 
vior of the commissioners is understood 
to be due to a grudge against Mrs. Alice 
N. Lincoln, who was active in raising 
the money for the rocking chairs, and 
jwho has aroused the ire of the commis- 
sioners by previous efforts to better the 
condition of the paupers and to reform 
certain abuses which have caused the 
loss of more than one life.—Boston Wo- 
man’s Journal.

Reform In Liquor Trafiic. 

On and after May 15 next licenses is- 
sued to storekeepers in this city to sell 
liquor not to be drank on the premises 
Will cost $200 a-year instead of $50 as 
heretofore. The new rate, which applies 
to those whose sales aggregate less than 
$2,500 a year, was agreed upon by the 
excise board on Tuesday. Its adoption 
is a salutary, practicable and proper 
measure of excise reform. 

It is salutary because it will tend to 
restrict the evil of surreptitious drink- 
ing in grocery, provision and drugstores 
which are patronized by women, and in 
Which the charge for liquor is added to 
the cost of household eommodities. 

It is practicable. because it will aug- 
ment the city’s excise revenues without 
a corresponding increase in the number 
of saloons or in the amount of liquor 
sold. : 

It is proper, because it will do away 
With the unfair distinction which has 
heretofore existed between ordinary sa- 
loons where liquor is sold openly and 
stores where the same article is sold pri- 
vately.—New York Sun. 


Colonel Shepard’s Kindness. 

The late Colonel Elliott F. Shepard of 
New York is gratefully remembered by 
the congregation of the First Presby- 
terian church of Lafayette, Ind.

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The regular meeting of the City Council, 
Monday evening, was a lively one and 
personalities were freely indulged in on the 
part of some of the Councilmen who did 
not hesitate to use hard names. 

Councilman Moxon was the only absent 
member, and it must have been for some 
very important reason for it was the first 
meeting he has missed and this is his fourth 
year of service. 

Communications. 

A communication was received from the 
Mayor enclosing the order for street water- 
ing without his approval, giving as his rea- 
son that the order as it now reads will 
oblige the city to assume the whole expense. 

In the vote on question of passing the 
order over the Mayor’s veto, Councilman 
Federhen was the only one to vote in the 
affirmative. 

Another Veto. 


The Mayor in a communication also re- 
turned without his signature the resolution 
authorizing the Committee on Fire Depart- 
ment to investigate Hose 2 and the fire de- 
partment, as it undertakes to confer upon 
the legislative department executive power. 

The question came upon passing the 
order over the Mayor's veto. 

Councilman Federhen spoke at length 
upon the question. Hedid not think the 
Mayor had any right to pass a veto on that 
question, and that veto is not worth the 
paper which itis written upon. He assumes 
he has a right to veto it. 

Councilman Federhen referred to Section 
22 of the charter, which provides that the 
Council may make resolutions for the gov- 
ernment of the department. He also referred 
to Section 46, which says that ‘every 
officer and employe of the city, other than 
those mentioned in Section 37, shall, at the 
request of the Council, appear before it and 
give such information as it may require.” 
Do you wast to be told by-any one man you 
shall not investigate? Are we waxen 
images to set still and only pass appropria- 
‘tions for the heads of department? It 
made him feel sick that the Council can not 
investigate. The information the com- 
mittee have already got, shows that if 
there is any department that needs over- 
hauling and renovating it is this same 
fire department. If things are so nice in 
that department, why don’t the Chief come 
forward and say, gentlemen I invite you to 
investigate. There is something rotten in 
this department, or the Chief would not op- 
pose. The speaker said he went down to the 
so-called investigation and the Mayor said he 
loved the citizens and those of Ward Five 
in particular. The investigation was a sort 
of a love match between the Mayor and the 
Chief Engineer. ‘‘Havn’t always loved you 
and havn't you always loved me.’ How 
long is this Council to be insulted by the 
Mayor ? 

Councilman Anderson said that by the 
charter the duties of the department 
officials was clearly defined. It seems by 
Section 46 the Council could not investigate. 
There is a question whether the Council 
can investigate as the resolution now reads. 

Councilman Adams. There may be 
some questicn about the Council compelling 
the officials to answer questions but there 
is no power underthe heavens to prevent 
the Council from investigating. 

Councilman Anderson. Section 17 says 
every question, resolution or vote of the 
Council shall be presented to the Mayor 
for his appoval, except such as relates to 
the internal affairs of the Council. 

Councilman Adams. That is just it. 
This is an interna) affair. 

Councilman Holbrook. When it comes 
that the Council is to be opposed in obtain- 
ing information itis getting in a bad way. 
We are here to make rules for the good gov- 
ernment of the city and we havea right to 
investigate anybody, even the Mayor if we 
want to. 

Councilman Johnson thought the 
Mayor was entitled to some respect and it 
was not right to use sarcasm in the argu- 
ments. He believed the Council had a 
right to investigate. Any man who holds 
public office should be willing to be investi- 
gated. 

Councilman Brown said that every man 
who followed the investigation at Wollas- 
ton will admit that it has done good and 
should be continued. 

Councilman Robbins said he supported 
the resolutions and saw no reason to regret 
itas yet. It may be it is not the resolution 
itself but the scope of it the Mayor objects 
to. Wemay not have proceeded in the 
right way. Did not believe the Council 
could be deprived of right to an investiga- 
tion. He would vote for the investigation 
but did not want to cross the line where 
the two sides clash. Z 

Councilman Holbrook denied that the 
investigation interfered with the executive 
department, 

Councilman Anderson was not opposed 
to an investigation and his only opposition 
was the way of doing it. Did not think 
way adopted was exactly courtesy to the 
executive.

FLURRY IN WALL STREET 


Brought About by the Uncertainties of 
the Money Market. 

New YORK, May 2.—There was evidently 
an effort to create a panic yesterday, but it 
failed, although the conditions were more 
favorable than heretofore or than they are 
likely to be for years. It was the general 
belief that most of the selling was forced 
liquidation due to the inability of specu- 
lation on the bull side to respond to calls 
for margins and to large operators being 
unable to take up loans, Money was in 
sharp demand and loaned as high as 12 per 
cent, and in several instances, when loans 
were obtained, collateral was rejected and 
the collateral sold at a sacrifice. 

Brokers active in Western Union and 
Missouri Pacific spoke in the same strain 
and said that matched orders had been 
used in both stocks for the purpose of 
creating a market in which to unload, but 
that the efforts were unsuccessful. Houses 
which were disposed to work on the bull 
side liquidated their speculative accounts 
some time ago, believing it impossible to 
engineer an advance in the face of the 
heavy gold exports and uncertainty pre- 
vailing in regard to currency conditions, 
and bear traders said that they had coy- 
ered the last of their shorts a week ago on 
the announcement by President-Cleveland 
that all the United States notes would be 
redeemed in guld and the only trading 
they had done since was to sell stocks on 
orders from the bull pools who wished to 
sonceal their operations. 


Typhus From Europe. 

New Yorks, May 2.—The White Star line 
freighter Nomadic is quarantined at her 
dock to guard against ihespread of typhus 
fever, with which the crew may be infected. 
The steward is down with the disease and 
is now on North Brothers Island. The 
Nomadic arrived here a week ago. She 
carries no passengers and she had no diffi- 
culty in passing quarantine. It is known 
that Larry Hall, the assistant steward, 
has left the ship sick anditis supposed 
that he is on North Brothers island too. 


Press Censure. 

NEW YORK, May 2.—The Sun’s City of 
Mexico special says: ‘““The government has 
begun to suppress all newspapers in Mex- 
ico which are pronounced in their opposi- 
=p to the Diaz administration. Nearly 

00 newspapers, including El Democrata, 
one of the leading dailies of this city, were 
forced by the authorities to suspend publi- 
cation last week.” 


Ohio Miners’ Strike Is On. 
CoLumBus, O., May 2,—Not a single mine 
is in operation today. The men quit work 
at the command of the officers of the 
United Mine Workers, pending the con- 
cession of 5 cents a ton demanded from the 
operators. There is no sign of violence.

i aw realiy afraid that the inexorable 
logic of eve is going to lay upon the 
already overburdened shoulders of wom- 
en the added burden of suffrage.

The Bottle Fiends In Time of Suspense. 

Within the memory of man there has 
not been a mysterious disappearance at 
sea without the subsequent finding of a 
corked bottle floating or thrown upon 
land, containing what has purported to 
be a message from the sinking ship.

The 
occupant of the throne reigns, but does 
not rule. The queen’s political opinions 
are herown.

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THE CUBAN UPRISING 


Revclutioniste In Possession of 
the City of Gibia. 


LONG CONTEST INEVITABLE 


As Public Sympathy Is With 
the Insurgents. 


Key WEsT, May 2.—The schooner Lillie 
arrived here from Gibia, Cuba, and reparts 
the Cuban flag floating over the fortress. 
The revolutionists number 1100 and are in 
possession of the city. A schooner arriyed 
there from San Domingo on April 29 with 
men and ammunition for the revolutionist 
army. Expeditions are being fitted out in 
Jamaica and San Domingo, under direc- 
tion of General Quesadt, for the southern 
provinces. General Rulof is here, and it 
is believed he will send expeditions from 
Florida ports for the northern provinces. 

A council of war was called by the cap- 
tain general. Manifestos were issued 
promising pardon to all who would lay 
down their arms within 10 days. The 
Spanish troops are moving actively. The 
Spanish government believes that streng 
measures will be necessary to suppress thé 
uprising. 

The troops which left Havana for Pu 
erto Principa received three months’ pa 
in advance. Cubans here believe thal 
every province will join the revolution in 
a few weeks. The federal officials are 
using every precaution to prevent any ex- 
pedition leaving here. The cutter Mc- 
Kane is the only government vessel here 
at present. , 

Spain Realizes the Situation. 

MADRID. May 2.—The directors of the 
naval arsenals have been ordered to pre- 
pare war material for shipment to Cuba, 
and several regiments are preparing to 
embark. Spanish officers with long Cu- 
ban experience believe that operations 
there will be protracted. The insurgents 
will be aided by a sympathetic people in 
the prosecution of the interminable guer- 
illa warfare, should tney be repulsed in a 
pitched fight. 

Off For Cuba. 

New York, May 2.—The uprising in 
Cuba is responsible for the departure of 
the Spanish warships, Nueva Esperana 
and Infanta Ysabel. Infanta Eulalie, the 
Spanish princess, is due at Havana May 
15, and will be brought to New York on 
the Infanta Ysabel. 

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE, 
Political Influence of Officeholders—The 
Three Per Cent Ballot BilL 
Boston, May 2.—In the senate Mr. Fitz 
gerald favored the substitution of a bill, 
for an adverse report, to prevent the exer- 
cise of undue political influence by office- 
holders. Mr. Kittredge thought the com- 
mittee’s report should be accepted. Mz, 
Fitzgerald said if his bill was not ps, Se 
it will be made an excuse for repealing the 
law now in force in Boston, and the Re- 
publican party will be responsible. Mr. 
Butler said the substitute bill was ridic- 
ulous, because it says no officeholder shall 
take part in a caucus, no matter what 
kind of an office he holds. He thought 
such a bill was nonsense. The adverse re- 
port was finally accepted—23 to 8—strictly 
on party lines, except Mr. Ratshesky, no. 

Without any debate the house ordered 
to a third reading the bill to prevent 
foreign corporations from issuing stock or 
other securities upon the property or fran- 
chise of domestic corporations. 

The senate bill to authorize the Lynn 
and Boston Railroad company to extend 
its track was also ordered to a third read- 
ing without dehate. 

The house committee on cities reported 
reference to the next general court on the 
proposition that in city councils every 
meeting of the committee of the whole 
shall be open to the public. 

The committee on cities reported a re- 
vised charter for Waltham. The form is 
nearly the same as was presented by the 
committee of the citizens. Two forms are 
reported for appointment and removals, 
One makes the power of appointment 
absolute in the mayor. The other requires 
confirmation by the aldermen. A _ super- 
intendent of waterworks is added to the 
list in the original bill. Members of the 
police force are to continue to hold office 
according to their tenure. The act is to 
submitted to popular vote at the next city 
election. 

Mr. Coakley attacked the senate bill to 
incorporate the Bristol County Co-opera- 
tive Land and Building association as a 
land scheme against the policy of the state 
to prevent the purchase of land by com- 
panies of speculators. After debate, by a 
large vote the bill was rejected. 

Messrs. Myers, McCarthy and French 
were appointed on the committee of con- 
ference on the trip to Chicago for June 17, 

Mr. Malone hoped the house would kill 
the bill to require half of the towns of the 
state to be represented in any political con- 
vention of any party casting less than 
three per cent of the total vote. He 
thought it was a bad bill and onerous on 
any small political party. Mr. Roe agreed 
with him, but thought the section was 
good which provided that a nomination 
paper shall not be accepted unless it is ac- 
companied by the written acceptance of 
the candidate or candidates nominated by 
it. He moved to strike out all of the bill 
but this section. This was done without 
further debate, and the, bill thus pruned to 
very small and inoffensive proportions, and 
was passed to be engrossed. 


Took Big Chances. 


St. PauL, May 2.—A. H. Hornsbury, 
who was arrested in Chicago and was be- 
ing brought back to St. Paul, jumped 


from the train near Prescott, Wis., yester- 
day. Detective McGinn jumped after 
him, and has telephoned to the city for 
tid in attempting his capture. Five men 
have been sent from St. Paul to assist him.

PuILADELPHIA, May 2.—Joseph 8S. Har- 
ris yesterday became receiver and presi 
dent of the Reading Railroad and Ccal 
ini Iron companies, succeeding A. A. Mc- 
Leod. Judge Dallas made the order ap- 
pointing him receiver. Edward B. Leiser- 
ing succeeded Mr. Harris as president ot 
the Lehigh Coal and Navigation company.

At the time it occurred the disappear- 
ance of Murphy’s brother created a great 
sensation, and he was searched for all 
around town. No connection with his 
brother's disappearance was laid to Mur- 
phy,as he appeared as anxious as any to 
find him. About a month ago Murphy 
was questioned by Constable Cook of 
Wrentham about the matter, and his 
answers were so evasive that the officer’s 
suspicions were aroused.- Deputy Sheriff 
Carlisle Brown of North Attleboro was 
notified about the case, and he arranged 
with State Detective George Seaver of 
Taunton to make 

A Search of the Hermit’s House.

CHICAGO, May 3.—Notwithstanding the 
exceeding dullness which followed as a 
natural reaction upon the first day’s cele- 
bration at the fair, the Massachusetts state 
building was yesterday thronged with 
New England visitors. A number of the 
rooms completely settled, and the 
cheerful grate fires and joyous music of 
the piano in the back parlor denoted that 
the visitors were making themselves at 
home.

The doors of the Maine state building 
stood wide open, and New England folks 
found a cordial greeting awaiting them 
within. The big pile of newspapers in the 
gentlemen’s parlor and the collection of 
modern poems and novels in the ladies’ 
parlor gave a homelike appearance to the 
rooms, which is not present in many of 
the state buildings. All day people came 
and went, cheering themselves by the hot 
coal fire and telling stories of the old days 
back in the Pine Tree state. 

The New Hampshire state building is 
not carpeted yet, but there are a comfort- 
able grate fire and plenty of chairs for the 
reception of visitors. The colonial ex- 
hibit, which will be installed in the New 
Hampshire building, is all here and, under 
the charge of Mrs. Daniel Hall of Dover, 
will soon be in place. The building will 
probaly not be fully completed for several 
weeks yet. Dedication day has been set 
for June 21, but the celebration will not 
take place until June 26.

President Palmer Is Happy. 

Most of the officials did not get down at 
all yesterday. Director General Davis was 
exhausted by the work and worry and he 
did not appear at the grounds. 

President Palmer was on hand. He 
said: ‘I don’t think any occasion so big as 
this one could have passed with less fric- 
tion. The day was beautiful and the 
crowd up to expectations. Mr. Cleveland 
was tickled to death. Of course there were 
some hitches. Senator Cullom and Sen- 
ator Allison were not treated very cour 
teously. They should have been right 
up at the front because they did splendid 
work for the fair when the appropriation 
was up. But they were foreed to the back- 


ground through the fault of no one, 
Then the wives of congressmen and gov- 
trnment officers were forced to track 
through the mud at the gates, and then 
they had to make their own way to their 
places on the stand. I have heard very 
few complaints, and I think the day was 
altegether as near perfect as it could be.” 
The Matter of Attendance 
is still in dispute, because all the tickets 
have not been counted up. The young 
man who is doing this work guessed, from 
the box office accounts already prepared, 
that the paid admissions numbered 141,000. 
‘his is nearly twice as many as the Phila- 
felpkia centennial counted up on the 
opening day. ‘There were 76,172 paid ad- 
missions May 10, 1876, and total paid and 
free was 156,672. On the following day the 
paid admissions dropped to 14,722, Only a 
few times during the exhibition did the 
figures exceed those of.the Chicago open- 
ing day. On Pennsylvania day they 
reached 257,169; on Delaware, Maryland 
and District of Columbia days 161,355, and 
on the day of the international pyrotechnic 
contest, 176,204. There will be many days 
in this fair when the biggest of these re- 
turns will be exceeded.

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THE HARVARDS WIN 


In the Joint Debate With Repre- 
sentatives of Yale. 


THE POLICY OF PROTECTION 


Should Not Be Abandoned by 
the United States. 


New Havey, May 3.—The second joint 
debate between Yale and Harvard took 
place inthe Hyperion theater, President 
Dwight presiding. Harvard had won the 
first debate at Cambridge, Mass. The 
question last night was: 

tesolved, That the time has now come when 
the policy of protection should be abandoned 
by the United States. 

Yale took the affirmative and Harvard 
the negative. 

Harold Edgar Buttrick, 94, of Brooklyn 
opened for Yale. His arguments were 
that we could outsell foreign countries in 
spen market. High wages were due to 
the more efficient labor, better machinery 
pnd conditions of greater adaptation. The 
tariff encouraged the formation of monop- 
olies. 

Herbert Conrad Laken, '94, of Worces- 
ter opened for Harvard. He asked whether 
free traders could maintain theirs as the 
only right when all the world except Eng- 
land believed in protection. The United 
States under protection had surpassed all 
other nations in prosperity. Free trade 
could ouly be available with universal 
peace and close commerce. 

Lewis Packard Gillespie, 94, of New 
York, said that any policy that caused the 
people to rely for prosperity on other than 
personal effort, was demoralizing. When 
great corporations were able to buy the 
privilege of plundering the people, the 
time had come when protection should be 
abandoned. 

Frederick Chase McLaughlin, ’93, Har- 
vard, of Somerville, Mass., said the first 
result of free trade was the intensification 
and localization of industry, and trouble 
followed. 

Richard Henry Tyner, L. S., Yale, of 
Des Moines, based his argument on the 
statement that protection was the principle 
that the government had the privilege of 
legislating in favor of one class to the 
detriment of another. 

F. W. Dallinger of Cambridge, Mass., 
closed the debate with a resume of the 
history of nations under free trade and 
protection, showing that the United States 
cannot yet abandon her policy without 
disaster. 

The judges, President Seth Low of Col- 
umbia, President Gates of Amherst and 
Professor M. Smith of Columbia promptly 
decided that Harvard, with the negative 
side, had won. 


HARVARD GETS $150,000. 
Many Other Generous Bequests by the 
Late Katherine Page. 


Boston, May 3.—The will of the late 
Katherine Page Perkins, whose funeral 
took place yesterday afternoon, is a fit 
close to a life of charitable work. Of the 
many legacies the first and largest is one 
of $150.00), which is given to Harvard col- 
lege for the erection of a dormitory to be 
known as Perkins hall. 

The second legacy is to the Boston Soci- 
ety of the Now Jerusalem, 8900. Next 
comes $10) to the Women’s Ednueational 
union, the interest to be used for the pro- 
motion of good works, and $4000 to the 
Bostonian society. 

There is a of $12,000 to the 
Homeopatic hospital for the support of 
two free beds. Next there are, two small 
bequests of 32000 to the Home for Aged 
Couples for current expenses, and $1000 
kindergarten department of the Perkins 
Institution for the Blind, the interest to 
be used for the same purpose. Then fol- 
low a number of private bequests; to 
William Cary Dow, her brother, 5$65,000;

As the statement is decidedly 
erroneous and places me in a false position 
I would hereby respectfully ask that you 
cause to be inserted in the next issue of the 
‘“‘LepGer,” the medium through which it 
came, the following truth, which is the 
whole truth and nothing but the truth: 

Formerly the mails had always been 
carried between the Atlantic post office and 
this station, by said office, because it labored 
under the belief that its location stood 
beyond the “ limit line,’’ to and from which 
the railroad company agrees to transport. 
I substantiate this statement from informs- 
tion given me personally by Mr. Gurney, 
Jr., who spoke in the name of the local 
post office, to the above effect, long before 
my resolve on the need of change. 

Therefore I can consistently deny by 
saying that the mail was not carried be- 
tween these two points with the intent of 
accommodation to the Station Agent. 

Much less does it appear sc, when con- 
sidering their claim of time consumed in the 
performance of this work, which other- 
wise could have been utilized to material 
gain. The former location of the post- 
office undoubtedly obligated them to make 
the delivery to the ftation presumably the 
impression lastingly prevailed that the 
change of location had not shortened t!e 
distance. 

Owing to some irregularity in the delivery 
of the mails here I wrote to the General 
Baggage Department of the R. R. Co., fer 
information as to the extent of service that 
the Atlantic station was expected to per- 
form in the handling of the mail-pouch; 
that, if carrying devolved itself upon the 
said station. I should then much prefer to 
perform the work throughout and thus 
make a safe and expeditious job of it. Had 
I not believed that a change should result 
to improve service to all concerned I would 
have remained silent and refrained from 
soliciting the work which now finds me 
performing. I also deny the statement of 
my having written the post-office author- 
ities on any matter. 

When it is more fully considered by Mr. 
‘“‘ John’’ how the Atlantic Post-Office had 
been performing, unknowingly, the work 
belonging to another, at a material sacrifice, 
for the very long period of from five to ten 
years, more or less, I believe it will afford 
him ample reason to at once head off this 
article, ‘*‘ The Laugh Transposed.”’

ABORIGINAL PIPES. 


Some Interesting Relics of Old Times and 
Laces. 
(Special Correspondence.) 

Oman, April 27.—Although our na- 
tional breath is redolent of tobacco, and 
the average citizen’s cigar bill is more 
of an item than his contributions to

church or charity, it is yet a fact that 
the formula of ‘‘Thanks; I don’t smoke” 
is far more common with us than with 
those who preceded us in the occupation 
of American soil. 

In the exploration of many of the re- 


mains of the American aborigines 1! 


have found the pipe to be one of the 
most widely distributed and frequently 
occurring relics of those old times and 
races. Through the low Indian burial 
mounds of the far east, through the gi- 
gantic tumuli of the Ohio and Mississippi 
valleys, through the ancient caves and 
cemeteries of the West Indies and in all 
the majestic ruins of Aztec architecture 
in our southwestern territories and in 
Mexico I have rarely failed to find the 
pipe among the worldly effects which 
were habitually buried with the dead. 
That smoking played an important part 
in the domestic and social life of the 
more recent Indian tribes is well known. 
That it had much to do with the comfort 
and enjoyment of the more ancient 


races we may well suppose from the | 


fact that the greatest of care was taken 


in making and ornamenting their pipes. 


In many cases their decoration was re- 
ally elaborate. 


A bamboo pipe used by the natives of | 


the West Indies four or five centuries 
ago is quite unique. It was their cus- 


tom to lay the green leaves of tobacco | 


upon a bed of live coals, producing a 
thick *‘smudge.” The forked end of the 
pipe was then placed in the nostrils and 
the other end in the dense cloud of 
mmoke, which was directly inhaled. The

effects of the tobacco were much more 
marked when it was thus inhaled, often 
producing complete intoxication and stu- 
por. 

Another curious pipe is one of baked 
clay, from an Aztec city in Socorro coun- 
ty, N. M. With the users of these quaint 
pipes the culture of tobacco was always 
an all important industry.

' Houses Are Afloat and Crops 
Have Been Ruined. 


CINCINNATI, May 3.—The Ohio is still 
The wharf district known as “Rat 
dam- 


rising. 
row” is under water, but no serious 
| age has been done here. 

At Miamisburg the great Miami river is 
higher than for two years and is still ris- 
ing. Thousands ofacres of wheat are under 
water, and farmers are away behind in 
planting oats and corn and potatoes. 

At Springfield hundreds of men are 
guarding the banks of Lewiston reservoir, 
the second largest artificial body of water 
in the world, which threatens to give way, 
the water being higher than ever known 
before. The loss will be stupendous if the 
break does ovcur. 

At Zanesville both the Licking and 
Muskingum rivers are rising an inch an 
heur and now lack but three feet of the 
highest mark of 1884. Trains on the Balti- 
more and Ohio are being run on the Pan- 
handle via Dresden between this city and 
Newark. A hundred houses are filled 
with water half between the first floor and 

| ceiling, and in many of them the furniture 
is floating around promiscuously. 

At Chillicothe the Scioto river and Paint 
ereek are running over the banks, creating 
havoe to crops and property in the low- 
lands. The prespects for a speedy abate- 
ment areanything but flattering. Both 
the Baltimore and Ohio Southwestern and 
Norfolk and Western are suffering great 
loss and traffic from the north and south 
is virtually suspended, owing to serious 
washouts. 

The Sandusky river has overflowed its 
banks at Tiffin, and outbuildings and 
boardwalks are floating down the stream, 
and several houses nearest the river are in 
danger of being swept away at any mo- 
ment. Many families livingin the lower 
portions alorg the river have been driven 
from their homes. 

The Arkansas Out of Bounds, 

LITTLE Rock, May 3.—The Arkansas 
river has risen to within a little over three 
feet of the highest water mark of the great 
May flood of Several houses have 
passed down the river. Several planta- 
tions are under water up the river, and 
people are working day and night on their 
levees, but have little or no hope of saving 
their crops. 

The Arkansas river is running out 
through Auburn break into Lincoln county 
and flooding Gum Swamp between Read- 
ville and Verner. It is thought that by to- 
night the Missouri Pacific tracks will be 
covered for several miles and that through 
trains will have to be abandoned until the 
flood subsides. Telegrams from all river 
towns in this state say the river is rising 
rapidly and farmers in the bottoms are 
moving out.

In Kentucky. 

The Ohio river at Louisville has passed 
the danger line—24 feet. There is every 
indication that all the low farm lands be- 
tween Louisville and Cincinnati will be 
submerged ard much damage will be done. 
Fences that have been constructed this 
spring will be swept away, and corn plant- 
ing season, which has not commenced on 
account of soggy condition of the ground, 
will be further retarded. 

At Ashland, Ky., owing to the high 
water from the Big Sandy river, the 
Peach Orchard mines were closed, and 
some 200 or more miners have been thrown 
out of work by this flocding, which will 
not be mastered for some time yet. 

St. Paul Is Flooded. 
PAUL, May 3.—The rise of the 
“Father of Waters’? has at last become 
dangerous. It has passed the 14-foot mark, 
the line of danger, and hundreds of resi- 
dences on the river banks are partially 
submerged. The probabilities are that the 
rise will continue for another 24 hours yet. 

Wheat Under Water. 

CARLYLE, IIL, May 8.—The Kaskaskia 
river is booming at this point. The water 
is only three feet below the suspension 
bridge and lacks only a few feet of being 
as high asin 1892. Thousands of acres of 
wheat are ovc flowed.

NEW YORK. May 3.—Some of the leaders 
in the sole leather trade assembled in the 
office of H. S. Clappham & Co. yesterday 
afternoon, when they completed the final 
details in the forming of a big leather 
trust. The trust is composed of 90 per 
cent of the hemlock and union tanneries 
in Pennsylvania and New York. 

The trust will be capitalized at $120,000,-

000,000 in debenture bonds, which can be 
raised to $10,000,000 when the board of 
directors see fit. The officers of the trust 
are Thomas C. Proctor of the Proctor 
Leather company of Boston, president; 
Josiah T. Tubby, New York, secretary, 
and James R. Plum, New York, treasurer, 
with a board of 20 directors.

A RUSH OF WATERS. 


A Break In a Reservoir Causes 
Great Destruction. 


PROPERTY LOSS OF $50,000. 


Hundreds of Families Driven 
From Their Homes. 


UnsBANna, O., May 4.—The greatest ca- 
lamity that ever came to the people in 
Logan and Hardin counties was that of 
last night, when the eDwiston reservoir 
broke, letting forth an immense flood of 
water. 

The break was in the northeast corner 
of the reservoir, where a wasteway 620 feet 
in length is located. A break 200 feet wide 
occurred, and the water came 

Rushing Down In a Flood 
10 feet deep and three miles wide, com- 
pletely submerging the country around 
and carrying everything in its way. ‘The 
big covered bridge, 150 feet in length, was 
swung completely round and then torn 
loose and swept away. 

In the course of the flood stood the 
houses of Jack Smith and William De- 
vault and a lar @ number of tenement 
houses and squacters’ and bachelors’ 
homes. All these are emerged, though 

Everybody Managed to Escape 
from danger. People fled in terror from 
their homes, while the swift flood rushed 
on down the valley. 

The first town along the course of the 
flood is Port Jefferson, where the dam 
throws the water into the Miami canal. A 
portion of the town is very low, and it was 
badly flooded. Quincy, Logansville, De- 
graff, Piqua, Troy and Dayton are also in 
the course of the flood. 

The artificial bank of the reservoir is 
five miles around and most of the way 
fully 20 feet above the land, and the bot- 
tom of the reservoir itself is at least 10 
feet above the immediate country below. 
The water averaged 10 feet deep over the 
whole reservoir, so 


Some Idea Can Be Formed 
of the great volume that came down on 
the country below. The reservoir is five 
miles northeast of Huntsville and contains 
12,000 acres of water. 

Hundreds of families left their homes 
and fled out of the reach of the torrent. So 
far no loss of life has been reported, but 
when the floods subside it will likely be 
revealed that more than one unfortunate 
perished. 

‘he damage to property in Logan county 
alone is esti ed at $50,000. Many farmers 
will lose everything but their land, and 
they will be financially ruined. 


FLOODS IN THE NORTHWEST. 
No Indication Yet That the Limit Has 
Been Reached, 

Sr. PAuL, May 4.—The Mississippi con- 
tinues to rise and has passed above the 
danger line. There seems to be no indica- 
tions of its having reached the limit, and 
more or less damage to property has re- 
sulted. The West St. Paul electric plant 
has been compelled to suspend operations, 
their building being now fiooded. 

Hundreds of homes on the west side and 
en the lowlands above the city are under 
water, and many families have lost all of 
their household effects. Should the rise 
continue at the present rate for another 24 
hours, serious results will follow. Itis 
not expected, however, that it will reach a 
point that will endanger large property in- 
terests. People having property in build- 
ings that are now under water had an- 
ticipated the condition of affairs, and 
goods are being removed as fast as itis 
found necessary to do so.

MR. JOHNSON’S DEBUT. 


A Large Audience at Wollaston Surprised 
and Pleased. 

It is seldom that a more representative 
and critical audience greets a speaker than 
the one Mr. H. B. Johnson faced ag’ he 
made his debut as a public reader at the 
Knights of Honor hall, Wollaston Wednes- 
day evening. 

Although neither a Leland Powers or a 
Professor Churchill, Mr. Johnson delivered 
his selections with a smoothness and free- 
dom from amateur awkwardness tbat was 
truly remarkable. 

Occasionally one might take exceptions 
to a false gesture or a hypocritical intona- 
tion as he read ‘‘ How the Church was 
Built at Kehoe’s Bar,’’ but the piece as a 
whole was recited with ability. 

But Mr. Johnsva displayed his powers 
as an elocutionist the best in histrionic 
selections, It is there that he is effecting, 
although in Will Carlton’s pastoral ‘* The 
First Settler’s Story,” the rendering was 
startlingly realistic and pathetic. 

His assumption of Cardinal Wolsey in 
the passage where, on speaking to Crom- 
well, he says : 

*O Cromwell, Cromwell, 
Had I but served my God with half the zeal 
I served my king, he would not in mine age 
Have left me naked to mine enemies,”’ 
Was marked by admiral taste, discretion 
and dramatic discrimination. 

Mr. Johnson’s selections were remark- 
able for the fulness and roundness of their 
conception and their management lacked 
neither power nor ability.

MANUAL TRAINING. 


The Commission Recommend That State 
Reimburse Cities Maintaining Schools. 
The commission appointed to investigate 

the existing systems of manual training 
and industrial education, see the desir- 
bility of booming these and make several 
recommendations. These include the teach- 
ing of mechanic arts and domestic science 
in cities of over 20,000 poplation with this 
proviso: 

* Any city or town which, though not 
required so to do by law, (having less than 
20,000 population) shall nevertheless estab- 
lish one or more schools for manual train- 
ing or industrial education open to boys or 
girls of 14 or more years of age, aud with 
courses of study and exercises approved by 
the board of education, shall receive from 
the state treasury an amount of money 
equal to the amount specifically appro- 
priated by such city or town for the sup- 
port of such school or schools in each and 
every year, provided the amount paid out 
from the state treasury to any one city or 
town in any one year shall not exceed 
$5,000. 


GOOD ROADS. 


Much May be Accomplished Through 
Village Improvement Society. 


Editor of the Daily Ledger :

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MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


The Bill For Machinery Voting Ordered 
to a Third Reading—Other Matters. 


Boston, May 4.—A petition was ad- 


mitted in the senate that Lowell be au- 
thorized to take additional] land from 


vi to take a water supply from artesian 
wells. 

The committee on cities reported against 
the bill concerning land taken for school- 
houses or city halls. The same committee 


reported against the house bill to author- 


ize cities and towns to take land for pub- 
lic purposes. 

The rapid transit committee reported 
to the next legislature so much of the re- 
port of the rapid transit commission as re- 
lates to the imposition of taxes on th 
property and franchises of street railwa 
companies. 

Mr. Butler had the report “leave to with- 
draw” on the petition of New Bedford for 
exemption from the debt limit law 
amended to “reference to the next general 
court,” and this was accepted. 

Messrs. Lawton, Butler and Ratshesky 
opposed reconsidering the rejection of the 
bill authorizing the use of the McTam- 
many voting machine and it was favored 
by Messrs. Stevens, Buckley and Baker. 
Reconsideration prevailed, 20 to 12. With. 
out objection amendments were adopted, 
providing that towns may adopt the sys- 
tem by vote of the voters instead of by the 
selectmen, and that they may select any 
machine besides the McTammany one. 
a bill was then ordered to a third read- 
ng. 

When the house bill to regulate the 
width of tires on draught wagons was 
reached, the amendment that it should not 
apply to cities of over 30,000 inhabitants 
was rejected. The amendment, that it 
should not apply to wagons used wholly 
in Suffolk councy, was accepted; that 
striking out the exception of Suffolk 
county, was adopted; a motion to refer the 
bill to the next general court was defeated 
and the bill was then engrossed. 

In the house the conference report on the 
representation of the state on Massachu- 
setts day at Chicago was that the senate 
should recede from having the executive 
clerk sent, that eight senators and 20 rep- 
resentatives and all the ex-governors shall 
go and that the appropriation be $12,000. 

Speaker Barrett ruled out the senate 
bill to incorporate the Commonwealth 
Live Stock Insurance company on a point 
of order that it had once been finally de- 
feated by the house, when it refused to 
substitute it for the adverse report of the 
committee. 


TROUBLE AVERTED. 


Ofticlal Information Denies the Keport of 
an Outbreak In Corea. 

WASHINGTON, May 4.—Official informa- 
tion received at the navy department dis- 
counts the alarming effects of the news 
brought to Vancouver by the steamship 
Empress of China that an uprising against 
missionaries was imminent in Seoul, Co- 
rea. Since the steamer left China the de 
partment has received information that 
the presence of the Petrel had succeeded in 
averting the threatened outbreak. ‘The 
Petrel left Corean waters to go to Behring 
sea, and the Alert, which succeeded her, 
left Seoul on the 29th ult., because affairs 
in Corea had resumed their usual peaceful 
state. 


Sent In Their Resignations. 

WASHINGTON, May 4.—Chiefs of Division 
Theophilius Gains of West Virginia, in 
the second auditor’s office; Theodore F. 
Long of Maryland, in the fourth auditor’s 
office, and Ezekiel Dawson of Delaware, 
in the first auditor’s office, yesterday 
handed in their resignations to Secretary 
Carlisle. It is understood that more res- 
ignations are expected to follow in a short 
time, and the present move is believed to 
be the beginning of a general one by the 
secretary, looking to the vacation of posi- 
tions of chiefs of divisions by republican 
incumbents. 


Texas Needs Assistance. 

CHICAGO, May 4.—Mayor Harrison re- 
ceived a telegram yesterday from Cisco, 
Tex., signed by J. V. Cockrell, member of 
congress of Texas, and W. R. Sebastian, 
member of the state legislature, asking 
for aid for the sufferers from the recent 
cyclone. The mayor will probably call 
the attention of the council at its next 
meeting to the needs of the Texas people, 
and recommend that steps be taken to 
raise a fund for them. 


Cuban Affairs Discussed In the Cabinet. 
WASHINGTON, May 4.—A special meet- 
ing of the cabinet was held yesterday. It 
is understood the financial situation and 
the revolutionary movement in Cuba 
came in fora share of consideration. No 
information has been received that any of 
the filibustering expeditions are fitting 
out, but extreme precautionary  vigi- 
lance will be taken at this time to 
prevent people in the United States aiding 
the revolutionists. 


Death From Swallowing an Orange Seed. 
WILMINGTON, Del., May 4. — William 
Foster, aged 91, died at Newcastle yester- 
day. An orange seed, swallowed two 
years ago, sprouted in his stomach. An 
abscess formed and an operation for the 
removal of the seed proved unsuccessful. 


A Game of Freeze Out. 

Lima, O., May 4.—The Standard Oil 
company knocked the props from under 
the Lima Qil company yesterday by re- 
ducing the price from 49 to 47 cents for the 
north production and from 46 to 4419 
cents for south production.

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The Mighty Field of Human 
Effort at Chicago, 


VISIT TO THE GREAT WORLD'S FAIR 


Not a Spot in the Vast Enclosure That Is 
Not Replete With the Wonders of the 


Earth---Progress of the Work on the 
Grounds, 


Wortp’s Farr, April 26,—As yet one can 
only ramble about these great grounds and 
buildings, flitting like a bee to sip a bit of 
the honey of the flower of art and industry 
and energy here and there. While the 
twenty thousand workmen are hammering 
and sawing and painting, and thousands of 
trucks and scores of locomotives are push- 
ing and haulingcars of exhibits about, 
anything like study of anything is impos- 
Bible. Besides, one has the feeling on first 
entering this mighty field of human effort 
that he wants to run all around and 
through it all at once. The eye tells him 
instantly it is vast and wonderful. That is 
the great conspicuous fact which the per- 
spectives of buildings, the forest of dis- 
plays, the horizon of towers and minarets,

at once bespeak, But it is easier said than 
done. An attempt to merely walk from 
building to building, pausing but a second 
or two at each for a hasty glance at the en- 
semble, isin one hour enough to inform 
the visitor that human strength has cer- 
tain limitations, and that even a run 
throguh this exposition must be the work 
of days and weeks, not of hours. 

Another thing which the stranger within 
the gates at once observes is that no matter 
where he starts in he is sure to find things 
that catch his eye, appealto his imagina- 
tion and cause him to linger, to look, in- 
quire andexamine. There is not a spot in 
the vast enclosure that is not replete with 
the wonderful, the powerful, the curious or 
the beautiful. Itis impossible to make a 
mistake in the way of selection of what you 
shallsee. The only mistake vistors to this 
fair are iikely to make is that of coming 
here to stay too short a time. Come for a 
monthif you can, but certainly for not 
less than a week. 

At the entrance to the great Machinery 
hall one of the guards—there are 1,350 
guards on the grounds, all told, or police- 
men enough for a city like Philadelphia or 
Boston—glances at our passes and ushers 
us within. “It’s not worth seeing yet,” 
he volunteers; ‘“‘nothing is ready, every- 
thing in confusion.”?” But we soon choose 
to think otherwise. This confusion, this 
mighty effort to accomplish in six days the 
work of installation to which a month 
should have been devoted, is just what we 
like. It is always pleasant to see other 
men work. It is inspiring to know that 
men can work as these men are working, 
with the magic aid of steam and ele~ 
tricity. Itisa genuine delight to watch 
the huge traveling cranes running to and 
fro. There are three of them, each with 
an elevated track allits own, and running 
the whole length of the huge building. 

As one of these cranes comes near you it 
is seen to bea monster thing of steel and 
iron. Its length is sixty-five feet; it stands 
thirty or more feet from the floor, and in 
its giant grasp it bears a great wheel or 
other part of machinery weighing many 
tons. If pushed to its utmost endeavor it 
can pick up and run away with 40,000 
pounds. It runs rapidly, too. As a rule 
great bodies move slowly, and thisis par- 
ticularly true in mechanics. But hereisa 
great body that slides along on its rails 
with the speed of an electrical car, It is an 
electrical car, for that matter, for elec- 
tricity is the motive power employed. 
These are the first electrical traveling 
cranes ever constructed, and of course they 
are American. The foreigners may excel 
us in art, but never in daring, in original- 
ity, in adaptability. Near by, I have said, 
the great cr: 1e is enormous. A minute 
later itis atthe far end of the track, and 
there you can barely see it. At the distant 
end of the narrowing perspective contained 
within this mighty enclosure a locomotive 
looks like a wheelbarrow. 

For the pecvle who like big things this 
fair will be a perpetual delight. In Ma- 
chinery hall, for instance, is a steam en- 
gine that beats all the steam engines that

were ever built. It has 2,000 horse power 
when run at normal speed, and under 
pressure can be increased to 3,000. The 
Corliss engine at the Philadelphia exposi- 
tion, which was in its day considered the 
ultimate of engine construction, had only 
horse power. ; 
the great’ Krupp gun, now reposing on 
its carriage on the lake front, is visite by 
thousands. It really is worth seeing. It is 
forty-seven feet long, its diameter is six 
and a half feet, its weight one hundred and 
thirty-five tons, and it will throw a projec- 
tile weighing a ton sixteen miles, Each 
time the gunis fired the cost’ is $1,100. 
These simp! figures give you an idea of 
the dimensions of the greatest gun ever 
manufactured, but it is encouraging to 
know that our own navy and war depart- 
ments are building guns at Washington 
snd at Watervliet, near Troy, which have

beautiful peristyle lifts its columns, there 
is a veritable wilderness of statues and 
parts and pieces of statues lying about in 
crdlens Soeiealgn. One has to pick his 

ray among them, stepping now upon the 

outstretched hand of auivinite, eyes 
stubbing the toe against the face 
of some classical hero lying flat 
in the mud. How all these things 
and parts of things are to be picked up, 
assorted, put together and erected in their 
proper places before the opening day, is 
more than I can tell; but somehow we have 
confidence that it will be done. They have 
such a way here of doing miracles that one 
1s not appalled at anything, no matter how 
great the difficulty. 

Most of these statues and figures are of 
composition, a species of plaster of Paris 
stuck upon wooden frames, and therefore 
they are not built for all time, as a true 
work of art should be. But it is encour- 
aging to know that they are beautiful, 
that they are works of genius, and that the 
same deft hands and aspiring brains that 
produced them can, when the occasion 
arises, produce their counterparts in endur- 
ing marble or bronze. It has been said by 
some critic that there is something char- 
acteristically American about this use of 
tawdry and flimsy materials in art designs. 
But as we enter the great Manufactures 
building we heara shuffling of the feet of 
many ho>ses and men, a cry of “get out of 
the way,” and there comes rolling by a 
giant warrior from far-away Germany, his 
head and body alone filling the big wagon. 
His legs will follow later on. He, wher 
assembled in all his glory, is to be one or 
the decorationg of the German exhibit, oc 
cupying a proud place at the entrance to 
the most pretentious foreign display on 
the grounds. Yeteven this warrior from 
Fatherland is not the bronze which he ap- 
pears to be, but of composition. 

There is a pretty rivalry between the 
Germans and the French here, The former 
have the most money tospend, in all about 
$750,000, but the latter are endeavoring to 
make up in skill and beauty what they 
lack in solid value. Their respective ex- 
hibits face each other, at the center of the 
hall, and it is comical to see with what 
frantic haste the Frenchmen work, occa- 
sionally slipping out for a peep at the ef- 
forts of their rivals, sure to be followed 
by shrugs of the shoulders and many ex- 
clamations in French. The Germans ploé 
stolidly along, wasting not a minute, # 
parently taking no interest in the affairs « 
their neighbors, and accomplishing

The Germans believe in spending money 
at international exhibitions. They are al- 
ways well represented on such occasions, 
save, of course, at the Paris expositions. 
The Germans believe the expendivure of 
money for this purpose a paying invest- 
ment, and they are not likely to be mis- 
taken. One feature of the German display 
will be sure to attract much attention. It 
isa panorama of a street in old Nurem- 
berg—the market place with its cathedral, 
its shops and booths, the quaint wagons 
and carts, frauleins carrying fat geese un- 
der their arms, the chubby children play- 
ingabout. It is such an effective bit of 
drawing and coloring that the visitor feels 
himself for a moment transported to the 
old German town. This handsome pano- 
rama, which must have cost a snug sum, 
was brought over and put in place by the 
enterprise of a Nuremberg merchant. 

Some of the pavilions being erected or 
finished by private exhibitors are things of 
beauty. One, put up by a Connecticut 
firm,is of solid mahogany, and though 
only a little more than twenty feet square, 
is said to have cost forty thousand dollars, 
This one item is an indication of the large 
expenditures incurred by hundreds and 
thousands of exhibitors. The greatest 
pavilion or structure within the Manufac. 
tures building is the clock tower. It 
standsin the centre of the huge floor. 
Rising to a high’ of about ninety feet, it is 
beautifully proportioned and decorated. 
It marks the half-way house on a journey 
fromend to end of this greatest of all 
buildings, which visitors will want to de- 
vote a whole day to. 

And if they want to know the time of the 
dayin this tower will be seen the most 
wonderful clock that was ever manufac- 
tured. The Strasburg clock, and all the 
other clocks you may have read or heard 
about, are commonplace compared with 
this ong. Its work of denoting the hour, 
minute und second, the dayof the week, 
monthand year, and the moon’s phases 
and tides, isa very small partof its func 
tion. There is a room within the base 
wherein the “train room” of the clock 
company isshown in miniature, with all 
the machinery and shafting in operation 
and twenty-five operativesstanding by their 
machines. In the same manner many 
other industrial operations are depicted. 
In a cotton field a gin is pressing the 

fleecy fibre, negroes automatically replen- 
ishing the supply and removing the bales. 
In similar manner is shown a miniature 
saw mill, the old and new method of 
manufacturing cloth, the improvement of 
the sewing machine by Elias Howe, elec- 
trical progress, a telegraph and telephone 
office with operators at work and messen- 
ger boys running—actually running—in

Lonpox, May 4.—A dispatch from Vi-

They prob- 
ably gave way under their own weight. 
Nobody was killed outright, but five men 
were badly injured, and some may die.

ATTENDANCE FALLING OFF. 


An Unnecessary Fire Alarm 
Rung In Yesterday. 


CuIcaGco, May 4.—The principal thing of 
interest about the fair yesterday was that 
in all probability it will be open on Sun- 
day. The judiciary committee made its 
long-delayed report late in the afternoon 
and it favors Sunday opening. The closing 
and important paragraph of the document 
intimates that the national committee can 
do nothing with the subject until the local 
directors repeal the Sunday closing rule. 
This they will undoubtedly do. They will 
make no fuss about it, and probably no 
announcement will be made for a short 
time. 

One of the directors said that if the peo- 
ple presented themselves at the gates next 
Sunday with their tickets there was no 
do doubt but what they would 

Gain Admission to the Grounds. 

He said the Sunday closers would prob- 
ably invoke the aid of the courts, but he 
was confident the position the directors 
take would be sustained. Commissioner 
Tousley of Minnesota announced that he 
had a verbal communication to make. It 
was that a concert was begun at Music 
hall at 2 o’clock, and if such commission- 
ers as desired to attend would notify him 
he would notify the manager and the 
commissioners would be admitted at $1 
each. 

This was considered by some as very sar- 
castic, but by others asfunny. The latter 
laughed, and no further official notice of 
the incident was taken, but several of the 
commissioners looked mad enough to con- 
spire to blow up the concert hall and all

that were in it. Some one moved that 
when the commission adjourn it adjourn 
to meet July 6, but the motion went over 
for the time being, and then up bobbed 
the continuous session again. 

It was in the form of a resolution by 
Commissioner Allen of New York, who 
wanted a committee of four appointed to 
find out if there was enough money to per- 
mit the commission to remain in session 
until November. There was 

Much Interest Displayed 

in this, and the crushed hopes of the dis- 
appointed ones who wanted a continuous 
session loomed up again. But Commis- 
sioner Harris of West Virginia said the 
motion should be amended so as to find 
out how many standing cominittees might 
be dispensed with. He added that he 
thought it was unnecessary to appoint any 
more committees. ‘There was about $27;- 
000 set aside for committees, and it would 
be a good idea to do away with as many as 
possible. 

This was a direct question and was 
heartily applauded. There was some more 
talk, including a small passage of words 
between Commissioner White of New 
Mexico and Commissioner Allen on the 
possession of the floor, and the whole mat- 
ter was laid onthe table. The judiciary 
committee adjourned at 2:20. It was re- 
solved to report adversely the Eiboek reso- 
lution, and itis uuderstood that nothing 
will be done ubout Sunday closing until 
the directors make a move.

Sends a Sharp Telegram to Secretary 
Greshaih Relating to the President. 
PoRTLAND, Or., May 4.—Secretary of 

State Gresham yesterday sent the follow- 

ing dispatth from Washington to Gov- 

ernor Pennoyer at Salem: x 
“Apparently unreliable reports indicate 

danger of violence to Chinese when exclu- 

sion act takes effect, and the president 
earnestly hopes you will employ all lawful 
means for their protection in Oregon.” 

Governor Pennoyer immediately sent 
the following reply to Secretary Gresham: 

“I will attend to my business; let the 
president attend to his.’ 

Governor Pennoyer, speaking to a re- 
porter, said: 

“The Gresham telegram is an insult to 
Oregon. I willenforce the laws of the 
state, and the president should enforce the 
laws of congress. It comes with poor grace 
for the president to ask me to enforce the 
state law, while he, without warrant, sus- 
pends the exclusion law.” 


THE GOLD QUESTION. 


AN ANGRY 


Secretary Carlisie More Hopefal—Gold 
Coming Into the Treasury Slowly. 

WASHINGTON, May 4.—Secretary Carlisle 
was at the treasury department yesterday, 
looking less careworn than when he left 
here. In answer to an inquiry about the 
gold situation, he said: “I made no abso- 
lute arrangement while away for the ac- 
ceptance of any gold by the treasury. 
Affairs are in a satisfactory state, and the 
department is not anxious. There® is 
plenty of gold which can be utilized.” 

It is surmised that the secretary is quite 
likely to have a settlement before long 
with the New York banks. Gold is slowly 
dribbling into the treasury and prac- 
tically none is going out these days, and 
there is a gradual strengthening of the re- 
serve. The official statepients, however, 
do not show that the gold reserve, so 
called, isagein at the $100,000,000 mark, 
but some additiomal offers which have 
heen accepted, but in which the transfers 
havenot been completed, bring the total 
upsoas to leave avery slight free gold 
balance. 


Spanish Forces Yoadequate to Cope With 
tive Insurgents. 

LONDON, May 4.—A Madrid cable from 
the captain general of Cuba confesses that 
his forces are inadequate to quell the up 
rising. Instead of the 12,000 troops he was 
supposed to have he has less than 8000, 
which, even under normal condition, can- 
not be considered strong enough, the cay- 
alry, which are most required in acam- 
paign of this sort, being especially weak. 
He adds that several insurgents have 
yielded, and repeats that the rebellion is 
| not spreading, but is confined to the coun- 
jtry around Holguin, miles from 
| Havana. 

It is reported that the whole Spanish 
}squadron at New York has been dis- 
patched to patrol the coast beyond Santi- 
ugo, with orders to cut off the insurgents 
completely from communication with the 
Cuban exiles, and thus prevent the latter 
from executing their supposed project of 
sweeping down upon the island with rein- 
forcements for the rebels.

ON THE SECOND BALLOT 


Dean Lawrence Is Chosen as the Sue- 
cessor of Bishop Brooks. 

Boston, May 5.—Rev. William Law- 
rence, 5. D. T., dean of the Episcopal the- 
ological scheol at Cambridge, was chosen 
bishop of the diocese of Massachusetts; as 
the successor of the late Bishop Brooks, 
at the diocesan convention. The first bal- 
lot resulted in no choice. Dean Lawrence 
had a majority of the lay delegates, but 
failed to get » majority of the clergy. He 
led the balleting, however. On the second 
ballot Dean Lawrence had a majority vote 
in both the clerical and lay orders. 

rev. Williazn Lawrence, S. T. L., dean 
of the Episcopal theological school at 
Cambridge, was the candidate of the 
“broad church” party, He is the son of 
the late Amos A. Lawrence, the eminent 
Bostonian, aad was one ot several brothers 
and sisters. Heis 43 years of age and a 
native of Longwood. He entered Har- 
vard and was graduated in the class of 
1871. 

On leaving college he prosecuted his theo- 
logical studies at the Episcopal schools at 
Andover and Philadclpiia. His last year 
was taken at the Cambridge Theological 
school, from which he graduated in 1875. 
{le was appointed to the rectorship of 
Srace church, which post he retained for 
several years. At Lawrence he was gen- 
erally "beloved. In 1889, on the death of 
Dean Gray, he became dean, retaining the 
professorship mentioned above. He has 
ronducted the institution with marked 
tkill and ability. 

Dean Lawrence married Miss Julia Cun- 
gingham of Boston, a granddaughter of 
Bishop Parker, and has three daughters 
and one son. The entire family live to- 
gether in the deanery attached to the 
school, though they also have a summer 
home at Bar Harbor.

GRANITE STATE’S LOSS, 


Cne of Her Most Honored Sons Is Sud- 
denly Stricken by Death, 


HANOVER, N. H., May §.—Professor 
James Willis Patterson of Dartmouth 
college, better known as Senator Patter- 
son, the “silver-tongued orator of New 
Hampshire,” died very suddenly last even- 
ing while attending a meeting in the col- 
lege church. He was apparently in the 
best of health and only the day before yes- 
terday delivered the oration at the dedica- 
tion of the Mary Hitchcock memorial 
hospital here. Heart failure was the cause 
of his death. 

He graduated at Dartmouth in 1848, be- 
inga native of the state of New Hamp- 
shire, and his life was devoted to educa- 
tional work. He wasamember of the house 
of representatives from 1862 to 1866, when 
he was elected United States senator, serv- 
ing until 1872.

Of Fire Department by the Council 
Committee, 


NOTHING VERY SERIOUS FOUND. 


Changes Had Been Promptly Made When 
neflicencies Were Discovered. 


A bright light at City Hall Thursday 
evening attracted the attention of a 
number of citizens, who upon entering the 
Council chamber discovered a little group 
of men seated near the speaker’s desk, 
These gentlemen proved to be four 
members of the Council Committee on 
Fire Department, Messrs. Federhen, 
Drake, Grindell and Williams, who were 
holding an investigation of the fire depart- 
ment. The investigation was a public 
one but the committee had kept the date 
so quiet that few outside of those who had 
been summoned knew anything about it, 
and the only reason that any of the 
audience was present was due more to 
accident than anything else. 

The witnesses examined were John P. 
Thomas, Frank L. Merrill, Chief Engine er 
Ripley, Engineers White and King, Capt. 
Drohan and Driver Gragg of Hose 3. 

The testimony of Mr. Thomas and Mr. 
Merrill did not differ materially from that 
held at Wollaston. The only additional 
facts being that copies of the rules had 
been recently posted in the house and that 
Capt. Thomas had been removed and Frank 
L. Merrill had been appointed captain. 

Chief Engineer Ripley testified that 
copies of the rules had been given to each 
member of the department. He had 
recently posted *a copy of them in the 
houses of the department. 

‘The department had no gun, shoot, or 
life net, although a life net had been 
ordered last February. He had never 
applied to the Council for an appropriation 
for those articles, The apparatus was in 
good repair, the Hook & Ladder now being 
in the shop. Did not remember of Capt. 
Thomas telling him that Hose 2 carriage 
was not present at Wollaston fire. When 
he did learn so. he sent for it. The men 
at the fire in Boston with one exception 
were all right. That one man had heen 
discharged next day. The ladder truck 
had 12 ladders from 5 to 50 feet in length. 
The Bangor was a good Jadder but not 
long enough, a new one had been ordered, 
Had instructed first man to arrive at Hose 
4 house to get the hose. There was no 
driver hired there, 

The fire alarm wasin as good condition 
as could be expected with 31 miles of wire 
on one circuit. The alarm had been out 
of order considerable of late. Had not 
requested any member not .to come down 
to the investigation. The department had 
nothing to save life except the ladders. 
‘Had much trouble in getting a horse for 
Hose 2 carriage. 

Engineer King testified that on night of 
Wollaston fire he went immediately ta the 
fire and was given charger & line by chief

A GOOD IDEA. 


Stringent Measures Adopted For Warding 
Off Contagious Diseases. 
WASHINGTON, May 5.—In accordance 
with a recent act of congress Secretary 
Carlisle has issued an order that, until 
further notice, all baggage of steerage pas- 
sengers destined for the United States 
from foreign countries shall be labelled. 
A red label is to indicate that the baggage 
has been inspected and passed; a yellow 
label that the baggage has been disin- 
fected. Each immigrant or steerage pas- 
sengeristo be furnished with an inspec- 
tion card by the consular or medical offi- 
cer at the port of departure, which is to 
contain information for the national and 
state health officers of this country and 
will greatly facilitate immigrants’ ex- 
amination. The cabin passengers from 
cholera infected ports or places are to be 
given a special inspection card, and then 
their baggage is to be properly labelled. 


Farmers Want Their Rights. 

Sioux Fats, May 5.—Work on the new 
line of the Sioux Falls and Yankton rail- 
road came to a sudden end yesterday in 
Turner and Lincoln counties. One hun- 
dred teams and 200 men were driven off 
the grade by farmers through whose land 
they were working. The payment of the 
right of way had not been made satisfac- 
tory to the owners.

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SQUIRREL HUNTING. 


THE SEASGN ABOUT TO BEGIN IN THE 
SOUTHWEST. 


Natural History of a Cunning Little Ro- 
dent— How the Fox Differs From the 
Gray—Sneak and Stalk Shooting—A Few 
Hunting Requisites. 


[Special Correspondence.] 

Mexico, Mo., April 27.—Squirrel hunt- 
ing in the southwest is not what it once 
was. The destruction of our forests is 
telling here as elsewhere. The two kinds 
of game found in the middle Mississippi 
valley are the western fox squirrel and 
the gray, but the latter, for the reasons 
mentioned, is rapidly receding. Heisa 
lover of tall timber—a dweller in high 
holes. Here his young are reared, The 
gray is universally distributed east of 
the plains and in many regions has a 
tendency to black specimens much 
stronger than in others. 

The hunter is apt to regard the black 
as a distinct species, but the naturalist 
asserts that they are simply pelage vari- 
eties, which may occur in thesame litter 
with their gray brothers, and that black 
parents may likewise produce gray prog-

eny. At times, too, the gray squirrel 
will show much rusty coloring on some 
parts, which has caused many to regard 
them as hybrids with the fox squirrel, 
but such is not the case, for the gray has 
this feruginous tendency alsoin its va- 
riations. 

The fox squirrel found west of the Al- 
leghanies pervades the Mississippi valley 
broadly till it merges into the habitat of 
the southern fox squirrel, which is con- 
fined closely to the coast. Casually ! 
these are all distinguished from the 
grays by being reddish underneath, | 
while all varieties of the gray are white 
below. The foxes, too, all have their 
dusky varieties, and especially our west- 
ern species, but the reddish bones readily 
distinguish them in all states of pelage. 
These also have only four permanent 
molar teeth, while the grays have five. 

The coloring of the bones in the rusty 
species is believed by many to be not 
necessarily inherent, but to depend upon | 
some form of food which the gray kinds 
do notconsume. This view of it opens 
up a new field of study, gives a new} 
problem to the naturalist. It is well} 
known that if the parent canary is fed 
on certain food the color of the young is 
affected. Crows that eat polkberries have 
their bones colored red, and hogs—es- 
pecially white hogs—have their bones 
similarly colored by roots containing pig- 
ment. So ‘‘some mute, inglorious” natu- 
ralist may yet make himself a name by 
discovering what it is that the fox squir- 
rel colors his bones with, if it should be 
a matter of feeding. 

The fox squirrel is more inclined to 
stay with us than the gray. Heis of a 
more domestic nature, stands the en- 
croachments of civilization better and 
likes now and then to steal an ear from 
the fencerail cornpen of the improvi- 
dent western farmer. He is content, 
too, with lower timber, builds his home 
in the short, scrubby snags of the post 
oak ridges and occasionally cradles his 
young in a leafy hammock when holes 
are scarce. The cultivation of the rich 
bottoms does not so much affect him 
While the gray may be said to never 
dine—feeding only early and late—the 
fox may be abroad well into “‘the heat 
of the day.” 

He has another habit that renders him 
perhaps better able to take care of him- 
self—he is a great believer in and pro- 
vider of a place of refuge and generally 
goes to it when he starts, while the gray 
shows stronger tendency to take any tree 
if pushed a little, depending more upon 
concealment. The other is not so well 
color protected against the bark. Our 
grays hibernate during severe spells and 
lay up storesin their winter couch, while 
our ‘“‘fox” is abroad nearly all the time 
and buries his nut or acorn in the ground 
only in the fall, and with wonderful lo- 
calizing capacity he can return and dig 
it up from beneath the snow. 

Our hunting season may be said to be- 
gin in May and end with December. The 
young “foxes” born, many of them in 
February, are often ‘“‘ripe” on the elm 
bough before its leaf buds are fully ex- 
panded, but the gray is later— scarcely 
ready for the frying pan before May 
15. Hunting young squirrels is sc ~cely 
a sportsmanlike proceeding and by no 
means has a tendency tothe game's pres- 
ervation, but the demands of the platter 
and palate largely subdue the qualms of 
conscience. The sport now is acautious 
sneak, with a knowledge of all the breed- 
ing trees of the region. Later, when the 
young have left the home trees, a good 
squirrel dog, if not a necessity, is a lux- 
ury, though much may yet be done with 
a quick eye and ear and acautious stalk. 

In these times the shotgun and No. 6 
shot are requisite, but later in the sum- 
mer and fall the small bored rifle gives 
fine results, especially if the game be so 
abundant that onecan barter a little loss 
for a good deal of skill. Twenty-two- 
bores and 25-bores are now fitted with 
telescopic sights and do very effective 
work in the tallest timber. : In August 
our squirrels haunt the hickory trees 
when they bear nuts and advertise their 

resence by the chippings beneath. Later 
they like the redhaws, at times redden- 
ing the earth beneath, or run the zigzag 
fences, catrying a milky ear of corn to 

the home tree, till the frosts ripen the 
astringency out of the acorn and food is

York Firms. 


BANKS NOT IN TROUBLE. 


The St. Nicholas National Will 
Sue a Newspaper. 


New York, May 5.—The rumors of fail- 
ures on the Stock Exchange took definite 
shape yesterday when two were announced 
on the floor. It was while further liquida- 
tion was stillin progress in some of the 
most active industrial stocks and particu- 
larly cordage. The first failure announced 
was that of Henry L. Allen & Co. of 31 
New street. They are members of the 
Stock and Produce exchanges. They were 
long of cordage. Itis said that for some 
time they were supposed to have been on 
the bear side of the market. 

The second failure was also due to the 
decline in cordage. The failed firm is B. 
L. Smythe & Co, of 42 Exchange place. It 
was this firm which floated the cordage 
bonds of the Security company, the con- 
cern which was organized for the purpose 
of buying and holding the various proper- 
ties operated by the Cordage company. 
The Security company bought the several 
plants and leased them to the Cordage 
company and 

Sold Their Own Bonds Therefor, 
the bonds being practically a first mort- 
gage on the various cordage properties. 

Scuyler Walden, who has been a mem- 
ber of the stock exchange since 1881, an- 
nounced that he was unable to meet his 
contracts. 

The liquidation of the stock of the two 
failed firms caused a further decline in 
cordage and to some extent in the prices 
of other stocks in sympathy, but the mar- 
ket under the circumstances was fairly 
firm in the general list and a sharp rally 
was predicted by conservative brokers. 

At the Consolidated Exchange the sus- 
pensions of P. F. Beardsley, G. R. Wilson 
of 60 Broadway and T. D. Bradford of 52 
Broadway, were announced. 

About the Banks. 

Great indignation was expressed in Wall 
street at the reports that two or three 
banks were in trouble, and especially at 
the statement in The Times that one of 
the wild rumors flying about was one 
“to the effect that the St. Nicholas Na- 
tional bank had been badly squeezed in 
the crash,” and that it was stated that 
“clearing-house inspectors had examined 
the affairs of the bank, and, as a result, its 
doors would not be opened this morning.” 
The most emphatic contradiction was 
given to this story by Arthur B. Graves, 
the president of the St. Nicholas bank. ; 

“There is not cne word of truth in it, 
he said, ‘and we have 

Already Begun Suit For Libel 
against The Times. This bank has pur- 
sued a very conservative policy. We are 
not a brokers’ bank and I do not think 
that altogether we have 20 brokers’ ac- 
counts. Wehada credit balance at the 
clearing house this morning of $260,000 
and our reserve today is more than 30 per 
cent of our desposits and our average re- 
serve last week was 23 percent. Our de- 
posits today amount to $2,400,000, and we 
have in our safe $700,000 in legal tenders 
and gold, 

“The statement of The Times is absurd 
onits face. The clearing house does not 
have any inspectors in its employ. Any 
inspection that is done for the clearing 
house is done by its committee. No one 
was here and no one examined the affairs 
of this bank in behalf of the clearing 
house and the statement to the contrary is 
absolutely without foundation. The bank 
was never in a stronger position than it is 
now.” 


Tillman’s Sarcasm. 

Co.umbiA, 8. C., May 5.—Governor Till- 
man, being informed that it would em- 
barrass him to prosecute the lynchers’ as 
his relatives were probably implicated, as- 
signed Solicitor Jervey to prosecute the 
lynchers. Mr. Jervey declared last even- 
ing that he would indict the lynchers for 
murder and the governor as an accessory. 
In a letter to Jervey the governor says he 
has selected him ‘because of his well 
known zeal in giving assurance that he 
would do his whole duty.” 


Away Below Clarkson's Record, 

WASHINGTON, May 5.—Up to date Mr. 
Maxwell has appointed 3894 fourth-class 
postmasters, of which 1209 were to fill 
vacancies caused by removals and 2685 by 
death or resignation. General Clarkson 
in the same length of time removed and 
appointed 3496 postmasters and appointed 
1650 others to fill places made vacant by 
death or resignation, making a total of 5104.

CHICAGO, May 5.—Armour, Swift and 
Morris, the “big three’ packers,” are com- 
pleting their arrangements to fight the 
leather trust.

WASHINGTON, May 5.—Instructions have 
been sent to collectors of internal revenue, 
castom officials aud district attorneys call- 
ing their attention to the facet that large 
numbers of Chinese laborers have failed to 
register, as required by the Geary ect, and 
instructing them to refrain from making 
arrests under the act until further orders,

during the next year to Crane & Co. of 
Dalton, Mass., at 43 1-2 cents a pound for 
bank note paper and 38 1-2 cents for check 
paper.

CLOSED TOMORROW. 


Visitors Will Not Be Admitted to 
the World’s Fair. 


COMPLAINTS OF EXTORTION 


Are Investigated and Found to 
Be Well Grounded. 


CuicaGo, May 6.—The fair will not be 
open tomorrow, and probably on no Sun- 
day in May. No definite action in that re- 
gard was taken, and no orders issued, but 
President Higgenbotham said plainly that 
the gates would not be open tomorrow. 

The board of lady managers adjourned 
sine die last evening after another row, 
but first they went on record as favoring 
an open Sunday. This fact was shown by 
a test vote on the question. 

Mrs. Ball of Delaware introduced a res- 
olution that, no matter what action might 
be taken in regard to the rest of the fair, 
the woman's building be closed on Sun- 
day. Mrs. Ryan of Texas immediately 
moved that Mrs. Ball’s resolution be 
tabled. There wasalong and hot fight, 
but finally Mrs. Ryan was victorious, and 
Mrs. Ball’s resolution went on the table. 

Quite Right. 

The council of administration deter- 
mined to stop the robbtry in the restau- 
rants at the grounds. Some of them went 
out to buy a meal and found that the 
complaints of extortion and bud service 
made by the thousands of people who visit 
the restaurants were well founded. 

The council therefore adopted a resolu- 
tion condemning the extortion prices, and 
officially notified the restaurant men that 
they must submit to the committee sched- 
ule of prices to be adhered to during the 
fair. The caterers must also keep in con- 
spicuous places in their restaurants a large 
sign, informing the public of the cost of 
euch article served, such prices not to be 
deviated from.

A Terrific Explosion 

startled everybody in the west end of 
machinery hall yesterday. A header on 
the big 16-inch main blew out, and the es- 
caping steam enveloped everything for 200 
yards around. By the force of the ex- 
plosion James Glassford, a switchman, 
was blown 60 feet, and was fatally scalded. 
Two other laborers employed by the North- 
western company was also scalded, but 
not fatally. The physicians have given up 
all hopes of Glassford’s recovery. No 
cause can be assigned for the explosion. 

The big 16-inch main runs under the floor 
to within 100 feet of the west end of the 
annex, where it terminates witha 2-inch 
flange, which was bolted over the end of 
the main. The entire circle blew out, 
leaving jus*a rim of metal. 

The inner disc was blown 125 feet 
through the lower partition, and cleaned 
out six heavy I4inch timbers which 
formed the underpinning of the floor. Tha 
floor itself was raised entirely loose from 
the joist and the escaping steam dug a big 
hole in the ground, blowing gravel and 
dirt out through the side opening of one 
of the depressed backs that enter the build- 
ing at this point. 

The Penobscot Indians 
have established a village, which will form 
apart of the ethnological exhibit at the 
fair, and which in point of local interest 
will be second to none in that interesting 
department. 

The representatives of this historic tribe 
who have come to Chicago to represent 
their people at the World’s fair have little 
of the appearance of the red man with 
whom the western people are familiar, 


and whose representatives are nightly 
éngaged in mimic attacks on stage 
coaches and settlers’ trains in Mid- 
way plaisance. The visitors from 


Maine, while they preserve some of the 
physical appearance of their western 
brethren in the matter of complexion and 
facial expression, nearly all show traces of 
the blending of the blood of the Caucasian 
with that of the native American. There 
are only 10 representatives of the tribe 
here at present—six men and four women 
—but this number will be increased to 18 
if arrangements can be made to allow 
them the privilege of running canoes on 
the lagoons. 

The Indians will live while here in three 
tepees built of birch bark, thatched on 
poles, which meet at the top, forming a 
cone-shaped tent, about 16 feet in diameter 
and 12 feet high. The interior is decorated 
with deer, moose, caribou and bear skins, 
along with many other trophies of the 
chase, such as the mounted heads of these 
aud other animals. The Indians are expert 
tanners, all the skins being tanned on the 
flesh side, while the hair is lefton. They 
will give exhibitions of the] pow-wow and 
the dances, which are still kept up in the 
tribe.

Lueius W. Lovell Crosses the Great 
Divide. 


JUMPES FROM PORTLAND BOAT. 


The Deed Boldly Done After Being Ma- 
turely Planned for Years. 


Thursday evening, Mr. Lucius W. 
Lovell, of Boston, a former resident of 
Wollaston, took passage on the Steamer 
Tremont from Boston for Portland. 
Between 11 and 12, when the boat was off 
the Isles of Shoals, he jumped overboard 
and his body was not recovered. 

The officers of the boat say he was well 
dressed and was quite sociable with many 
of the passengers. He went to the engine 
room Thursday night and talked with one 
of the oilers. Suddenly he rushed for the 
passage way leading to the outside. The 
watchman saw him go out, and, following 
him, saw him climb on to the rail. The 
watchman stepped back and shouted to the 
engineer and they both ran out. 

Lovell was standing on the rail, holding 
on to a davit. The engineer shouted to 
Lovell, whereupon the latter deliberately 
stepped off and dropped straight down into 
the water. The steamer was at once stop- 
ped, but no sign of the missing man, was 
was seen; and the sea was so rough that a 
boat could not be lowered, 

In Lovell’s stateroom were found an 
overcoat and an umbrella; also 50 cents, 
evidently intended to pay for the following 
message which he had written: 

“*Mrs. C. Andrew. 46 Cortes street, Bos- 


ton: Key of closet in table drawer, letter 
in closet. L.W. Lovell.” 


Also the following note: 


May 4, 7.30 P.M. 
We are now off, and shall be out far 
enough in two hours. It seems strange, 
but I have not the least dread of death. I 
am sorry, of course, to part with friends, 
but have to do that every year, and it would 
soon come at the longest. So good-bye all; 
expected to go last night, but the weather 
prevented; shall know _ grand secret 
before long. . W. LOvELL. 


One of His Letters. 
Mr. Lovell left twelve letters, one to Dr. 
Keith under date of April 24, reading as 
follows: 


Dear Doctor: When you see this I 
shall havé crossed the great divide, shall 
have found out the grand secret. 

I made up my mind to this many years 
ago, and it was only a question of time. I 
even cece upon the manner of going 
some five yéars hence, ~ 

I have lived during the past two years in 
strict accordance with holy writ, and have 
“taken no thought of the morrow.” 


The balance of my life would be of little 
pleasure to me, and it would be but a few 
years at the most, and they would be full of 
trouble. I can go now, while I am 
comparatively well, and save al] sickness 
and pain. 

I have enjoyed your company for the 
past year, but cannot always be with you. 

So good-by. Just think of me as one 
gone ona journey. Had I wished I could 
have remained longer; but the end must 
come to all, and it bas come to me.

He believed in a here- 
after, and the sooner this life was ended 
the sooner he would enjoy the blessings of 
the next.

Mr. Lovell has boarded for the last 7 years, 
it was ascertained he was 65 years of age 
and a native of Bridgewater. Mr. Lovell 
was a prominent Mason, and represented 
Boston in the legislature about 20 years 
ago. He was employed in the custom house.

Dear Sir,—Early-last March I received a 
letter from a portrait society in Brooklyn, 
N. Y., stating that they were “desirous to 
obtain orders for portraits in my locality, 
that if I would send them a photograph. 
they would send me a large portrait free of 
charge, providing that I would show it to 
my friends and influence them to send 
orders for their portraits. In the letter 
they also stated that the portrait they 
would send me they usually got $10 for the 
same kind of work. 

Thinking possibly I might get a good 
portrait cheap this way, I sent my photo- 
graph. Ina few days I received a letter 
stating that it would be advisable for me to 
have it framed by them. With the letter 
was a circular showing the different kinds 
of frames and prices; also the price of mat 
and glass which called for French plate. I 
selected a gilt frame for $1.30; glass 50 
cents, mat 25 cents, expressing and boxing 
40 cents. Tuesday I received the portrait. 
It is nothing but a tintype about 6x8 
inches, with a little coloring to hair 
and face. The glass is of the cheapest 
kind, 9x10 inches. The frame is of the 
cheapest kind, less than a foot square. The 
whole thing is not worth fifty cents. I 
have been told that many others have been 
duped by these parties. I hope you will 
warn the public through your paper not to 
have anything to do with persons that 
advertise to make portraits free of charge. 
Within six months I have received offers 
of this kind from eight so-called portrait 
societies.

PLUCKY ’CYCLERS. 
The Boston-New York-Chicago Relay Cov- 
ered In 113 Hours. 


CuIcaco, May 6. —The long and exciting 
relay race is finished. To look back over 
the great achievement after it is all over 
causes one to wonder more than ever over 
the event. To think of a run of 1241 miles 
being done by ’cyclers without the slight- 
est remuneration or hope of reward will 
cause the most skeptical to glory in the 
general enthusiasm. 

These many riders along the route were 
up atalltimes of the night, in some in- 
stances all night long, waiting for that 
little pouch bearing Governor Russell’s 
message to Governor Altgeld. 

The worst accident happened to Birdie 
Munger, one of the fastest riders in the 
west, who had both his arms broken 
while just out of Chicago. 

The ride was finished at 8;06:22 a. m. just 
22 hours 46 minutes late from Boston, the 
exact time from Boston being 112 hours 
and 48 minutes. The American roads have 
again shown up in their true condition, and 
if nothing else than this is shown this 
great ride has accomplished a worthy 
mission. 

The average speed attained in this relay 
contest exceeds that of the contest between 
this city and New York last year (which 
was 109 hours) by 14 hours, and is better 
than the schedule time of that contest by 
five honrs.

The Treaty With Russia.

Standing as this nation does for uni- 
versal liberty and human rights, we 
stultify our own principles andaleny our 
own history when we deprive one worthy 
refugee who has been persecuted out of 
his native land of the guardianship of 
our beneficent laws and the protection of 
our courts of justice. Under this treaty 
the Russian government can come into 
this country by means of its agents and 
pursue any Russiayv whom it may see fit 
to charge with an extraditable offense 
and demand his immediate surrender, 
even though he has become a fully natu- 
valized American citizen.—New York 
Mail and Express. 


Ungallant Criticism of Gladstone.

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BIG DROP IN STOCKS 


Causes Considerable of a Flurry 
In Wall Street. 


BOSTON IS NOT ALARMED. 


One Failure Reported, But It 
Is Taken Lightly. 


New York, May 6. — Excitement in 
Wall street during the past two days was 
renewed yesterday, and there was decidedly 
the appearance of panicky conditions. 
Cordage, which closed at 20 Thursday, was 
the feature. Upward of 5000 shares 
changed hands at from 19 to 21 when the 
market opened. It then fell to 15 1-2. 
This was on the news of the appointment 
of receivers by Chancellor McGill of New 
Jersey. Other trust stocks sympathized. 
Sugar fell from 85 to 653-4. Cotton oil 
declined to 33 1-2, opening at 371-2. There 
was also renewed pressure to sell Chicago 
gas, general electric and National lead. 

The failure of the well-known operator, 
S. V. White, was announced. White failed 
about two years ago, being caught on the 
wrong side of the corn market in Chicago. 
Comparatively recently White paid in full, 
with interest, all the claims on him, the 
last instalment being $1,000,000. White’s 
failure is said to be due principally to the 
decline in sugar. Hewas also caught in 
cordage. He failed 18 months ago and six 
months later was on his feet. He was sup- 
posed to have 

Made $1,000,000 Since Then. 

At 12:45 the failure of Ferris & Kimball 
was announced on the Stock Exchange. 
Mr. Kimball said he would make an as- 
signment; that his failure was caused by a 
general shrinkage in the market and an 
inability to get money. 

At 1:45 the suspension of W. L. Patton 
& Co. was announced. The firm is com- 
posed of W. L. Patton and H. R. Salton- 
stall. Later Patton & Co. assigned to W. 
P. Dixon. 

The galleries began to fill up at an early 
hour. As 10o0’clock drew near the babel 
of voices, the hum of the tickers and 
clang of the telephone bells increased. It 
was a kaleodoscopic array on the floor 
when the big clock pointed to the hour of 
10. Chicago gas, cordage, sugar and the 
industrial list, taken as a whole, drew 
most attention. It is diflicult to say just 
at what figure cordage opened at. The 
bulls claimed 21 and the bears 19 as the 
figure, 

The first sale was effected at the latter 
figure. In afew minutes after the open- 
ing 1000 shares of common were sold at 
prices ranging from 19to 21. Then a lull 
ensued, followed by a sale of 1500 shares at 
19. The greatest effort was made to force 
the quotations up, 

But They Would Not Go. 
On the contrary, at 10:15 o’clock they had 
fallen to 18, the lowest figure reached 
Thursday. ; 

At 10:25 cordage was quoted at 17. “How 
can it go any lower?”’ was the question on 
every hand. And yet down it went to 15 
1-2 before many minutes. 

During the hard times on the street, the 
rates of exchange are lending a helping 
hand. Brown Bros. announced a drop to 
4.88, three days, and 4.87 at GJ days. At 
those rates exporting specie will not affect 
the treasury very much. 

Another reassuring feature of the mar- 
ket is that much of the buying that has 
been done during the past few days has 
been on cash. All the brokers on the street 
report that sales affected Thrirsday and 
yesterday represent a larger pisrcentage of 
cash payments than at any oth.ertime dur- 
ing a year past. 

About Deacon Wh {te, 

The career of the famovas speculator, 
familiarly known as Derwon White, is 
one of the most unique on Wall street. 
About 18 months ago he startled the street 
with an assignment. 4% was variably esti- 
mated at from 500,00) to $1,000,000. His 
creditors at that time gave him all the lee- 
way he wanted, ant within a year he had 
retrieved his lost fortumes and paid dollar 
for dollar of whieh he owed. 

He immediately resumed his position on 
the street. His scrupulous honesty in pay- 
ing back wha: he owed wom for him the 
unqualified approval of the naost important 
operators on the bourse. Simee his re-open- 
ing he has dealt largely in industrials. 

Sugar, of course, had been the main 
stock and it was this which has precipitated 
his second financial down& ll. Only a day 
or two ago he said toa reporter: “Sugar is 
cheap, very cheap. That is the reasonI am 
buying it.’ 

The deacon seemed tebe thoroughly cast 
down about his troubles. The general 
opinion was that the deacon felt that he 
had come to an end of his tether. His last 
undertaking in paying off such enormous 
debts almost broke him down physically, 
and to repeat it is generally considered 
out of the question. 


HENSHAW & CO. FAIL 


But Bostonians Do Not Regard 
Particularly Significant. 

Boston, May 6. —Soon after the opening 
of the Stock Excliange it was announced 
that Francis Henshaw & Co., stock auc- 
tioneers and brcikers, had failed. Before 
noon the stocks held by the firm were be- 
ing sold under the rule at the Stock Ex- 
change. H. W. Jackson. the senior mem- 
ber of the cone ern, said that he had nothing 
tosay on the subject; the affairs of the 
house were in such a condition that it was 
simply impos gible to make any statement 
at present, and it was a small matter, any- 
how. 

Boston business men are viewing the 
present panic in New York with all the 
composure that sympa.thy for the misfor- 
tunes of others will pernait. The banks are 
powerless to help matt trs and are in no 
way impaired by the flu:'ried market. It 
is their very solidity which: has precipitated 
the situation. They have directed all their 
energies to preparing for this particular 
situation and acted with te greatest con- 
servatism. 

It is the hardly Christian, but very em- 
phatic, desire of bunkers and. brokers here- 
about that the south and west may get 
sufficiently ‘‘pinked” in this paz'ic to bring 
about the repeal of the Sherraan bill. No 
less action will be more than a temporary 
measure.

- 
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MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 
End of Endowment Orders—Bilt to Divide 
Longmeadow Vetoed. 

Boston, May 6.—In the senate Mr, Milton 
moved a reconsideration, for technical rea- 
sons, of the rejection of the bill for sale of 
stock at auction, which is similar to the 
one sent to the governor, and that motion 

was assigned for May 12. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, who argued that such 
power should be given for buildings for 
tire department pur poses, made an unsuc 
cessful attempt to reconsider the rejection 
if the bill to allow cities and towns to take 
land for public purposes. 

The bill to increase the salaries of Bos- 
ton aldermen was rejected—S to 21. 

The bill to wipe out the endov ment 
orders was passed to be enacted. 

The governor signed the bill to exclude 
the foreign orders. 

Governor Russell sent to the senate a 
veto to the bill to incorporate the town of 
East Longmeadow. He briefly reviewed 
the history of the town and showed that 
in many respects it is like other towns as 
regards different villages and interests, 


Thus far the people have lived 
together peaceably and _prosperously. 
To divide them would make two 
very small towns and work great 


injustice and inequality as regards 
taxes, etc., to the larger village, East 
Longmeadow, which is opposed to the 
bill. Such division is contrary to the 
policy of the state. No substantial griev- 
ance has been given as cause for adivision. 
Such action would be contrary to a just 
and healthy public sentiment, which seeks 
to lessen rather than increase the great in- 
equality in taxation and in the public bur- 
dens and benefits between different locali- 
ties. The message was put over until 
Tuesday. 

The motion to reconsider the engross- 
ment of the bill to restrict the payment of 
expenses of naturalization and compensa- 
tion for political services was carried. Mr. 
Ratshesky moved to amend by striking 
out the prohibition of payments for cam- 
paign speakers, and it was adopted by a 
strict party vote of 22 to 8 The bill was 
then again engrossed. 

The house took up its special assign- 
ment—the question of substituting for an 
adverse report the bill to prevent the 
double taxation of personal property and 
shares in foreign stocks. By 54 yeas to 132 
nays the house refused to substitute the 
bill. 

The house refused to suspend the rule to 
admit the bill on leave to repeal the law 
raising the compulsory school age to 15 
years in cities and. towns where oppor- 
tunity is given for industrial education. 

The finance committee reported a bill 
to provide for the payment of an allow- 
ance to families of firemen killed or fatally 
injured in the discharge of their duty out 
of the proceeds of taxes upon fire insur- 
ance companies. 

Mr. Brown moved to reconsider the en- 
grossment of the bill to require a copy of 
the application to be attached to the policy 
of life insurance in so-called industrial in- 
surance. A large majority voted against 
reconsideration.

All the theatres and sideshows outside 
the exposition fence did a rushing busi- 
ness, Conservative newspaper men who 
watched the crowds that stormed the 
gates estimate that 150,000 persons 
made futils attempts to enter the 
grounds. Inside there was a _ scene 
of extreme activity, immense num- 
bers of workmen being engaged in install- 
ing exhibits, finishing the roads and build- 
ings and adding much to contribute 
toward making the fair a thing of com- 
plete beauty. When the sun seb the 
officials were gladdened by the progress 
made. 

The Program For This Week 

at the World’s fair is not a very brill- 
jant one and will not tend to attract a 
large number of people. This morning 
President Higginhotham entertained the 
visiting naval officers at breakfast in the 
choral building at the park. Tonight the 
grounds and buildings will be beautifully 
illuminated for their benefit. They had 
intended to leave for the east at 5 o'clock, 
but concluded to remain and see the dis- 
play. All the fountains were started, and 
the effect was simply gorgeous. 

Tuesday has been set apart as a day for 
the Catholic Knights of America. There 
are a large number of them in and around 
Chicago, and many are expected froma 
distance. 

Wednesday the Vermont commissioners 
will dedicate 1) eir edd little building over 
in the north end of the grounds, and every 
former resident of that state is expected to 
turn out aud lerd his presence and influ- 
ence to the ecension, 

Next Saturday the governor of Wash- 
ington and his sia‘T are expected, and if he 
arrives the buildings erected by that state 
will be dedicated. 

How the First Week Panned Oat. 

The first week of the Columbian exposi- 
tion was but little, if anything, more than 
arepetition of the history of early periods of 
other great international expositions, But 
for the whole week theexposition has done 
a fair amount of business. During the six 
days the gates have been opened 243,275 
half dollars, or their equivalent, have been 
passed in at the ticket windows. 

Those half dollars do not represent the 
total admissions, however. There are per- 
haps 25,000 passes that are in useevery day, 
most of them, of course, belonging to 
workmen, employes and people connected 
with the exhibitions. The paid admis- 
sions, not taking into account the souvenir 
tickets that were sold before the opening 
day, were as follows:

ARRESTED FOR BEGGING. 
A Young Clergyman Who Has Had a 
Wide and Varied Experience. 


NEW YORK, May 8.—Rev. William 
Michael Hicks, aged 32 years, an English 
clerg¥main, who says he has been for three 
months the private chaplain to the dowa- 
ger Empress Frederick of Germany, was 
committed to prison for further examina- 
tion yesterday on the charge of begging. 
The complaint was made by a policeman, 
who found the priest begging almsin front 
of the rectory of St. Thomas’ church, on 
Fifth avenue, and, when ordered to leave, 
created a disturbance and gathered a 
crowd. 

According to his story he is @ clergyman 
of good standing and has followed the holy 
order for 12 years. He was graduated at 
St. Bee's theological college in England in 
1881, and 10 years ago was ordained a 
priest of a church in Lichfield, England 
After this he was employed as curate in 
several English parishes, Five years ago 
his health failed him and his physician 
recommended a sea voyage. He came to 
this country and went to Quincy, Ills. 
There the bishop gave him employment at 
the cathedral. 

He had held this place for seven months 
and thenreturned to Europe and filled a 
curacy at Waton. Two years ago he re- 
turned to this country and presented his 
papers to Bishop Tuttle of Missouri, who 
gave him employment at St. Joseph and 
savannah. He was very successful until 
he was sent to Mendow, where there were 


| uly 500 people and a half a dozen 
; churches. There he became dissatisfied 
and left. ° 


He has a letter in his possession purport- 
ing to be from Bishop Tuttle, dated Sept 
26, 1892, which gives him a good character, 
recommending him as a good preacher, 
but saying that he lacked judgment and 
sound sense, which terminated his useful- 
ness in the diocese. Rev. Hicks has ex- 
hibited this letter everywhere, and ‘says 
they all took the cue from it and would 
not give him much to do. 


DEATH OF MRS. DEPEW. 


Wife of the Great Orator Dies After a 
Long Sickness. 


NEW York, May 8.—Mrs. Elize Hager- 


man Depew, wife of Chauncey M. Depew! _: 
); said much 


died at her residence in this city at 12:30 
yesterday afternoon. Although Mrs. De- 
pew was kuown to be seriously ill, this 
sudden termination of her illness was not 
expected by her family and those who 
were most intimately connected with her. 

Mrs. Depew was descended from one of 
the oldest New York families. Her father 

qwas William Hagerman, and he in his 
turn traced his ancestry back to the 
earliest Dutch settlers in New York. Her 
mother was a Miss Niven, daughter of 
Colonel Niven, the once distinguished New 
York attorney, who himself sprang from 
an old revolutionary family. Mrs. Depew, 
whose maiden name was Elize Hagerman, 
was married to Mr. Depew on Novy. 4, 1871. 

They leave but one child, Chauncey De- 
pew, Jr., who is now 14 years old. In spite 
of the opportunities that her position gave 
her, Mrs. Depew cared little for society 
and devoted her time mainly to charitable 
and church work. She has for years been 
the president of the Women’s Association 
for the Hahnemann Hospital and was also 
connected with a score or more different 
church associations. Her passion, how- 
ever, was music, and atone time sheh I 
the reputation of being one of the fin st 
amateur pianists in the city. 

During the past two years, however, 
Mrs. Depew has been pretty much of an 
invalid. She never entirely recoved from 
an attack of the grip that she had during 
the epidemic two years ago. 

The final arrangements have not been 
made for the funeral, but itis probable 
that it wiilbe held from St. Bartholo- 
mew’s Episcopal church, of whose congre- 
gation Mrs. Depew was a member. 


EXPLODING BOILERS 


Cook Six Persons to Death and Fatally 
Injure Several Others. 

Catro, Ills., May 8—The boilers of 
the steamboat Ohio blew out yesterday. 
Six of the deck hands and deck passengers 
were literally cooked to death and 1¢ re- 
ceived severe burns.

FOR WIFE MURDER. 


Carlyle Harris Pays the Death 
Penaliy at Sing Sing. 


HE MET HIS FATE BRAVELY. 


Review of the Crime For Which 
He Was Punished. 


Stnc Sine, May 8.—Carlyle W. Harris 
has paid the penalty for the murder of his 
beautiful young wife. He had known for 
the past few days that all hope was gone 
so fur as he was concerned, and for him- 
seif he appeared to care nothing. He 
evinced no outward sign of fear and met 
the terrible ordeal unflinchingly. No 
member of the Harris family was present. 

Mrs. Harris bade her son good-bye on 
Saturday, when they had a final parting. 
She is on the border of a hysterical con- 
dition. She sat at a window in her board- 
inghouse, which overlooks the prison and 
watched for the lowering of the blue flag.

As ne appeared before imprisonment. 

One thing is causing considerable com- 
ment and surprise.. Itis the custom fora 
minister or priest to spend all day with 
the condemned. This was not the case 
with Harris’ last day. No minister called 
upon him. 

A day or two ago, however, when Father 

teusselaer of New Yerk visited the young 
man, he talked with him for some time, 
and Harris seemed to be very nfuch im- 
pressed, The priest did not call at the 
prison yesterday. 

The warden says that Harri: has not 
on the question -of religien. 
Chaplain Wells visited the prison service 
yesterday, but did not go to the death 
room to see Harris. 

The Story of the Harris Case 

is one almost withont parallel. Harris 
married his victim secretly when she was a 
girl at a boarding school. Her mother, 
finding out what bad takemplace, not only 
urged young Harris to make the marriage 
public, but offered, if he would, to pay bis 
expenses while he spent two or three years 
abroad studying his profession. Harris 
refused to aliow the publication of his 
marriage. He sent his girl wife to Scran- 
ton, Pa., where he performed a criminal 
operation on her. 


HELEN POTTS HARRIS, 

From this she recovered and returned to 
her home. Mrs. Potts still urging the 
publication of the marriage, Harris seems 
to have grown desperate. His wife com- 
piained of malarial attack, and he pre- 
scribed doses of quinine, each containing 
one-sixth of a grain of morphine. The 
medicine being in capsules, Harris added 
morphine, and the girl having taken the 
increased dose died from the poison. 
The physicians who attended her in this 
last illness became suspicious, and an au- 
topsy was made which revealed the poison. 
After a long trial, during which the curios- 
ity and interest of the people were excited 
tothe highest pitch, Harris was finally 
found guilty of murder in the first degree 
and condemned to death. 

The revelations which have been made 
about the past career of this young man 
show hii to be a most finished scoundrel. 
He married some years ago a girl called 
Lulu Van Zandt, whose health he utterly 
ruined by a ciiminal operation. 
cured a ce from him. He has ruined 
seven or eight girls, treating them in the 
most brutal way. His character and record 
were so bad that his lawyers did not dare 


place him on the stand in his own de-

She lives inside of the house, 
nnd that is the part which receives the 
most of her attention. Of course there 
are a few who “live for show,’ and these 
only are the ones who do not care about the 
arré angement, “just so it looks nice and at- 
tractive.’ 

In the design herewith given the interior 
arrangement has been the first considera- 
tion, the exterior receiving just enough at- 
tention to prevent its looking too plain 
and make it neat and pleasing in appear- 
ance. We have that very desirable feature, 
a front stair hall, from which one can go 
into the parlor or sitting room. These 
rooms are ample in size and pleasantly lo- 
cated, with large bays from both. The 
wide sliding doors between enable them to 
be thrown together on occasion of home 
entertainment. 

The sitting room also has outside en- 
trance from front and rear side porches. 
From the sitting room opens the kitchen, 
which is furnished with china and “catch 
all” closets, and from which the stairs to 
cellar lead down under the rear stairway 
to the second floor. In the present instance 
the room here called the kitchen was de-

THE EXPECTED HAPPENS. 


Office Seckers Should Read This Plain 
Statement From the President. 


WASHINGTON, May 8.—The following has 
been issued by the president for publica- 
tion: 

EXECUTIVE MANSION, May 7, 1893. 

It has become apparent after two months’ 
rxperience that the rules heretofore promul- 
gated regulating interviews with the presi- 
dent. have wholly failed in their operation. 
The time which, under those rules, was set 
gpart for the reception of senators and repre- 
sentatives has almost been entirely spent in 
listening to applications for office, which have 
become bewildering in volume, perplexing and 
exhausting in their iteration and impossible of 
remembrance. 

A dhe regard for public duty, which must 
be neglected if present conditions continue, 
and an observance of the limitations placed 
upon human endurance, oblige me to decline 
from and afterthis date all personal inter- 
views with those seeking appointments to 
office, exceptas I, on my own motion, may 
specially invite them. The same considera- 
tions make it impossible for me to receive 
those who merely desire to pay their respects 
except on the days and during the hours es- 
pecially designated for that purpose. 

I earnestly request senators and representa- 
tives to aid me in securing for them uninter- 
rupted interviews by declining to introduce 
their constituents and friends when visiting 
the “executive mansion” during the hours 
designated for their reception. Applicants for 
oftice will only prejudice their prospects by re- 
peated importunity and by remaining at 
Washington to await results. 


VICTORY FOR 1896 


Is Predicted by General Clarkson—Says 
He Is Friendly to Harrison. 

New York, May 8.—Referring to the 
national convention at Louisville next 
Wednesday, J. S. Clarkson says: “Ex- 
President Harrison was the first person I 
invited to attend and address the National 
league convention, and I made the invita- 
tion cordial and urgent. He replied ina 
courteous letter, expressing sympathy 
with the objects of the meeting, but say- 
ing he feared he would nop be able to at- 
tend. Istill hope he may come, and if he 
does, we shall give him an old-fashioned 
Republican welcome. 

“There are to be no factional lines or 
contests at Louisville. We go there in- 
stead to unify all Republicans. If there 
is a Harrison line in our politics, or a Har- 
rison faction, we shall be glad to welcome 
together with all other old or new Repub- 
licans. I have certainly no personal am- 
bition to serve, nor any factional line to 
raise. 

“Under no possible circumstance would 
I consent to accept a re-election as presi- 
dent of the league. We are going to have 
a strong and splendid convention at Louis- 
ville, and it will begin the work which will 
make the party victorous in 1896,”

And Many Fatally Injured In a W'reck 
on the Big Four. 

LAFAYETTE, Ind., May 8.—The Big Four 
passenger train which left Chicago at 8:30

The Brave Old Commander Is Said to 
Be Dying In California. 

WASHINGTON, May 8.—Secretary Carlisle 
has received the resiguation of General W. 
S. Rosecrans of California as register of 
the treasury, to take effect May 31. 

Secretary Carlisle accepted the resigna- 
tion in a letter, in which he expresses his 
regret at the general’s continued ilness 
and hopes that he may soon recover. 

New York, May 8.—A private letter has 
been received here that throws light on the 
resignation of General Rosecrans. Rouse- 
crans is the highest in rank of any of the 
survivors of the civil war, and the letter 
states that the old commander is dying 
among his friends on the Pacific coast. It 
is well known that he was unable to do 
much work under the last administration, 
but President Harrison served under the 
old hero in the army and refused to enter- 
tain any proposition from him to resign. 


The World’s Big Feat. 

New York, May 8.—One newspaper cel- 
ebrated its anniversary yesterday with an 
edition of 100 pages. It required 250 tons 
of paper and 200 extra wagons to get the 
paper out. It was as muchas any news- 
boy could carry to have one copy each of 
the New York Sunday papers. While The 
World sold for 5 cents as usual on Sunday, 
it required 7 cents postage to send a copy 
of the issue by mail.

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MRS. HARRIS SPEAKS 


She Says Her Son Was Judicially 
Murdered. 


HIS STATEMENT HELD BACK. 


The Sorrowing Mother Rudely 
Repulsed by the Warden. 


Sine Srxc, May 9.--At 3.30 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon Mrs. Harris received 
about 20 representatives in the parlor at 
her boarding house on State street. Stand- 
ingin the middle of the folding doors, 
Mrs. Harris motioned the newspaper men 
into a semi-circle, and thus addressed 
them: 

“Gentlemen: My boy has been killed 
because he was accused of murder. And 
what was the principal evidence against 
him? That he did not weep when his wife 
died. Lookin my eyes. You do not seea 
tear there,do you? Not a tear has been 
there yet,and whoof you doubt thatI 
loved Carlyle? Carlyle is dead—but he is 
free. 

“He has gone toahigher school where he 
will be educated and improved in mind. 
His death is a warning to every one of you 
young men. If you happen to do wrong 
run away, no matter how innocent you 
are or how confident your friends are in 
your innocence. Carlyle had done wrong. 
He was inclined to be fast, and had been 
immoral, somewhat, but not terribly so, 
but he never killed his wife.” 

Harris’ Statement Withheld. 

Yesterday afternoon the reporters asked 
Warden Durston for Carlyle Harris’ state- 
ment, as itis said to be addressed to the 
press. He replied that when Mrs. Harris 
sent for it she could have it. 

It was learned that the statement had 
been revised by Cariyle Harris at the war- 
den’s request on Saturday and again yes- 
terday. The warden had practically acted 
as censor over the prisoner, even up to the 
moment of his electrocution. 

Chaplain Weills admitted to the re- 
porters that the statement was in his 
pocket, but he refused to give it out until 
he took itto the warden. He said the 
statement had been partly rewritten by 
Harris, as the warden objected to a por- 
tion of its contents. 

Chaplain Weills took} the statement to 
Warden Durston at 4:30 p. m. A few min- 
utes luter Mis. Harris sent her son Allan 
to the prison to 

Ask For the Statement. 
To Allan the warden said sharply: “TI 
haven’t got it. I can’t be bothered attend- 
ing tothe requests of Mrs. Harris. I’ve 
got the prison to run. Tell your mother 
that as soon as I get the statement I will 
give it to her.”’ 

Young Harris went away much broken 
up. 

At5o’clock Mrs. Harris, with another 
lady and Allar, drove to the prison. They 
took with them a wreath cf flowers to 
place upon the coffin. The wreath bore the 
inscriptions: ‘At Rest’? and “Innocent.” 
Warden Durston refused to allow them to 
take the flowers to the coffin. 

Then Mrs. Harris asked for the state- 
ment made by herson. The warden, who 
remained seated, with his hat on, replied 
that he 

Had Not Got the Statement 

and had not seen it. Mrs. Harris pro- 
tested that he must have seen the state- 
ment, for she bad been told that the chap- 
lain had left it with the warden. Warden 
Durston finally said that he had mailed 
Harris’ statement to Superintendent of 
Prisons Lathrop at Albany. 

“But,” said Mrs. Harris, “‘you promised 
my son that you would hand it to me.” 

“Tcan’t help that,’ replied the warden. 

“And I can’t get it at Albany?” 

“T don’t know.” 

“Oh, this is terrible,” said the agonized 
woman, and she seemed nearer to break- 
ing down than when the news of her son’s 
death reached her. Supported by Allan 
she withdrew to the carriage. 

Before entering the carriage she decalred 
that Warden Durston had disregarded his 
own promises andthe dying request of 
her son and was now endeavoring to pre- 
vent the statement from ever being pub- 
lished. 

Warden Durston said afterward that he 
could use his own discretion about giving 
out the statement, and thut he thought it 
the best policy tosend itto Albany. He 
said it was mailed last evening. 


Mrs. Russell Goes Free. 

EAv CLatre, Wis.,May 9.—Judge Bailey 
yesterday discharged Mrs. Elizabeth Rus- 
sell, who was convicted of murder a year 
ago. Her alleged victim was Bertha Eric- 
son, who died under mysterious circum- 
stances.

and next, that among the remainder 
there are many thousands who by tak- 
ing allotments have become citizens and 
have passed under the jurisdicticn of the 
states and territories where they reside. 

However, there is an existing system 
of Indian courts organized under the 
regulations of the interior department, 
while the act of 1885 gave to the United 
States and territorial courts jurisdiction 
of crimes committed by Indians upon 
their reservations. Recently the regula- 
tions for the Indian courts proper have 
been enlarged, so as to make them more 
efficient. Among thechangesin the new 
regulations is the division of the reser- 
vations into districts, with a judge in 
each, while there is a court in banc for 
the reservation, having a clerk to keep 
its records. A reservation may be diy- 
ided into three or more such districts, 
following, as far as practicable, county 
lines, provided that the Indian popula- 
tions, including mixed bloods and whites, 
who are members of the tribes, shall be 
nearly equal in the districts. If there 
are no county lines, natural boundaries 
are used, so that the Indians can easily 
ascertain what districts they belong to. 

All the judges are Indians and must 
be men of intelligence, integrity, good 
moral character and monogamists, pref- 
erence being given to those who ‘‘read 
and write English readily, wear citizens’ 
dress and engage in civilized pursuits.” 
They are appointed by the commissioner 
of Indian affairs for the term of one year, 
subject of course to earlier removal on 
proof of misconduct. Each judge must 
reside in the district and hold court at 
least one day in cach week. 

Any Indian engaging in thesun dance, 
scalp dance or war dance, or any similar 
feast, so called, shall be punished by 
withholding his rations for 10 days or 
less, or by imprisonment for 10 days or 
less, on the first offense, a second offense 
bringing not less than 10 nor more than 
30 days of withholding rations, or im- 
prisonment. 

Plural or polygamous marriages here- 
after entered into receive a penalty of $20 
to $50, or hard labor for 20 to 60 days, or 
both, and the forfeit of right to rations 
while continuing in such relations. Other 
immorality of like nature is punished. 
The willfnl destrection of property of 
other Indians requires the making up of 
its value and also 30 days’ imprisonment, 
“and the plea that the person convicted 
or the owner of the property in question 
was at the time a ‘mourner,’ and that 
thereby the taking, destroying or injur- 
ing of the property was justified by the 
customs or rites of the tribes shall not 
be accepted as sufficient defense.” 

Intoxication and the selling of intoxi- 
cants are put on the same footing, bring- 
ing a penalty of between $20 2nd $100 or 
imprisonment between 30 and 90 days. 
The rounders of the police courts of ci- 
ties who are accustomed to the $10 or 10 
days of civilization might be aghast 
at the introduction of these penalties. 
Among the misdemeanors, a neglect or 
refusal to perform road duty brings a 
fine of $1.50 for every day omitted or 
imprisonment for not more than five 
days. Another noteworthy provision 
proposed in the new regulations reads as 
follows: 

‘That if an Indian refuses or neglects 
to adopt habits of industry or to engage 
in civilized pursuits or employments, but 
habitually spends his time in idleness 
and loafing, he shall be deemed a vagrant 
and guilty of a misdemeanor, and shail 
upon the first conviction thereof be lia- 
ble to a fine of not more than $5 or to 
imprisonment of not more than 10 days, 
and for any subsequent conviction there- 
of toa fine of not more than $10 or to 
imprisonment for not more than 30 days, 
in the discretion of the court.” 

This inclusion of vagrancy among of- 
fenses punishable by the courts is among 
the changes in the new re-sulations. 
Any one who adopts the practices of 
medicine men or the arts of the conjurer 
to prevent Indians from abandoning 
their barbarous customs is to be impris- 
oned between 10 and 30 days for the first 
offense and not more than six months 
for a subsequent one. The deterring of 
Indians from following civilized habits 
and pursuits, or their children from at- 
tending schools, is also included under 
this regulation. 

The district court judges have power 
to solemnize marriages between Indians, 
the fee for each not exceeding $1, and 
they are to furnish ‘certificates of such 
marriages. 

The Indian court in general term, com- 
prising all the judges on a reservation. 
sits at least once a month, and a majority 
constitutes a quorum, but any judgment 
to be valid mast have the concurrence of 
p majority of all the judges on the reser- 
vation, and upon a failure of such a ma- 
jority to agree the case must be tried 
again ata subsequent term. It has ju- 
risdiction in all appeals from the district 
court and exclusive jurisdiction over all 
civil cases between Indians and in the 
administration of their estates. 

It will be seen therefore that the Indian 
courts are of no little importance, while 
of course the federal, state and terri- 
torial courts also have a jurisdiction 
which need not be described in detail.— 
Washington Letter.

Shopping Bags. 

The favorite shopping bag for both 
young and elderly women who likesome 
receptacle for handkerchief, memoranda 
and the trifles accumulated in shopping 
is one of rich black brocade or heavy 
corded silk, lined and drawn up on a 
shirrstring. Often such bags of black 
satin are entirely covered by a second 
bag made from joining many brass rings 
that have first been covered with black 
twist ina double crochet stitch. Some- 
times a band or wide border of these 
rings joined together covers the upper 
part of the bag only. Out of this style 
of decoration has grown one of the dec- 
orative novelties of the day, which is 
very popular in Europe, and which is 
just coming into use here. It consists of 
cardboard molds that are slightly raised 
covered with silk or linen thread ina 
simple crochet stitch. 

The molds comein the shape of cir- 
cles, ovals, squares and hearts in leaf 
and in conventionalized flower form. 
Often the crochet work is made more 
elaborate by edging each form with a 
purled border, like the lacy loops seen in 
tatting. The centers of the forms may 
be filled out with a crocheted chain of 
stitches, -or with fancy embrowlery and

Lovers of music enjoyed a festival at the 
White City yesterday which was undoubt- 
edly the finest and largest ever given on 
the grounds. At 9 o’clock Adolph Leise- 
gang’s band tdok possession of the band 
stand No. 1 and soon had a good sized 
audience, who seemed to heartily enjoy 
the program. In the agricultural 
j building Michael Brand’s orchestra shook 
{the miniature corn houses and wheat 
mountains at 11 o’clock with enjoyable 
numbers. After lunch the musicians 
| again took their instruments, Leisegang 
struggling with a very interesting pro- 
gram, while Brand mustered enough 
| courage to go through with a loug pro- 
gram, which was enjoyed by the crowd.

She based her 
claim on the decision of Judge Blodgett. 
The board of lady managers, according to 
this decision, was a sub-committee of the 
national commission. A sine die adjourn- 
ment had been unlawfully rushed through 
the board of lady managers, but she had 
not adjourned, and wished, as a member 
of the national committee, to be recorded 
as present. She did not think thata few 
of the lady managers had the right to de- 
mand the exclusion of many. This, she 
said, was not a wrangle, but a question of 
law and justice. Commissioner Tousley 
moved that the whole matter be referred 
to the judiciary committee. 

Concerning Rates For Children. 

In the philosophy of a World’s fair di- 
rector there is noroom forathought of 
half-rates for children who go to Jackson 
park. When the rules were adopted and 
the rates of admission fixed, it was de- 
cided that there should be no special rate 
for children, but that all over 6 years of 
age should pay 59 cents. All children under 
6, accompanied by parents or guardian, are 
admitted free. 

There is a good deal of dissatisfaction 
with the arrangements among the public, 
ond complainis at the gates are frequent. 
Fathers of large families are seldom mil- 
ionaires, and the of 50 cents for 
half a dozen children is au important item 
when the family starts out to see the fair, 
-resident Higginbotham, on being asked 
why bu special rate was made for chil- 
dren, said that such a rate would result in 
the utmost confusion at the gates. There 
would be disputes as to the ages of the 
thildren, and many adults would be rep- 
resented as mere infants, in order to save 
the difference in rates. The directors, he 
said, had given the matter very careful 
consideration, and had come to the con- 
clusion that a special child’s admission 
was undesirable. 

The rule regarding admissions cannot 
be changed without concerted action by 
the directors and the national commission.

LOOKING AFTER THE BANKS. 


Mr, Eckels Wants More Frequent Exam- 
inations—A Call Issued. 

WASHINGTON, May 9.—There will be 
more frequent examinations of the na- 
tional banks in the future, if the scheme 
that Comptroller of the Currency Eckels 
has in mind is successfully carried out. 
The recent failure in a small Nebraska 
town of a bank which had not been visited 
by anexaminer for more than a year is 
one of the causes which led Mr. Eckels to 
believe that reorganization of the present 
system was hecessary. 

He proposes to divide all the bank ex- 
amining districts in the country into new 
districts, making twice the number there 


are now, and will then arrange to have | 


two examinations each year of each bank 
in each district. That there may be no 
collusion between the examiners and the 
bank officers and no covering up of irregu- 
larities, the comptroller will have each ex- 
amination in the year conducted by a 
different examiner.

THAT STOLEN JEWELRY. 
A Visitor to the Fair Finds That It Be- 
longs to His Father in Switzerland. 
NEw York, May 9.—At last the police 
have discovered a clue to the ownership of 
the jewelry captured in Brooklyn last 
2Rhnrsday, the estimated value of which is 
$100,000. AX a son of a 
manufacturing jeweler of the same name 
in Switzerland, was in this country on his 
way to Chicago when he heard of the ar- 
rest of the trio. 

He had reason to believe that some of 
the wealth had been stolen from his 
father’s stock and told the police that they 
had been purchased on credit by a man 
named Volikringer, a Parisian jeweler. He 
telegraphed to his father for the stolen 
watches’ numbers and received a cable- 
giAmin response. Upon examination it 
was found that the numbers cabled cor- 
responded to those on the watches. 
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To Guard Against Cholera. 

WASHINGTON, May 9.— The marine hos- 
pital service has had its attention called to 
the publications that there was to be 
another exodus of Russian Jews to this 
country. It will take measures to insure 
arigid and careful scrutiny of all immi- 
grants in order to guard against the intro- 
duction of cholera or other contagious 
diseases. The recent order for the label- 
ing of baggage, itis said, will be a great 
one to meet an exodus, such asis reported 
likely. Thus far everything is moving 
smoothly, and Dr. Wymanis gratified at 
the fact that no reports of cholera have yet 
been received 


Police to Organize a National Order. 

CuHicAGo, May 9.—The chiefs of police 
and heads of the recognized detective agen- 
cies of towns having 2000 inhabitants have 
been invited to meet in Chicago May 18 
and consider steps to organize a national 
order. Chief McLaughrey is greatly in- 
terested in the meeting and asked for the 
use of the council chamber. The object of 
the meeting is to establish a national 
bnreau of criminal identification.

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


Post of Poet-Laureate Offered to) A Bill In Regard to Digging Up tu» 


Streets—Street Railway Employes’ Bill. 


Boston, May 9.—In the senate the come 
mittee on cities reported a bill providing 
that the cities and towns may require rea- 
Bonable money payments for permits to 
open streets. The same committee re- 
ported reference to the next general court 
on the petition of the Lowell board of 
trade for the appointment of a board of 
license commissioners. No legislation 
necessary, on so much of the governor’s 
address as relates to the Boston board of 
police and the control of licenses therein, 
was reported by the committee on cities. 

The committee on railroads was given 
until May 17 in which to report on its New 
York, New Haven and Hartford investiga- 
tion. 

The committee on education refused 
reference to the next general court on the 
report of the special commission on man- 
ual training. 

The committee on cities reported a new 
draft of the Bliss bill to regulate public 
lodging houses in the city of Boston. 

The conference committee on the street 
railway employes’ bill reported to the 
house that the senate should recede from 
itsamendment to strike out the provision 
to give extra pay on legal holidays and in 
ease of accident or unavoidable delay, and 
should concurin allowing such’ pay on 
days when the corporation must provide 
for more than ordinary travel. 

Ought not to pass was reported on sen- 
ate bills relative to foreclosure of mort- 
gages of realestate relating to exceptions 
and appeals in criminal cases. 

The committee on cities reported refer- 
ence to next general court on the petition 
of New Bedford for control of the board of 
public works; also on the petition of Fall 
River for a board of public works. 

Leave to withdraw was reported on the 
petition that Worcester may construct 
electrical subways for electric wires. 

A bill to compel the placing of electric 
wires underground was reported by the 
committee on mercantile affairs, applying 
to all except trolley wires in Boston. 


Chicago Horseshoers Strike. 
CuicaGo, May 9—The Horseshoers’ 
union requested a reduction recently of 
one hour a day at the same rate of wages 
| as is now being paid, Their request was 
finally refused with the result thatastrike 
was ordered. In compliance with the de- 


horseshoers employed in custom shops 
went outon a strike for shorter hours 
yesterday. 


A Bank Closes Its Doors. 

CuicaGo, May 9.—The Chemical Na- 
tional bank, with deposits of $1,500,000, 
will not open its doors today. It has the 
banking privileges at the World’s fair 
grounds and has done agood business 
there. Concessionaires and other World’s 
fair depositors are protected by a trust 
company, and it is said that these will be 
not interrupted.

ALBANY, May 10.—The following is the 
Jast statement written by Carlyle W. 
Harris, which was given out yesterday 
from the state prison department: 

SING SrNG, May 6. 

Notification has been brought me that Gov- 
ernor Flower has refused to interfere with the 
execution of the sentence of the lower court 
in mycase. Evidence has come to light that 
my wife was, for years before her death, 
addicted to the use for misuse) of the drug 
from an overdose of which she died. 

lam sentenced to death upon the supposi- 
tion that I substituted a capsule containing 
five grains of morphine for one of harmless 
capsules prescribed for her ten days before 
her death. 

Now it is self-evident toanyone having the 
knowledce of medicine that no one addicted 
to morphine could be murdered with five 
grains of that drug, because for such a poison 
five grains 

Would Not Be a Fatal Dose. 

Upon this fact was based my motion for re- 
trial, which Recorder Smyth denied. and later 
my plea for executive interference. In recog- 
nition of this last plea,a commissioner was 
appointed to investigate the credibility of 
the witnesses who had volunieered testimony 
as to my wife’s habit. Their evidence re- 
mained unshaken, and ‘though the prosecu- 
tion attempted a rebuttal, they did not dare 
to prosecute in open court the witnesses whose 
affidavits were the most important of those on 
which Recorder Smyth denied my mption for 
retrial. Ireferto Eunice Rockwelf Rachel 
Cookson, Dr. Trevorton and Dr. Hand, who in 
their affidavits foreswore the testimony given 
on my trial, as I have shown, and to Dilworth 
Choate. 

Hence it was established before the gov- 
erno:*s cominissioner by the testimony of Dr. 
Kinmouth, Dr. Woolman, Miss Jackson, Miss 
Waddell and others that my wife purchased 
morphine of them, ane thet she foolishly used 
it to quiet neuralzic p . It is not claimed, 
and never has been, t.at my wife wilfully de- 
siroyed herself, for she was beloved and 
happy. But the fatal mistakes of those who 
self administer morphine are matters of 
record all over the world. 

When charges of murder were first preferred 
against me 1 delivered myself at once into 
custody, demanding an investigation. Again 
on the 2th of April last, although under sen- 
tence of death, 

I Refused to Take Advantage 
ofafree opening to escape. As to this last 
matter Keepers Murphy and Hulse and other 
prison officials will bear me out. So how is it 
ina case where so many facts and the entire 
behavior of the defendent all invite executive 
clemency, together with the petition of over 


50,000 citizens, among whom many who are 
prominent in the national esteem, such 
clemency should be denied? Because the 


action of the court was not justified by the 
facts in the case, and hence the public outcry 
must be silenced by a seeming justification of 
the court outside of the facts. Where there 
was no doubt of guilt Governor Flower has not 
hesitated to interfere, as in the case of James 
Minnaugh about a year ago, but in that case 
the facts justified the court and there was no 
Recorder Smith clamoring to be upheld. 
Carlyle Harris, living, would gbe a daily 
menace to the career of Smyth, Wellman and 
others.

CATHOLIC KNIGHTS MEET. 


Embezzler O’Brien Is Endeavoring to Ef- 
fect a Compromise. 


CnicaGo, May 10.—After parading and 
attending divine services the delegates to 
the ninth biennial meeting of the supreme 
council of the Catholic Knights of America 
convened yesterday afternoon in Washing 
ton hall. Nothing was done except the 
appointing of a committee on credentials 
and some other details of the preliminary 
organization. 

The convention will probably last until 
Saturday. The most interesting business 
will be the discussion of a proposition of a 
settlement from the order’s defaulting ex- 
treasurer, J. O’Brien of Chattanooga, 
O’Brien was president of the chamber of 
commerce of Chattanooga and for six 
years held the society’s funds. In 1891 it 
was found that he had not paid death 
benefits, and an investigation showed that 
he was a defaulter to the extent of $76,000. 

Later developments revealed that he was 
$61,000 short when the Fidelity and Casu- 
alty company went his bond and this firm 
refused to acknowledge liabilities for more 
than $15,000. O’Brien’s bondsmen refused 
to pay the balance, and suit was instituted, 
which is still pending. O’Brien fled as 
soon as his peculations became known 
and was not captured until January last. 
His case willshortly come up for trial, and 
heis here endeavoring to settle with the 
society. He offers to pay $5000 cash and 
give security to pay a large sum every six 
months until his shortage is made good. 


THE WARNER FAILURE 


Was Probably Brought About by Invest- 
ments In Mining Schemes, 


RocHwEsTER, May 10.—More than ordi- 
nary interest attaches to the career of H. 
H. Warner, the famous patent medicine 
man, who assigned with liabilities esti- 
mated at $1,000,000. Mr. Warner was 
‘ommonly supposed to be a millionaire a 
few months ago. He was at first an agent 
for a Cincinnati safe firm, He then 
started his patent medicine business, 
which brought him a fortunes. Last fall 
Mr. Warner submitted for public sub- 
scription a mining scheme forthe benefit 
of the Seven Stars Gold Mining compaay, 
in conjunction with the Industrial Mining 
company of this city. This company 
seemed to consist mainly of Mr. Warner 
himself. Nothing was heard of the pro- 
gress of the venture after the prospectus 
came out. 


NEW MAN AT THE HELM. 


Commissioner Lochren Is For Reform In 
the Matter of Pensons. 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—The new com- 
missioner of pensions, Judge William 
Lochren of Minnesota, has arrived in the 
city and took hold yesterday. Said Judge 
Lochren: “I have as yet outlined no policy 
and formulated no theories. All I have te 
do is to carry out existing laws.” Allusion 
being made to the immense aggregate sum 
of money that was now required for pen- 
sions, Judge Lochren assented, saying it 
was rather odd, too, considering that the 
war had been over nearly 30 years. 

He thought there was a growing senti- 
ment in the country in favor of reform in 
the matter of pensions, a sentiment that 
was reflected in many influential news- 
papers, Republican as weli as Democrat. 


NOT DISCOURAGED.

Session at Louisville.

In it she demanded 
admission tothe commission and continued 
enrollment. Aside from that the com- 
munication contained nothing new. 

Exhibitors Are Loudly Protesting 
against Chairman Thacher’s one judge 
system for judging exhibits. A number 
of them, especially those of Australia and 
Germany, have sent in to Director General 
Davis a formal protest, while the French, 
Spanish and the Netherlands exhibitors 
threaten not to unpack any more exhibits 
unless distinct assurances are given them 
that jurors and not single judges shall pass 
on their exhibits. Director General Davis 
appears to be helpless in rendering the 
assurance demanded of him. 

Nearly every foreign government has 
sentinalist of all eligible names from 
which a jury of award for their different 
series can be selected. This list has been 
turned over to Mr. Thacher, but he has 
simply pigeon-holed them. Mr. Davis asks 
that immediate attention be paid to these 
requests, and a letter from him to the na- 
tional commission will be presented, call- 
ing attention to it and asking for immedi- 
ate relief.

Holders of season passes who have not 
received their pictures have been in a state 
of nervous excitement for the last three 
days. They, have been anxious to know 
whether the time of the passes without the 
photographs would be extended. Passes 
without photographs are good until May 
10, according to the statement stamped in 
the space to be occupied by the picture of 
the holder, if he is lucky enough to get it. 
Hundreds of persons who, up to yesterday, 
had not succeeded in getting their pict- 
ures, made complaint to the department 
for admission. Chief Tucker issued in- 
structions that the passes without photo- 
graphs would be good until May 15.

fora week past to investigate the hotel 
room and restaurant accommodations of 
this city. It is my judgment, after days 
and days spent in inquiries and compari- 
son of notes, that no man or woman need 
fear being robbed or that any great diffi- 
culty will be found in secering comfort- 


able quarters in Chicago this year. Asto 
cost, you may make that what you like, 
There are to be accommodations of all 
grades and sorts, and it is for the visitor 
himself to choose what he will pay. Of 
course there is a certain limit to the ex- 
pense—I mean a minimum limit, for the 
upward notch I have not thought it worth 
while tolook for. I assume that if one 
wishes to spend a hundred dollars a day 
for himself and wife he will have no diffi- 
culty in doing so. 

On the other hand, it will be easy to get 
along with a moderate expenditure, No 
one will expect to live as cheaply in Chi- 
cago in a year like this as he could in his 
own country town or in one of the small 
cities. In the average towns and lesser 
cities board of a fair sort may be had at 
from $7 to $15 a week, rooms included. 
The hotels charge from $2 to $3 per day. 
But these are not the rates that are to 
govern in Chicago this year. It would be 
unreasonable to expect them. 

Only those who are willing to spend con- 
siderable money will be able to live in the 
first-class, old-established hotels of ,the 
city. From $4to$7 per day are the regu- 
lar rates of these houses, and these prices 
do not include anything special in the 
way of parlors or bath-rooms. The hotel- 
keepers have announced that they will not 
raise their rates for the fair period, but 
this announcement is deceptive. They 
have already raised their rates from 75 to 
100 per cent. For instance, last week I 
was in a nice room at one of the principal 
hotels. It was roomy, elegantly fur- 
nished, steam heat and electric light, and 
had a gem of a bath room with marble 
walls and porcelain tub. At $3.50 per day 
it was reasonable. By adding about $3 
per day to this outlay for meals and minor 
expenses I found I could live very comfort- 
ably right in the heart of Chicago. I 
liked it so well that I decided to remain 
for several months. But when I went to 
the office to engage the room the clerk 
said: ‘Glad to have you stay with us, but 
after May 1st that room will be $7 per day. 
May 1st we double the price of every room 
inthe house. Rooms that are $2 will be 
#4, and parlors that are $5 will be $10. But

, having a room to himself he must pay for

This holds good 
throughout the city, inthe hotels and in 
Inas- 
much as the great majority of visitors to 
the exposition will come in families or par- 
ties, thisrule does not work great hard- 
ship. By going two or four in a room, ac- 
cording to size and accommodations, the 
rates may be kept down toa reasonable 
figure. 

Probably no other city in the world has 
today one-half the hotel accommodations 
that may be found right here in Chicago. 
I never saw anything like it. The exposi- 
tion is = monster, and Chicago itself is a 

hov worth traveling many miles to'see, 
but its hotel structures, both in number 
and size, aresimply tremendous and over- 
whelming. Always a city noted for its 
hotels, the number has been more than 
trebled and the capacity quadrupled with- 
in twelve months. In the city proper per- 
haps ascore of hotels with an average ca- 
pacity of 500 or 600 persons have been 
opened recently, But it isin the vicinity 
of the fair that the most wonderful growth 
has taken place. In a territory compris- 
ing about three square miles near the 
gates of the exposition there is a city of 
hotels that seem to have sprung up ina 
night. 

Taking those hotels which are actually 
in existence, and omitting from the count 
those which stand on paper or in the ad- 
vertisments and dreams of their projec- 
tors, there are in the World’s fair district 
oo fewer than 140 hotels of seventy-five or 
more rooms each, besides a number of 
smaller concerns. One hundred of these 
houses are of brick or stone, and the re- 
mainder frame structures. The total 
number of guest rooms in them is 34,256, 
or an average of about 250 tothe hotel. 
Into each of these rooms the proprietors 
expect to put from two to four guests. 
Three, probably, will be taken as a fair 
average, and this would give a capacity of 
alittle more than 200,000 persons. Most 
of these houses are handsomely fitted and 
furnished. They have the modern im- 

rovements, electricity, good drainage, 
Bot and cold water, bath rooms, every- 
thing that one could desire, Four out of 
five of them are more elegant and com- 
fortable than the average first-class hotel 
of twenty yearsago. The modern science 
of building—both for rapidity of construc- 
tion and convenience afforded—has been 
applied to its fullest extentinthe majority 
ofthe hotels, The use of steel and iron 
beams, girders and posts, galvanized re 
hollow lath, tile, metallic roofs, an 
the other many improvements of the las 
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World’s fair hotels, oe ee 

The prices in these houses I find are to 
be reasonable, all things considered. The 
man or woman who comes aloneand insists 
eg having a paxan ice his or her exclu- 

re occupancy, will have to pay prett 

dearly fortheluxury, But Goes as 
in parties of three or four, as good rooms 
as one should care for, everything new, 
clean and modern, may be had at $2 per 
person per day. In many of the houses 
this may be reduced to $1.50, or even to 
$1, while for finer rooms, parlors or baths, 
it will be easy torun the cost up to twice 
or thrice as much. The World’s fair 
hotels are nearly all onthe European plan; 
thatis, you pay so much for your room 
and get your meals where you like. This 
is the preferable method, for visitors will 
find that itis to their convenience to get 
their luncheons on the fair grounds and 
their dinners where they happen to be at 
dinner time, All the larger houses have 
good cafes, and the prices are to be such 
that people with moderate desires may get 
along comfortably with an outlay of $1.50 
to $2.50 per day for meals. 

The hotels of the city proper, with ac- 
commodations for 50,000 people, and the 
hotels of the World’s fair district, which 
are able to care for 100,000 more, do not by 
any means exhaust the facilities offered 
by Chicago, Walk where you will in any 
part of the city the sign ‘‘Rooms for Rent” 
will stare you in the face. The columns

of the daily papers contain broadsides o' 


advertisements of furnished rooms, 
Thousands of families who never before 
rented out rooms are trying to rent one or 
more rooms now. Many of them will give 
board, or simply breakfasts, if desired, in 
addition. Except in the richer part of 
the south side, near the fair, and in fash- 
ionable neighborhoods where rents are 
very high, the charges for such accommo- 
dations are reasonable, I found any num- 
ber of places where the residences were 
elegant, clean and comfortable, the occu- 
pants people of refinement and good char- 
acter—the great, intelligent, well-bred 
middle class of America—and the average 
charge, with two or four persons in a 
room, according to size of apartment, was 
only $1 a day per person, meals extra, 
No one can complain at this, 

If I were to give any advice in a rather 
delicate matter to people who are expect- 
ing tocome to the fair and have noten- 
gaged quarters I should say correspond 
with some of the agencies having such 
business in charge, describing as near as 
possible what you want and telling what 
you are willing to pay. These agencies, I 
am pretty sure, conduct their business in 
acareful and reputable way. Thesmall 
commission which they are paid is not 
nearly as much as it would cost you to do 
the business for yourself. They know the 
city thoroughly, and with such a large 
number of rooms on their lists can suit all 
tastes and conditions. A woman coming 
here alone, or women coming without 
escorts, should have quarters engaged be- 
fore leaving home. In fact, it would be 
better for all visitors to know where they 
are going to stop, for after June Ist it will 
not be easy to find reoms in the hotels, and 
one does not care to spend several hours 
and several dollars in carriage hire run- 
ning about fora place in which to rest 
from a journey. Even if you are fortunate 
enough to find hotel accommodations to 
meet your temporary requirements, they 
will be costly, and it may take you several 
days to secure permanent quarters, 

Most visitors will find it to their advan- 
tage tosecure rooms in the World’s fair 
district. If possible get in walking dis- 
tance of the gates. The prices there will 
be a little higher than at points farther 
away, but you willsavein car fare a little 
andintime a great deai. You have no 
idea of thetime that will be required in 
getting toand fro when your rooms are 
four, five, sevep or eight m‘les from the 
fair. Besides, the journeys are sometimes 
tiresome, and one needs all his strength 
forthe great exposition. 

Single men who come here determined 
to live cheaply will be able to get along on 
a very small expenditure. On the north 
or west sides comfortable rooms can be 
had at $5a week, and in the restaurants 
and Junchroo:is one may eat at any price 
he chooses to pay, from 15cents a meal up- 
ward. Three dollars a day will pay all the 
expenses of aman who wants to visit the 
fair and live rather cheaply, andif two or 
more men come together, room together, 
and order their meals together, they can 
get along with a dollar less. For all 
classes of people there is economy in the 
party plan. For a small party of congenial 

eople there is not only more enjoyment 
Pat much less expense, The rooms cost 
much less in proportion, and the meals are 
not so expensive when ordered for four as 
they are when ordered for one or two. 

How many people Chicago is ready to 
take care of I don’t know and could hardly 
guess. Ata hazard, I should say sheis 
prepared for 300,000 strangers within her 
gates at one time, which is a greater num- 
ber than will be here together at any 
period. Inother words, Chicago has her 
arms and her rooms open for all who will 

come, aud she is not going to rob people 
who are not too proud to get outand look 
around and be practicable and sensible. 
The truth is, [think, many of these great 
expectations and high prices will come 
downin afew weeks. The competion for 
customers is strong, and there are as yet 
many more hotels than guests,

The First American Bibie. 

In 1663 the first Bible printedin Amer- 
ica was published in Cambridge. It was 
unlawful to print an English version of 
the Scriptures, that right being a mo- 
nopoly enjoyed by privilege and patent 
in England. The one printed in Massa- 
chusetts was Eliot’s famous “Indian Bi- 
ble,” and although 1,500 copies were 
struck off they are quite rare, and 
“sealed books,” as the tongue in which 
they are written is literally a ‘‘dead lan- 
guage,” the tribe and all who had a 
knowledge of the dialect being long ex- 
tinct. 

Eliot’s work is unique, being at once a 
monument to his piety, perseverance and 
learning. Its literary successor was New- 
man’s ‘‘Concordance of the Scriptures.” 
This was compiled by the light of pine 

knots in a log cabin in one of the frontier 
settlements of Massachusetts. It was 
the first of its kind, and for more than a 
century was admitted to be the most 
perfect, holding its place in public es- 
teem until superseded by Cruden’s, which 
it suggested.—Philadelphia Record. 


Meaning of the Word “Either.” 

The legal meaning of the word ‘‘either” 
has been gravely argued in an English 
court of record. A certain testator had 
left property, the disposition of which 
was affected by the “‘death of either” of 
two persons. One lawyer insisted that 
“either” meant both, and in support of 
his views he quoted Richardson, Web- 
ster, Chaucer, Dryden, Southey, the 
story of the crucifixion and a passage 
from Revelation. The judge suggested 
that there was a song in “‘The Beggar's 
Opera” which took another view, ‘“‘How 
happy I could be with either, were t’other 
dear charmer away.” 

In pronouncing judgment the court 

| ruled that “either” meant one of two, 

| and did not mean both. He said that it 
might have that meaning occasionally in 

| poetry, but never in an English court of 
record.—Exchange. 


| WOMAN SUFFRAGISTS 


Hold Their Annual Festival In 
Hospitable Boston.

A Negro Lynched. 

CoLumBIA, S. C., May 11.—The third 
lynching that has taken place in South 
Carolina within the last 16 days took place 
in Laurens county last evening. Last 
Monday while the two daughters of James 
V. Hall were returning from school a 
negro named Monk Barksdale attempted 
to rape the elder, but was frightened off 
before accomplishing his purpose. When 
he was brought before the girls they iden- 
tified him immediately. About 500 citi- 
zens put Barksdale in a wagon and drove 
to a nearby tree. A rope was quickly 
placed about his neck and the wagon was 
pulled away, leaving him dangling in the 
air. Noshots were fired and the crowd 
was orderly, but determined.

THE TEMPER of the Legislature as to 
the duties of municipalities towards water 
companies was shown on Tuesday, when 
the House, by a large majority, voted to 
substitute the Newburyport water bill pre- 
sented by the minority of the committee on 
water supply as a substitute for the reports 
of the committee, leave to withdraw,on the 
petition of the city, for leave to establish 
a water supply. 

The action is of special interest to Quincy 
at this time and should have weight with 
the commissioners, who are now holding 
hearings to determine what this city shall 
pay for the works of the Quincy water 
company. No fancy prize shall be put on 
the stock, and the future prospects of the 
city, or the value of the city, shall not be 
considered. A fair value is what is to be 
determined. The provisions are of interest. 

The substituted bill provides that the 
city of Newburyport may take, by purchase 
or otherwise, the waters of any pond, 
stream, spring or well within the limits of 
the city not heretofore taken or purchased 
by the Newburyport Water Company, and 
the Artichoke river in West Newbury, and 
may obtain water by means of bored, driv- 
en, artesian or other wells. 

The city is authorized to issue bonds, 
notes or scrip not exceeding $400,000 to be 
sold for not less than par, and to be known 
as the Newburyport Water Loan, may es- 
tablish a sinking fund to be paid in” thirty 
years, or provide for the payment of the 
loan by annual proportionate payments 
within the time prescribed. 

A board of five commissioners shall be 
appointed, who shall fix a rate for the use 
of the water which shall produce annually, 
asnearas may be, anet surplus equal to 
two per cent. of the total amount of bonds, 
notes and scrip issued under this act, after 
paying the current expenses of operating 
the water works and interest on loans, and 
the payment of new construction, not 
exceeding $10,000 in any one year. 

The act sball be submitted to the voters 
of Newburyport for their acceptance or re- 
jection, within six months of its passage, 
and if the act is accepted, the Newburyport 
Water Company may within thirty days 
thereafter notify the mayor of its desire to 
sell its plant and property to the city; the 
supreme judicial court shall appoint three 
commissioners, two of whom shall be 
skilled engineers and the third learned in 
the law to determine the value of the 
property in case the water company and 
city cannot agree, whose award shall be 
final, but said commissioners in fixing 
the price shall not take into account the 
value of the franchise of said company, the 
value of the city of Newburyport and its 
inhabitants as a market for the sale of wa- 
ter, or the earning capacity of said proper- 
ty, but shall only ascertain the fair value 
for use by the city of the property, and the 
city may dispute the valuation placed on 
property put in as capital stock, and if the 
same is shown to be excessive, the valua- 
tion may be reduced by the commissioners 
fixing-the price of the plant and property. 


A BICYCLE is a bicycle, but is it? If the 
Assessors must tax bicycles an attempt 
at justice should be made. ‘There are good 
bicycles which cost $75 and less, and there 
are those which are valued at $150. Then 
the value of machines depreciate rapidly 
apd they are frequently sold the second 
season for half value. To the young 
mechanic, who finds the cost of a bicycle a 
heavy drain on his capital, an additional 
tax of $1 even is burdensome, The letter 
of Col. Pope in another column gives some 
good reasons why bicycles should not be 
taxed. It would be less of a hardship, 
however, if such firms as he represents did 
not place fancy prices upon bicycles.

TAXATION OF BICYCLES. 


Convincing Arguments of Col. A. A. Pope 
that they Should be Exempt. 

Mr. W. B. Holden, the local agent for 
the Columbia bicycle, forwards the fol- 
lowing letter of Albert A. Pope relating to 
the taxation of bicycles, which will be of 
interest to the many wheelmen of the city. 
In Quincy the bicycle has been taxed for 
two or three years, The agent writes, 
the publication of the letter may stir up 
the authorities of Quincy to the fact that a 
great injustice is being done by the taxa- 
tion of bicycles. The fact of the injustice 
would be apparent to any fair-minded 
citizen if they will take the trouble to 
read 

The Letter. 

Dear Sirn:— There has recently ap- 
peared in the newspapers a statement that 
the assessors of Lowell, Massachusetts, 
and of Paris, France, have expressed their 
intention of placing a tax on bicycles. In 
behalf of thousands of riders, I beg leave 
to submit a protest against the taxation of 
bicycles. ‘ 

Bicycles are merely machines by means 
of which muscular power can be used in 
locomotion to better advantage than in 
walking and persons using their muscles in 
this way are, as the word velocipede ex- 
presses,—swift footed. 

Mechanicians estimate that six miles can 
be ridden on a bicycle with no greater ex- 
penditure of power than is required in 
walking onemile, The real value of the 
invention is so great that itis not strange 
that at first glance it should be thought to 
be a subject for taxation, yet it should be 
remembered that to the great number of 
riders it is a necessity as well as a luxury 
as a means of transportation. 

This can be easily proved if a person 
will take the trouble to observe how many 
mechanics, clerks and others go to their 
work on wheels. ‘This is particularly no- 
ticeable in manufacturing cities and large 
towns, where large numbers of men ride 
on bicycles to their places of business. 

The bicycle is helping to solve 

The Tenement-Houge Problem, 

as it enables the workman to live in the 
suburbs where he has some of the advan- 
tages of country life, and yet he can ride to 
his work in the city. A tax on bicycles 
would be a burden placed directly upon 
thousands of the better class of mechanics 
to whom the machine has become a neces- 
sity, as much so as their tools or household 
effects which are exempt from taxation. 

If the bicycle, which increases the amount 
of work that may be performed by the body, 
is a fit object to be specially taxed, then 
every other machine, device or tool which 
increases the amount of work that may 
be performed by muscular effort, isa fit 
subject for taxation. 

In the minds of some persons, and prob. 
ably in the mind of the assessors, a bicycle is 
a bicycle, whether it bea poorly constructed, 
unsafe machine, the value of which does 
not exceed $10, or whether it be one of the 
most perfect make with pneumatic tires; 
the value of these tires alone being greater 
than the whole machine of another make. 

On what principle of equity therefore, 
could the average assessor determine the 
taxable 

Value of Bicycles? 

It would be necessary for him to take a 
board of experts along with him to examine 
every machine, if it were to be taxed at its 
true valuation, the same as other property 
is, in theory, taxed. It surely would be 
most unjust to have a fixed sum as a taxon 
every bicycle whether it be worth $10 or 
$150. 

The better way for the assessors to spend 
their time would be in searching out the 
ownership of the stocks, bonds, and other 
personal property of the rich, rather than 
to spend their time harassing the poor man 
who posesses a bicycle as a means of loco- 
motion from his home to his workshop. 

It should be remembered that at the 
present time the question of the better- 
ment of the highways is a paramount sub- 
ject of discussion throughout the country, 
and anything that tends to improve the 
roads js considered worthy of special 
commendation. The bicycles as well as 
the bicycle riders have done much to pro- 
mote the cause of better roads; the bicycles, 
because the wheels improve the roads; 
and the riders, beeause they are road 
inspectors and workers of road improve- 
ment. Therefore, instead of these useful 
machines being a subject of taxation, it 
would seem that it would be more equit- 
able to pay a bounty to their owners be- 
cause of the good work they are doing in 
the betterment of the highways.

CROP BULLETIN. 


The Average Condition For May Below 
That of the Previous Month. 

WASHINGTON, May 11.—The May re- 
| turns of the department of agriculture on 
the condition of winter wheat shows a re- 
duction of 2.1 per cent from the April 
average. 

The averages of the -principal winter 
wheat states are: Ohio, 88; Michigan, 71; 
Indiana, 79; Illinois, 62; Missouri, 72; Kan- 
sas, 51. The average of these six states is 
68.3, against 74.2 in April, being a decline 
of 5.9 points since the first of last month. 
It is88 in New York and Pennsylvania, 
inst 87 and 88 respectively last month. 

In Kansas, Colorado and Nebraska, 
where planting was backward and ger- 
mination slow, owing to continued drought 
and much of the plant being winter killed, 
large areas have been plowed up and de- 
yoted to other crops. 

The same has been Cone in Missouri, In- 
diana and Illinois where the plant was 
badly winter killed and greatly damaged 
since by the continued wet weather, Dam- 
age from Hessian flyin some counties of 
Indiana and Ohio is reported. 

Winter rye, like wheat, has suffered a 
decline in condition since last month, its 
average for Max 1 being 82.7, against 85.7 
for the same date in April. 

The percentage of New York is 97, Penn- 
sylvania 92, Illinois 72. 
| The conditions have been favorable to 
germination and growth in the eastern 
states, but have been the reverse in the 
western and northwestern. The average 
condition of barley is §8.6, against 92.8 last 
year.

ALMY’S LIFE HISTORY 


Revealed In a Conversation With a 
Prison Chaplain. 


DEATH ON THE SCAFFOLD 


Is Thought by Some to Be a 
Matter of Uncertainty. 


Coxcorp, N. H., May 12.—They care a 
ood deal more for my soul than they do 
for my poor body.” So said George H. 
Abbott, convicted under the name of 
Frank ©. Almy, for the murder of Christie 
Warden, when the letter of Congressman 
Morse was shown him. 

Coming, as did the letter, in the critical 
pointin Chaplain Wilkins’ endeavors to 
have Almy turn from his agnostic views, 
it had the effect of making Almy more 
communicative, and when he had read the 
letter he began to bemoan bis fate. 


“All my life,” said Almy, “has been a 
life axainst itself; my love affairs have al- 
ways resulted in murder; no matter where 
I went or what I did, dire calamity befell 
me or mine.”’ 

These startling words were the prelude 
of a wholesale confession made recently to 
the chaplain. It was by a quiet, pains- 
taking method that “Parson” Wilkins 
drew Almy on to sinking sand, and step 
by step the murderer’s life history was re- 
vealed. 

Away back in the fall the chaplain had 
labored diligently to effect a spiritual 
change, but he was repulsed by 

Bitter Agnostic Argument. 

“T have heard all of this,” he replied tc 
the chaplain. 

“Where?’’ 

“In this same prison.” 

Then he proceeded to tell Mr. Wilkins 
how he had heard all of the talk between 
Isaac Sawtelle and the chaplain. 

Almy’s cell was directly underneath 
Sawtelle’s, and great care was taken by 
the chaplain that the guards were out of 
hearing distance, but he had noidea thatthe 
“boy” as he calls Almy, could overhear. 
A Rey. Mr. Grover if Nashua appealed 
to the governor to see ’f he could not go 
and visit Sawtelle. Mr. Grover went 
with the chaplain, and according to Mr. 
Wilkins’ statement Sawtelle “laid out” the 
Nashua clergyman. 

The result of all this was, as the chap- 
lain tersely put it yesterday afternoon, 
“Frank was primed for me on the subject 
of religion.” 

“I worked along a little at a time, first 
on one tack and then on another,” con- 
tinued Mr. Wilkins, “‘until he had told me 
his theories, and I can truthfully say that, 
unless he dia so yesterday or this morn- 
ing, Almy bas not asked for a cleansing 
by the blood of Jesus Chr st.” 

“Tam not as bad as old Sawtelle,” said 
Almy one day to the chaplain. ‘Why, 
he killed his brother, and you know that 

Was Not Half His Crimes. 

I overheard his confessions. I killed 
Christie Warden, the dearest, purest 
creature on earth; my first love, an inno- 
cent woman, whom I revered. I know 
not how I did it, but the devil was in me, 
that is, if there is such a thing. 

“Everybody hates me; I have not a 
friend on earth; I am the despised of men; 
I committed aterrible murder. It is no 
wonder they allturn from me and anx- 
jously await tue day when I am no more.” 

It was in the midst of one of these 
visits that self-destruction was referred to. 
Whatever it was the chaplain will not at 
present disclose, but last Friday he left 
Almy in his cell and immediately called 
Deputy Robinson. 

However uncertain or apparently mean- 
ingless may have been this warning, it 
was immediately acted upon.. Then fol- 
lowed one of the queerest and most mys- 
terious injunctions ever given out at the 
prison. The chaplain was told 

A Deuth Watch 

was to beput on “the boy,” and Warden 
Colbath said: **You must not visit Almy 
tomorrow.’’ This was Sunday, and the 
chaplain obeyed. Such a thing was never 
before done. The chaplain has always 
been allowed the freedom of the place and 
visited anybody and everybody at such 
times as he saw fit. 

Not in so many words did the chaplain 
say the boy had told him all, but he says, 
“T have all Almy’s history, and if certain 
parties had kept quiet, I would have his 
whole life written up in a truthful and 
concise manner. He wanted me to do so, 
and I encouraged him all that I could. 

“Why Almy has not come out flatfooted 
and said, ‘I um George Abbott, chaplain,’ 
is like this,” the chaplain went on. “He 
says, “God knows I am bad enough and 
have led a miserable life under the name 
of Almy, and the world looks upon Frank 
C. Almy 

As a Merciless Wretch. 
I do not want to make myself out 
still greater a demon, and by notsaying I 
am Abbott, it leaves some doubt, and toa 
few the thought is conveyed thatI am 
sorry for the past and would like to forget 
it.” 

The chaplain has made a thorough in- 
vestigation of Almy’s, or Abbott’s, early 
life, guided in many cases by the talk 
from the outside, and, as he satin his com- 
fortable home on Jackson street, he said 
he found that Frank had told the truth in 
every way. 

“I was up in Vermont and on that 
mountain where, when a boy, he kicked 
up such a high oldtime. I found many 
things just as the boy told them.” 

Chaplain Wilkins’ talk showed con- 
elusively these points: Almy has admitted 
that he is Abbott; has made a confession 
of all his life; has intimated that he would 
sommit suicide, and firmly resolved to die 
gs he has lived, a thorough agnostic. : 

On the street ap’ ip the stores thar 


seems to be a strong belief that he will 
never live to be hanged. Where it comes 
from, or what authority it has, they them- 
telves cannot vouchsafe a reply, and they 
only say: “I feel that way and believe it.” 


BUT ONE SHOT FIRED. 


A Woman Killed While Trying to Prevent 
Her Father’s Suicide. 


WARREN, Mass., May 12.—Warren G. 
Butterworth committed suicide yesterday 
afternoon by shooting through the head 
with a rifle. His daughter Emma, aged 28, 
who was trying to prevent her father from 
doing the rash act, received the bullet in 
ber oon after it had passed through her 
father’s head and died at 3:30. 

Mr. Butterworth had been in poor 
health of late and despondent, and insan- 
ity is supposed to have been the cause. He 
told a neighvor earlier in the day that he 
intended to kill himself, and Mr. Butter- 
worth’ssons were notified. A physician 
was sent to the house, and he was there 
wheu the deed was done, but was not near 
enough to prevent it, as Mr. Butterworth 
suddenly seized his rifle and rushed to the 


barn, followed by his daughter and the 
doctor.

QUINCY FOR GOVERNOR. 


Reported at Washington to Have Moved 
Into Boston. 

Marshall Cushing, the Washington cor- 
respondent of the News writes under date 
of May 11: 

“It had been generally believed here 
some time before a Boston letter in one of 
the local papers authenticated the story, 
that Mr. Quincy, assistant secretary of 
state, is to be, or is already, a candidate for 
the democratic nomination for governor of 
Massachusetts. One symptom was that he 
had moved into Boston, intending to run 
for mayor asa play inthe game. Now it 
is announced that, next to Billy Russell 
and Pat Collins, Mr. Quincy is really the 
most popular democrat in the old Bay 
State, and incidentally it is mentioned that 
he first went into politics, and has stayed 
there ever since, not from any motives of 
personal ambition, but that he might purify 
those same politics, and that his party, and 
also the country, might be the gainer. 
The most sapient observer, however, is 
not able to decide whether Mr. Quincy has 
designs upon the governorship next time, 
or the time after that, or whether his pur- 
pose is to be developed still later. 

Quincy's Strength. 

If Matthews has the advantage in Boston 
it can also be said that Quincy has the ad- 
vantage through the state. He has all 
the favors to distribute, and unquestionably 
ifa man is permitted to distribute these 
without let or hindrance, he can secure for 
himself an immense advantage. Allof the 
little postoffices, as well as the larger places 
are eventually to be disposed of by Mr. 
Quincy. 

There are the best of reasons for believing 
that Mr. Quincy enjoys himself in Washing- 
ton. It is probable because of his power, 
and it grows more doubtful as time goes by 
whether he will return to Massachusetts 
dissatisfied with the pay, and the ‘pull’ 
of “this high office’’ of his. Rather is it 
to be expected that he will help himself 
along by helping others at this end of the 
line.”

Most strawberry beds that were grown 
last year on rich land have covered the 
land pretty well over with a mat of plants 
so thick that unless they are well thinned 
out the crop will be small and inferior in 
quality. It is no great job to go over the 
beds now with a common butcher's knife 
with a sharp point and cut out tke plants 
so as to leave,them not nearer than about 
eight inches apart; then give the bed a 
ligbt dressing of nitrate of soda while it is 
raining, and you will not be sorry for the 
trouble you have spent at picking time.

MR. BLOUNT'S STORY 


Indicates That Peace Once More 
Reigns In Hawaii. 


A POLICY OF DELIBERATION 


Will Be Pursued In Settling the 
Points at Issue. 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—The state de- 
partment has just received voluminous 
tispatches from Commissioner Blount at 
Hawaii, in which he depicts the situation 
of affairs from the inception of the revolu- 
tion which placed the provisional govern- 
ment in authority down to the time of his 
arrival on the island upon a thorough in- 
vestigution from all sides, and since upon 
personal knowledge of events as they have 
transpired. 

He makes no recommendations, but 
leaves the president and the secretary of 
state to draw their own conclusions. He 
does not think it in the logic of the situa- 
tion that the monarchy should be restored. 
The provisional government is becoming 
more in harmony with the wishes of the 
people every day. 

The commissioner, having refused to use 
his office to restore the queen, and having 
intimated that the Washington govern- 
ment was not so inclined, set aside that 
phase of the question, which also met with 
ready acquiescence. The mercantile and 
commercial interests, he reports, are 
largely in favor of some stable government 
brought about through the influence of 
the United States, whether it be on an in- 
dependent basis or under the 

Jurisdiction of the United States. 

The provisional government and inhab- 
itants of the islands, as well as the foreign 
residents, now fully understand that the 
United States government will not tolerate 
any interference by any foreign power. 
The knowledge of this purpose has given 
the provisional government a prestige 
against the intrigues of local or outside 
influences. 

The retirement of Minister Stevens and 
the appointment of Commissioner Blount, 
who is now familiar with the conditions 
on the[slands and the policyof this gov- 
ern cat, is admitted in official circles to 
meaa 2 policy of deliberation in the final 
determination of the relations of the 
country to the United States. 

Commissioner Blount reports every- 
thing as peaceful and no apprehension of 
@ disturbance of existing conditions. 


PLANTATIONS UNDER WATER. 


Big Crevasse on the Arkansas Shore of 
the Mississippl. 


GREENVILLE, Miss., May 12.—The first 
break in the levees restraining the Missis- 
sippi river occurred on the Arkansas side, 
about 14 miles below this city. The 
crevasse is in a small levee, against which 
was about seven feet of water. The width 
of the break is about 200 feet, and it is 
widening rapidly. 

While this break will inflict considerable 
damage upon that section of the country, 
the relief given to the levees on the Mis- 
sissippi side will be material. The county 
of Chicot, in which is located the scene of 
the crevasses, will mainly be the sufferer. 

bout 5000 acres of land in that county, 
yianted in cotton, will be inundated. 

The total amount of damage is impossi- 
ble to estimate, but as the crop is in a for- 
ward condition it will be great. Efforts to 
tie the ends of this part of the crevasse 
will be made.

CLEVELAND, May 12.—The great sewing 
machine trust has died in its incipiency. 
After the general details had been arranged 
and the combination of the companies was 
believed to be assured, the Domestic people 
suddenly announced that they did not care 
to consolidate. The capital of the new 
joint company was to have been §12,- 
000,000.

The vessel was thorcughly disin- 
fected and cleansed and her crew closely 
inspected, and she was allowed to proceed 
to her dock.

THE REFORM MOVEMENT. 


ihe President Contemplating a Plan to 
Prevent Political ‘Log-Rolling.”’ 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—The Star says 
that men who have talked with the presi- 
dent and have observed the political drift 
would not be surprised if there should be 
before long a radical reform in the political 
methods of patronage distribution and the 
curtailment, if not the abolishment ,of the 
system under which congressmen are the 
active and persistent seekers of patrouage 
for constituents. 

There may be an agreement between the 
president and members of his cabinet not 
to recognize congressmen who recommend 
or solicit appointments, but to call on 
them whenever it isthoughtproper for the 
opinion of the congressman as to any ap- 
plications on file for the positions under 
consideration. Itis pointed out in favor 
of the proposed change, that under the 
present system congressmen do not get 
time to attend to their public executive 
duties, for the reason that they have to 
constantly pressthe claims of their con- 
stituents for office. 

Moreover, in some districts a congress- 
man’s ability is no longer gauged by his 
usefulness as a legislator, but by his abil- 
ity to secure office for his people. It is 
said that Mr. Cleveland has been seriously 
impressed with the situation which has 
been forced upon his attention, and has 
given toit much consideration in his few 
leisure moments. 


TRACEY OF ILLINOIS 


Is Unanimously Chosen President of the 
Republican League. 


LOUISVILLE, May 12.—The convention of 
Republican League clubs was called to 
order by President Clarkson. The com- 
mittee on resolutions made its report, 
which was received and read. It touched 
upon almost every question of public in- 
terest now before the country, including 
resolutions of respect to the memory of the 
late James G. Blaine. 

James Blount, a colored delegate from 
Alabama, offered a few criticisms on the 
Republican party for its seeming neglect 
of the negro in the south. 

A resolutienthat all immigrants be de- 
nied admission to this country who could 
not read in the English language was post- 
poned. A resolution was adopted de- 
nouncing the action of the Union League 
club of New York for refusing admission 
to membership to a Hebrew. 

When the resolution offered by Dr. 
Blackwell, favoring woman suffrage, was 
read, 2 motion was made that it be 
adopted. This caused a furore all over the 
house. <A division was called for, and the 
resolution was adopted by a vote of 3875 
yeas to185 nays. The committee had re- 
ported the resolution = "ti scy. 

‘Yhe first ballot for president resulted as 
follows: M. Hl. DeYoung, California, 406; 
W. W. Tracey, Illinois, 902; General W. H. 
Hastings, Pennsylvania, 413. Tracey’s 
election was made unanimous. 


NICARAGUA’S WAR, 


Revolutionists Well Organized and In Pos- 
session of Six Citles. 

WASIINGTON, May 12.—Interesting de- 
tails of the extent of the revolution in 
Nicaragua have been given to the press by 
Secretary Gresham. They show the revo- 
lutionary movement to be successful in 
the steps so far made. The revolutiouary 
army consists of between 3000 and 5000 
men under the command of the best gen- 
erals in Nicaragua, while the government 
troops number but 2000 men,who are weak 
and demoralized. 

The revolutionists are in possession of 
Manayua, the capital,and five other cities, 
and of both ends of the canal and of the 
vessels on it. The five cities above referred 
toare Masagua, Contaleques, Grenada, 
Rivas and Sanjuan del Morte. The gov- 
ernment forces have made three attacks 
on the town of Managua and have been re- 
pulsed each time. 

In view of the serious turn of affairs 
and the immediate necessity for the pro- 
tection of the lives and property of citizens 
of this country in the vicinity of the canal, 
supplemental orders have been sent to the 
commanding officer of the United States 
steamer Atlanta, now at New York, to 
hasten the departure of that vessel to 
Greytown, the nearest town to the scene 
of the trouble. 


Lightly Dealt With. 

New York, May 12.—Judge Cowing sus- 
pended sentence on John D.O. Quimby, 
Quimby had been a trustel clerk with the 
New Haven Steamboat company.

Shakespeare's Anachronisms, 

Virgil made A®neas land at a port 
which had no existence until a couple of 
hundred years before the poet’s own 
time, and in three separate places re- 
vives characters killed earlier in the 
poem. The anachronisms of Shakespeare 
are legion. In the ‘‘Winter’s Tale” he 
speaks of the coast of Bohemia, an inland 
country, and in ‘‘Coriolanus” calls 
Delphi an island, whereas it is a city of 
Greece. The “beetling cliffs of Elsinore” 
are mentioned, but Elsinore has no cliffs, 
while although the Danes were, in Ham- 
let’s time, pagans, the Ghost in ‘“Ham- 
let” speaks of absolution and purgatory. 
In “Twelfth Night” the Clown in Illyria 
speaks of St. Bennet’s church in London. 
In ‘‘Julius Cesar” Brutus tells Cassius, 
“Peace, count the clock,” and Cassius 
answers, “The clock has stricken 8,” 
when striking clocks were not invented 
for 1,400 years after that time. 

Hamlet is said to be educated at a 
school which, in his time, had no exist- 
ence, and Menenius, in ‘‘Coriolanus,” 
mentions Galen over 600 years before the 
latter was born. In the play of Henry IV 
turkeys are spoken of 100 years before 
the discovery of America, whence they 
came; Hector is made to quote Aristotle; 
Cleopatra’s palace is fitted out with a 
billiard table, and Tunis and Naples are 
spoken of as though at an immeasurable 
distance from each other.—St, Louis 
Globe-Democrat. 


The Importance of Light. 

An all important fact in connection 
with photography lies in the illumina- 
tion. There are good daysand bad days 
—days when the sun shines so brightly 
that the shadows are distinct and out- 
lines are sharp and perfect. To obtain 
a negative under the best conditions the 
exposure should be made when the sun’s 
rays have attained an angle of about 35 
degrees on an object situated about 20 
feet from the operator, who should have 
the sun behind his back. The gene-ral 
tone of the light should be blue; a yel- 
low, hazy atmosphere will never give @ 
satisfactory negative. 

No matter how perfect a machine may 
be, good results cannot be obtained if 
the operator is not careful to observe the 
needs of the moment. The camera may 
be pointed too high or too low, directly 
in the sun’s path, or the hand may press 
the button at the wrong moment, or with 
a tremor that will cause the shutter to 
slide unevenly.—Onting. 


A Fault on Virtue’s Side. 

Some of the best botanical works of 
the past generation were issued under 
the patronage of the Empress Josephine, 
who was herself very fond of gardening. 
A recent account says of her: 

Josephine’s favorite employnient—it 
was more than a diyersion—was horti- 
culture. She was not in any sense a 
scientist. She 5 oe nature for nature’s 
sake, and her hothouses and gardens 
were her long and lasting delight. In 
those days such pleasures were costly, 
and more than once after her divorce 
complaints were made that she overdrew 
her rather large annuity. Napoleon was 
liberal himself, but the state interfered, 
and on one occasion he was compilled to 
delegate a minister to warn her of the 
consequences of her horticultrgral ex- 
travagance.—Meehan’s Monthly. _

THE CHOLERA SCARE, 


No Indicatious That We Are to Be Visited 
by the Scourge, 

WASHINGTON, May 13,—The cholera 
outlook is distinetly better in the Marine 
hospital than it was six or eight weeks 
ago. ‘This does not mean that the country 
will not be visited by a cholera outbreak 
or that any precautions will be relaxed, 
but merely that the indications are less 
threatening than they were. It was said 
at the Marjne hospital service yesterday 
that no cholera reports had as yet been re- 
ceived and that matters weré progressing 
satisfactorily. 
* It was feared that there woull be an 
early and violent outbreak in France, but 
the reports received from our medical offi- 
cers there indicate that the disease has 
decreased lately in the districts in which 
it had appeared and that there is an im- 
provement in the situation. The marine 
hospital service was apprehensive that 
there would be cholera reported before 
The weather has become warm in 
Kurope, and every day that passes without 
any occurrence of the dangerous attacks 
of the disease, it is said, can be taken asa 
gain. 

At thesame time it is felt that even if 
no cholera cases make their appearance 
during the next month, it will be necessary 


| and wise to continue to guard against a 


possible outbreak. Should the next 30 
days be safely passed, however, it will give 
a decided feeling of relief and will en- 
courage a feeling of hope that we may 
possibly escape a severe visitation from the 
scourge. Moreover, a decided advantage 
will have been gained inthat it will be 
easier to combat the disease for the re- 
maining days of the summer than it would 
have been had an outbreak occurred at the 
very beginning of hot weather.

Defended In a Sermon by a New 
York Clergyman. 


STOCK BROKERS ARE HONEST

New York, May 15.—Rev. Addison |

church preached a sermon last night to 
stock brokers. He said: 

“Across the island in New York, in 1765, 
a wall of stone was erected to keep off the 
Indians and along the line of that walla 
Street was laid, called Wall street.

People talk of its being a street that runs 
from Trinity church to the East river. It 
reaches from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
and from the lakes to the gulf. } 

“So many bad things have been done in 
Wall street that with some people it 
stands only fer high-toned scoundrelism. | 


Goup and down that street and look at 
the names on the signs and the names of 
the many institutions, and you will find 
the names of more tried and true men than 
youcan find in the same space in any 
part of the business world. Stocks have 
become one of the essential means of our 
commercial and political progress; they 
are therefore as 
Legitimate an Article of Trafilic 

as groceries, and it is necessary that there 
should be a distinct class of men developed 
to this business. 

“And while there are financial despera- 
does in the street (which is the misfortune 
of all professions), there are many men 
there of the highest standing for honesty. 
The board of brokers was organized 99 
years ago, and in that time not more than 
twoor three members have been found 
guilty of fraud while connected with it, a 
financial standing unequalled by any 
monetary institution in the world. Many 
men of Wall street are prominently identi- 
fied with the management of our churches, 
colleges and charities of our country. 
Every merchant isin some sense a specu- 
lator, and it is just as legimitate to deai in 
railroad stock as it is in goods. Stop 
legitimate speculation and you might as 
well shut up all shops. 

“The stock broker is a commission 
merchant, and the dollar he earns is as 
honest adollur as I earn by preaching. 
But abuses bave crept among the brokers, 
and which ali th yest men of their pro- 
fession deplore equally with candid ob- 
servers from without.

Any Licut which will help Quincy to 
secure sidewalks wili doubtless be appreci- 
ated. Thereisa demand that something 
shall be done, but it is evident the initia- 
tive must be taken by the city. Perhaps 
not until a petition has been presented, 
but then it should, determine what kind a 
walk shall be built, give a hearing, if 
necessary, and proceed to build continu- 
ous walk. The city is not up to the times 
in the matter of sidewalks, and yet we 
believe the abutters would be willing to be 
assessed if the sidewalks was te be con 
tinuous. In Somerville a hearing is given 
the advertised notice reading as follows: 


Whereas, in the opinion of the Board of 
Aldermen, the public cqnvenience requires 
that side-walks should be graded and con- 
structed,and partially-constructed sidewalks 
completed, across the southerly end of 
Prescott street, from Summer street to 
Quincy street, with edgestones, and to be 
covered with bricks, to be of the width 
varying from six and eight-twelfths feet to 
twenty-three and six-twelfths feet, as shown 
on sketch in city engineer’s office, and the 
grade of the same to conform, substantially, 
to the grade of the street, it is therefore 
hereby ordered, that due notice, to be 
served as prescribed for the service of 
notices of intention to lay out highways, be 
given to Albert J. Austin, and all other per- 
sons and curporations interested, that this 
board will, at its room in the City Hall on 
Highland avenue, or WEDNESDAY, the 
14th day of June, 1893, at 8 o’clock P. m., 
take into consideration the expediency of 
grading avd constructing said sidewalks, 
and completing said partially-constructed 
sidewalks as aforesaid, and of assessing 
upon the abutters on such sidewalks, in 
just proportions, a proper part, according 
to law, of the expense of the same, and 
that any persons making objections thereto 
will then and there be heard. 


PUBLIC WASTE BASKETS. 


They Would be Convenient and Would} 


Help the Commissioner. 

Commissioner Ewell has found it quite a 
task to keep the Square in a tidy condition, 
free from paper and other refuse. 

The editorial in the Herald is so perti- 
nent to the question in hand we cannot 
help quoting it in full, The article is 
entitled ‘‘ Public Waste Baskets,’’ and 
reads as follows: 

The proposition has been made that at 
intervals in our public streets the municipal 
authorities should establish receptacles for 
refuse. This matter has been brought to 
the attention of the superintendent of 
streets and one or two other city officials, 
who seem to think that our public ways 
are rather too narrow to admit of this 
addition to them. We think that this 
is a mistake—a mistake growing out of the 
fact that these officials do not realize just 
what is needed—that is, a public waste 
basket. Ordinarily around the postoftice 
the sidewalks and streets are each day lit- 
tered with torn envelopes, crumpled letters 
and castaway circulars. These disfigura- 
tions—and in wet weather somewhat 
dangerous disfigurations—are occasioned 
by the fact that those who leave the post- 
office have no place in which to put the 
waste paper they wish to throw away. 
They might carry this in their pockets 
until they arrive at their homes or offices, 
but this is looked upon as involving too 
much trouble, and the consequence is that 
in the absence of public waste baskets such 
materia! is thrown into the streets or upon 
the sidewalk. 

If at each corner of the postoffice build- 
ing there was a receptacle into which this 
waste paper could be thrown, and atten- 
tion could be called to the desirability of 
thus disposing of litter, there is little doubt 
that in a short time nineteen people out 
of twenty or ninety-nine people out of a 
hundred would take the slight trouble 
needed to make use of this public con- 
venience. Such a receptacle would not 
need to be so large as to be an obstruc- 
tion, and it would not be used except for 
what might be termed hand litter, 
waste paper, bananna skins, orange peel, 
and, in fact, the waste of all kinds that 
an individual is likely to make in the 
open streets. We have referred to the 
postoffice because its surroundings fur- 
nish a conspicuous example of the need 
of some such reform as this; but the 
same article of convenience should be 
located, if possible, on every block on 
the streets in the densely occupied parts 
of cur city, and could be located, we be- 
lieve, without the least inconvenience 
to the owners of property or users of the 
sidewalks. Pablic waste baskets would 
need every few hours to be cleaned out; 
aservice that could be performed by the 
men who now attend to the collection of 
refuse matter in the streets. The subject 
is one which we trust will receive the atten- 
tion it deserves, and we hope that an 
experimental test may be made for the pur- 
pose of demonstrating the value of the 
method, as in our opinion after such a 
test the advantages will be sufficiently 
obvious to make an extension of the plan 
inevitable. 


SATURDAY NIGHT DRUNKS. 


They Still Ride on the Old Colony Trains— 
The Way They Do It. 

The Herald had a man at each of the 
different Boston depots and on some of the 
trains Saturday night and here is what the 
reporters saw. 

There were some drunken men last Sat- 
urday night on the Old Colony trains of 
the central division, in spite of the inspec- 
tion of the police and the care exercised by 
the trainmen. There were were eight men 
arrested. Sergt. Keef of station 4 had six 
officers on duty at the Kneeland street 
station, to scrutinize and arrest all passen- 
gers who showed signs of being intoxicated. 
The officers were flanked with a good-sized 
crowd of spectators, and it was only a 
brave “ drunk” that would attempt to run 
the gauntlet. 

Quite a number of drinking citizens of 
temperance suburban towns realized their 
weakness, and after one glance at the 
formidable line of blue coats, turned and 
walked away. Others with the courage 
born of alcohol tried, only to get caught, 
and were hustled out by the side door to 
the patrol wagon. 

Others who had been drinking, but who 
still knew what they were about, braced 
up, put their best foot forward, and feign- 
ing sobriety, passed the inspection with 
their bottles and all. Some of those who 
passed in this way afterward drank from 
the numerous bottles which were circulated 
in the cars, and so these men were pretty 
heavily ‘“‘loaded’’ before they reached 
their stopping places. 

The late trains were the worst, but as 
early as5 o’clock jt was noticable that a 
great many bottles were carried aboard and 
there was much drinking in the cars. 

The last South Shore train into Boston 
carried a noisy drinking crowd, that had 
probably got its stock of liquors in Hing- 
ham. 

Saturday night the 11.15 train, which is 
usually composed of three cars, was made 
up with seven coaches manned by eight 
conductors and brakemen. In the three 
smoking cars there was some improvement 
over the past, yet a large proportion of the 
men that crowded into them were danger- 
ously near intoxication. 

In one car there would have been a 
smgll riot cver a whiskey bottleif the con- 
ductor had not taken a hand and * bluffed”’ 
out the other rioters, Two drunken 
brothers wanted to turn handsprings on 
the floor of a car to prove what great 
‘“scrappers’’ they were while another 
man called them all sorts of profane names 
and swore that he would willing y pay a fine 
of $30 for the privilege of whipping one of 
them. 

There were considerable loud talking and 
| viclent gesticulation, but it was chiefly 
confined to the smoking ears, and the force 
of trainsmen was so large that it kept the 
crowd under very good control. 

The old rounders have caught on to the 
new system, and 10 or 15 of them are 
| missed on the last train. Instead or talk- 
ing the train at Boston they take a street 
car for Harrison Square and board the 
10.50 train for Quincy and other points out 
to South Brainiree. 

From the looks of things Saturday night, 
the policemen could easly double their 
hauls if they rode out to the city limits at 
Neponset.

A BOWERY TRAGEDY. 


William Flannery Charged With Mur- 
dering a Girl Who Supported Him. 


NEw York, May 15.—A large crowd 
went to the Essex Market police court 
yesterday to see William Flannery, who is 
charged with having murdered his mis- 
tress, Mary Sexton on Saturday, during a 
quarrel in their apartments on the Bow- 
ery. Captain Devery believes that he can 
prove a clear case of murder against 
Flannery. The latter appeared cool and 
unconcerned. Justice Taintor committed 
Flannery without bail to await the action 
of the coroner’s inquest. Stella White and 
Susan Kelly, two frequenters of a concert 
resort on the Bowery. were held as wit- 
nesses by Justice Taintor in default of 
$100 bail. 

The munler was horrible. Both Flan- 
nery and the murdered girl came from 
Jersey City, and it is claimed that Mary 
Sexton had supported him for some time, 
although she was only 19 years old. The 
girl also paid her mother’s rent in Jersey 
City and helped the family. Both she and 
Flannery formerly lived at Jersey City 
with their parents, Mrs. Sexton, the girl’s 
mother, fis a widow with four children. 
She said that she had often heard her 
daughter say that she was afraid of Flan- 
nery. Flannery’s mother said that when 
her son gos drunk he was like a madman. 
The police say that there were two war 
rants out for Flannery’s arrest in Jerse: 
City for assault and battery. 


TWENTY-FIVE LIVES LOST. 
Steamer City of Hamburg Runs Down 
and Sinks a Ship. 


LONDON, May 15.—The captain of the 
steamship City of Hamburg reports that 
at 1 o’clock Saturday afternoon his vessel 
collided in a fog off Trevose Head, coast 
of Cornwall, with the ship Countess 
Evelyn, bound with passengers and iron 
ore from Bilbao, Spain, to Newport, 
Wales. Ninety seconds later the Countess 
Evelyn went under with her crew of 16 
and nine passengers. Boats were lowered 
at once from the City of Hamburg, but 
the search in the fog proved almost use- 
less. The steamship Ataka was damaged 
Saturday in a collision'with an unknown 
ship of Lundy Isle. The Ataka’s captain 
thinksthat the other vessel went down 
with all on board. 


Boston Preachers Protest. 

Bostoy, May 15.—The Massachusetts 
Sunday Protective league sent out cir- 
culars during the past week requesting 
the pastors of Boston to utter protests 
against the attempt of the World’s fair 
managers to open the fair on Sunday, with 
the result that a large number of clergy- 
men delivered sermons on the subject yes- 
terday. Among the ministers who pro- 
tested were Rev. Reuben Thomas of 
Brookline, Rev. Dr. Plumb of Roxbury, 
Rev. Arthur Little, D. D., of Dorchester 
and Rev. Emory J. Haynes of the Peoples’ 
church.

BISHOP BISSELL DEAD. 


Had Been Sick For a Long Time But 
Death Was Unexpected.

Rt. Rey. William Henry Augustus Bis- 
sell, D. D., was born in Randolph, Nov.

He began 
his career by teaching the classics and 
studying theology in the Vermont Epis- 
copal institute in this city. In the fall of 
1837 he was teacher in a schoolin Detroit. 

Aug. 28, 1888, he married Miss Martha 
C. Moulton of West Randolph, Vt., and 
the following month he began teaching in 
the Troy Episcopal institute. Sept. 29, 
1839, he was ordained deacon in New York 
rity, and July 12, 1840, he was ordained 
priest in Troy, N. Y., and received the ap- 
pointment of assistant in Christ’s church, 
Troy, which position he held until the fol- 
lowing year, when he took charge of Trin- 
ity church, West Troy, N. Y. He remained 
there until 1845, when he was called to the 
rectorship of Grace church, New York. In 
1848 he accepted a call to the rectorship of 
Trinity church, New York, and there con- 
tinued until his election as bishop of Ver- 
mont in 1868, 

Bishop Bissell made his residence in 
West Randolph for two years succeeding 


his election, moving to Burlington in 
1870. His administration in the Vermont 
diocese has been most successful.

The United States Supreme Court 
Sustains the Geary Act. 


ATTORNEY ALLEN’S VIEWS. 


The Chinese of Boston Greatly 
Agitated. 


WASHINGTON, May 16.—The supreme 
court yesterday, through Justice Gray, 
sustained the decision of the New York 
courts in favor of the constitutionality of 
the Geary exclusion act. Justice Brewo 
alone dissenting, 
ust ice 
The announcement that a decision 
in the case was expected attracted a large 
attendance of spectavors, and the fact that 
it was the last day of the term accounted 
for the presence of an unusually large 
attendance of attorneys, including Attor 
ney General Olney, Solicitor General Al- 
drich, Senators Pugh, Dolph and Cockrell. 
Ex-Justice Strong and several members of 
the diplomatic corps were interested spec- 
tators. 

Justice Gray, in announcing the judg- 
ment of the court, said that ‘the power of 
this nation to restrict or prohibit the im- 
migration of any aliens into the country, 
or to require such aliens already in the 
country to remove therefrom, was a well 
settled principle of international law, and 
was confirmed by an unbroken line of de- 
cisions in this court. 

The legislative power of the government 
had not transcended any of its 

Constitutional Limitations 

in the act under consideration. It was 
within its power to determine the regula- 
tions under which these aliens should be 
permitted to remain in the United States, 
or, failing to observe these regulations, 
they should be required to leave the coun- 
try. ‘The provisions of section 6 of the act, 
which are the part of the law particularly 
at issue, were uot inconsistent with the re- 
lations and duties of the legislative and 
judicial departments of the government.

As to the re quire ments that the Chinese 
ciiicied to resuie in this country should 
establish thac right by the evidence of one 
credible white witness, Justice Gray said 
that it was within the power of the legis- 
lature to 

Determine the Character of Evidence 
received ina case at law 
should be given to 
the testimouy so offered. Not dis- 
cussing the wislom nor the justice of 
the act in question, which was beyond the 
province of the judicial branch of the gov- 
ernment, it remained only to say that the 
judgment of the circuit court for the 
southern district of New York in refusing 
to grant writsof habeas corpus to the 
several petitioners was affirmed. At the 
conclusion of Justice Gray’s opinion Jus- 
tice Brewer announced that he felt com- 
pelled to dissent from the view of the ma- 
jority of the court. He read his views at 
some length, declaring in substance that 
the act of 1842 was unconstitutional, and 
that if it were upheld there was no guar- 
antee that similar treatment might not be 
accorded to other classes of our population 
than the Chinese. 

Justice Field, who delivered the opinion 
of the supreme court of the United States 
in the first cuse under the exclusion act, 
also read a dissenting opinion. He held 
that there was a wide difference bet ween 
exclusion of immigrants and the deporta- 
tion of alien residents, and he character- 
ized the actin the strongest language as 
inhuman and brutal, and as violative of 
the constitution in every section. He re- 
gretted to say that the decision of the 
court was to his mind fraught with the 
gravest dangers to the priceless constitu- 
tional liberties of the people. 

Chief Justice Fuller dissented from the 
opinion of the court.

BAY STATE DAY JUNE 17. 


Local Directory Says Grounds 
Will Open Next Sunday.

ConcorD, N. H., May 16.—Frank C. 
Almy was executed within the walls of the 
New Hampshire state prison this morning. 
The execution, like all others in this state, 
was held in the west corridor of the cell 
room of the prison, the scaffold being 
erected in the south end of the corridor so 
that the murderer stepped from the guard 
room directly upon the gallows. 

He spent his last night in the matron’s 
room in the south wing of the prison, and 
as the sentence commanded that he be 
hanged between the hours of 10 a. m. and 
2p. m., he was delivered into the custody 
of General Charles O. Hurlburt, the 
sheriff of Grafton county, soon after the 
former hour. The gallows had been tested 
the day before, and were in waiting for 
their fatal work.

THE EXECUTION. 

The condemied man, surrounded by 
deputy sheriffs and accompanied by the 
warden, Captain George W. Colbath, and 
the chaplain of the prison, Rey. E. R. 
Wilkins, was conducted to the scaffold. 
He took his place on the trap, his knees 
were pinioned, the noose was adjusted, the 
black cap shut out the sunlight from his 
eyes forever, the sheriff in solemn phrase- 
ology announced that he was about to exe- 
cute the law, the drop felland Christie 
Warden’s falsehearted lover had paid the 
penalty of his crime. 

Story of the Crime, 

Andrew H. Warden was a prosperous 
farmer living near Hanover, N. H., the lo- 
cation of Dartmouth college. His family 
was noted for its intelligence. His 
daughters ranked high as_ scholars, 
Christie, a girl of about 26, was especially 
noted, and was a beautiful specimen of the 
blonde type. Frank C. Almy wasa mys- 
tery. He appeared suddenly in the neigh- 
borhood and worked for Mr. Warden dur- 
ing the winter. He wasaman of refine- 
ment and good education, but had a vio- 
lent temper, and the family became con- 
vinced that Almy was not his true name, 

Early in the season of 1891 he was dis 
charged after he had in vain implored 
Christie to marry him, and threatened her 
with death ifshe refused. His threat was 
speedily fulfilled. 

The narrative of the tragedy, as related 
by Fannie, Christie’s sister, is in substance 
that her mother and a friend, Miss Goodell,

went out in the afternoon of July 17, 18% 
to make some calls, having arranged with 
Fannie and Christie to meet them in the 
evening. This was carried out. They 
started for home at 9:30 o’clock, Fannie 
walking beside Christie, directly behind 
Mrs. Warden and Miss Goodell. Wher 
they reached the foot of a hill in a ravine 
Almy sprang from the shadow of a tree 
and, stepping up beside Christie, said: 

“T have come a thousand miles to see 
you.” 

Christie made no reply, but grasped 
Fannie’s arm, and Almy, addressing Mrs. 
Warden, said: “You know me, Mrs. 
Warden. Jam Frank Almy.” 

“Yes,” replied Mrs. Warden, “I know 
you; don’t trouble Christie.” 

Almy had in the meantime seized Chris- 
tie by the arm. “I want to see Christi¢ 
alone,” he continued, and when Mrs. Wat- 
den exclaimed, ‘‘We}must not let him 
harm Christie,” he 

Drew a Pistol From His Pocket 
and pointed it atthe mother. He finally 
succeeded ‘n pulling Christie away from 
her sister's grasp and dragged her through 
bars into a pasture. Running up the road 
ashort distance Fannie told Miss Goodeli 
to hasten for help. Fannie hurried back 


and followed her sister into the pastaia 
When Almy saw her following he shotited: 

“Go back, or I will shoot you," and at 
that moment Christie cried, “Help, Fan, 
he is pulling my clothes off.” 

Fanny kept on, despite the warning, and 
Almy shot at her. She felt the wind of 
the bullet as it whistled by her ear. She 
stopped only for a moment, when he fired 
again, and a third shot was directed at 
her, When she essayed to goon. By this 
time Almy had reached the clump of wil- 
lows with his burden, and almost simul- 
taneously a young man named Emmett 
Marshall appeared on a knoll on the op- 
posite side of the ravine. He was imme- 
diately seen by Almy, who peremptorily 
ordered him to halt. 

Marshall started for assistance, and im- 
mediately after two more reports of the 
revolver were heard, preceded by sounds 
as if blows had been struck. Then Almy 
broke from cover and ran over a hill on 
the west side of the ravine. 

Fanny went to the willows and found 
her sister 

Lying on Her Back, Dead, 
her body stripped, except a waist and 
some underclothing. People who had 
been alarmed arrived at the scene, and 
the murdered girl was removed to her 
home. 

The story of the sufferings endured by 
the victim of the terrible murder wag 
mutely told by her remains. The face and 
forehead were covered with abrasions, 
caused probably by blows from the stock 
of arevolver. Directly under the left eye 
Was a wound made by a bullet, which 
passed down and out of the neck. The 
face about the wound was powder burned

to an extent which indicated that the pis- 
tol must have been held very close to it if 
not in actual contact with the flesh. The 
other bullet entered the body in the small 
of the back, passed downward through 
the abdomen and came out. That death 
was practically instantaneous is probable, 
because of the terrible wounds and from 
the fact that there were no signs of life 
when her sister reached the body. That 
j there was a struggle and a severe one is 
‘learly evidenced by her hands, both of 
which were cruelly torn and bruised. 
Almy’s Escape and Capture. 

If the earh had swallowed him up 
Almy’s disa} pearance after committing 
the awful crime could not have been more 
mysterious. Every nook and corner in 
the United States and Canada, figuratively 
speaking, had been thoroughly searched 
for the murderer. 

Finally on Aug. 18, more than a month 
after the crime was committed, Mrs. War- 
den, while looking for some chickens in 
the barnyard, discovered a small opening 
in the underpinning of the barn, which she 
thought might lead to the chickens’ hid- 
ing place. She removed a small board, 
and found on the inside an empty jelly 
tumbler, and further in 12 cans which had

tion that the goods came from there, and, 
further, that some had been taken as re- 
zvently as Aug. 10. The following Wednes- 
day night Professor Whitaker and Sheriff 
Brown watched the premises. At about 2 
o'clock, while they were hid in some corn 
in the garden, a man whom they supposed 
to be Mr. Warden came toward them to 
some apple tree to within 10 feets of where 
they stood. 

Professor Whitaker says: “I thought it 
was Warden, butas he came nearer I 
thought I recugnized Almy’s walk. He 


was barefooted, his pants were torn, and 
be looked pale and thin. He hada bag 
with him, and filled it while he ate raven- 
ously. After a little while he leisurely 


recently contained salmon, oysters, peaches 
and other substantial eatables. There 
were also empty wine and beer bottles. 
There were 17 cans in one place, as well as 
an old moustache that had been shaved 
off, dry lather, ete. 


and unsuspectingly walked back to the 
barn, and passed around the eastern side. 
That was the last we saw of him.” 

They returned to the village, aroused 
about 40 men, who proceeded to and sur- 
rounded the building. Sheriff Stevens 
ind Soliciter Mitchell were on the ground, 
ynd the search of the barn began. 

His Hiding Place. 
barn in itself was an immense 
kructure, besides being directly connected 
with many outbuildings. It is in one of 
shese that the murderer Almy had his hid- 
wng place during all these weeks, while 
officers had been scouring the distant 
country. His retreat was so located in the 
pew mown hay that through a crack he 
rommanded a complete view of all the 
movements of the Warden household. <A 
more neatly situated place could not be

imagined. A crew was immediately 
formed, armed with pitchforks, and the 
complete handling ore of the hay ihe 
begun. Nothing was discovered till about 
3-30 o'clock, when the fork of C. E. Hewitt, 
who was peking some loose hay, came in 
contact wit & man, who immediately 
rose up and i red three shots with presum- 
ably the same revolver that killed Chris- 
tie. Fortunately his sim was uncertain 
and he did no harm 


Acouncil was then held to decide on 
means for taking Almy. A committee wa3 
appointed. A majority of the people fa- 
vored entering the barn, while others 
; thought it best to burn the structure and 
| thus drive him out. Volunteers were 
called for and 23 brave men promptly re- 
sponded and the barn was again entered. 
Ex-Sheriff Bridgman, Solicitor Mitchell, 
A. R. Smith, a medical student, and John 
M. Fuller had conferences with the mur- 
derer, but he refused to come out from his 
hiding place. 

Captured at Last. 

After this the decision was made to 
catch him unawares and shoot him and 
put an end to what was becoming a grim 
j farce. When this conclusion was made 
known it was greeted with yells of de- 
light by the people, who, though strongly 
inclined to let the law take its course, 
were fast getting out of patience with the 
parleying with the assassin, and an attack 
Was made upon the barr by officers with 
Winchester rifles, Almy answering back 
with revolver shots, but at last a rush was 
made and he was captured and conveyed 
to the Wheelock House, where he was 
guarded by half a dozen officers with 
drawn revolvers, holding back an angry 
crowd, 


THE WARDEN HOMESTEAD. 

One of Almy’s legs was helpless. <A bul- 
let had broken it below the knee, while 
another had lodged in the thigh. Blood 
trickled from an ugly wound in the scalp. 
These wounds were all received from the 
searchers. 

His Trial and Conviction, 

On Aug. 21 Almy pleaded not guilty, 
waived examination and was committed 
to jail without bail. 

On Monday, Noy. 16, 1891, at Plymouth, 
N. H., Almy pleaded “guilty” to the in- 
dictment charging him with the murder 
of Christie Warden. He retracted the plea 
of “not guilty” made at the time of his 
arraignment at Woodville, and by so doing 
placed his case in the hands of the judges 
instead of the hands of a jury. 

On Nov. 19 he was sentenced to die on 
the first Tuesday in December, 1892. His 
counsels,arguments had no weight against 
the cold and matter-of-fact construction 
by the district attorney. The prisoner was 
not at all cast down by the result of the 
verdict. 

On July 12, 1892, the case was taken up 
in the supreme court, full bench, and ar- 
gued upon the question of the constitu- 
tionality of the trial of Almy by the court 
instead of ajury. OnJuly 29, following, 
the court decided that he must suffer the 
fuli penalty of the law, saying his objec- 
tions came too late; that he waived his 
constitutional right of trial by jury, and 
his plea of guilty was not made under any 
misapprehension. Later phases of the 
case are already fresh in the mind of the 
public. 


IN TROUBLE AGAIN. 


John L,. Sullivan Commits a Cowardly 
Assault on a One-Armed Lawyer. 

BIDDEFORD, Me., May 16.—A warrant 
for assault and battery was issued from 
the Biddeford court yesterday morning 
and given to Deputy Sheriff Harmon to 
serve on John L. Sullivan, who was ar- 
rested in Bangor last night. 

The assault was committed on the Pull- 
man train, on which Sullivan and Lawyer 
Max L, Lezotte of this city were passen- 
gers. Lawyer Lezotte reached in front of 
the ex-champion to shake hands with 
John Sheehan, a member of the Sullivan 
party, with whom Lawyer Lezotte is ac- 
quainted. 

As he did so Sullivan gave him a kick 
in the groin, which sent the lawyer across 
the car. Lezotte is a powerful man, 
though he has only one hand, apd he ral- 
lied and went at Sullivan, clinching him 
and turning him over a car seat. 

They were separated, but were hardly 
parted before another member of the Sul- 
livan party struck Lezotte in the face, cut- 
ting his lips and bloodying his nose. Sul- 
livan took advantage of the situation and 
choked the lawyer, leaving his finger marks 
upon his throat. They were finally sep- 
arated, but Lezotte was pretty well 
banged up. 

Lawyer Lezotte says he shall have Sulli- 
van bound over to the grand jury, which 
goes in session today. He will be brought 
here for trial.

SALEM, Mass., May 16.—At the meeting 
of the members of the Salem Institute last 
evening the following officers were elected:

Osgood; council, William H. Gove, Thomas 
F. Hunt, David M. Little, Francis H. 
Lee, Richard C. Manning, Edward S. 
Morse, David Pingree, Edmund B. Wil- 
son, George M. Whipple, and Alden P. 
White. 

Massachusetts Legislature. 

Boston, May 16.—The bill to repeal the 
collateral inheritance tax law was killed 
jn the house of representatives. This law 
was placed upon the statute books in 1891, 
and provides for the payment of a tax 
upon all estates going to other than the 
immediate family of the deceased. An at- 
tempt was made to repeal it last year, but 
was defeated by asmall vote. This year 
it passed two readings, but was defeated 
yesterday on its third reading by a vote of 
64 to 59. There was no other business of 
importance in either branch, members ad- 
journing early to see the ball game. 


Dr. Flower Sued For $90,000. 

Boston, May 16.—The suit of Harvey K. 
Flagler against Dr. Richard C. Flower was 
called up for trial yesterday. There was a 
large array of eminent counsel retained, 
tnd this fact, together with the amount of 
ilamages sought, $90,000, rendered the suit 
doubly interesting. This suit was brought 
to recover the amount specified for the 
ulleged conversion of certain shares of 
stock by Dr. Flower. 


Scarlet Fever Raging. 

Dover, N. H., May 16.—There are 16 
sases of scarlet fever and one death has oc- 
curred at Farmington. The board of 
health has ord+red the schools, churches 
and the Opera House closed until further 
notice. 

Her Health Improving. 

TAUNTON, Mass., May 16.—The report 
from the jail yesterday is that Miss Bor- 
den is better than she was Sunday, 
and that no serious complications are prob- 
able.

As to the foreigners, their displays are | 


truly magnificent. Of course the French 
do not show as many pictures and statuary 
as they did at their own great exposition 
four years ago. Nor are the British artists 
as well represented here as they were at 
Paris. But the Germans here in 
splendid form, and they w scarcely 
known at all at the 1889 exposition. Several 
other nations are doing better at Chicago 
than they did at Paris, and h a single 
exception the representat of all 
the art nations asked for more space than 
could be assigned them, the exception be- 
ingin the case of Me Inasmuch as 
the space in this Art palace is much larger 
than was ever before devoted to the same 
purpose in en international exposition, 
and there was such demand for this space 
that every nation but one has found it 
necessary to economize room by sending 
only the best of its works, it follows inev- 
itably that this is the greatest interna- 
tional assemblage of fine arts ever known. 
Foreigne well as Americans are 
amazed at the progress in art made in 
Chicago itself. Itisa fact not generally 
known that Chicago is rapidly becoming 
a center of lit ure and of publishing, 
and of artas well. It has several success- 
ful artschools, with thousands of students. 
Just now itis finishing, on the site of the 
old exposition building, in the heart ofthe 
city, a permanent Art palace to cost about 
$700,000, and to be thissummer a theater of 
the World's fair congress. The president 
of this art institute is Charles L. Hutchin- 
son, a banker and money-maker, who still 
loves art and Enows it. The chairman of 
its art committee isanother business man, 
J. H. Dole, an elevator owner. Though a 
mere merchant he has done more than 
any other n to raise the standard of art 
and public appreciation “thereof in the in- 
teripr of America.

A 
noteworty exhibit in the foreign section is 
a collection of arts from ancient Greek 
sculpture, made by the Greek government 
and sent here as a special compliment to 
America. After the doors of the exposi- 
tion are closed this magnificent collection 
is to be presented to the Chicago Art 
museum. 

No decision has been reached as tg the 
permanency of the Exposition Art palace, 
It would seem a pity to tear it down, for it 
is one of the most beautiful buildings in 
the world—Grecian Ionic of the most re- 
fined type. Unlike the other buildings 
here if was built to stand. It is practically 
fire-proof. The main walls are of brick 
covered with staff, and the roof is of iron, 
steel and glass. All the stairways are of 
iron. The cost of the building was more 
than $700,000, and itis to be hoped a way 
may be found to preserve it from the gen- 
eral destruction which is to follow thé 
closing of the gates here next fall.

Almy, or George H. Abbott, 
was once married under the name ot 
Frank C. Attwoot, and has a child alive to- 
day; but his wife is dead. This statement 
was made by Almy himself within a week. 
Thus the interregnum of two years prior 
to his arrival at the Warden homestead is 
practicaily cleared up, and an interesting 
bit of history is connected with the late 
George H. Abbott. 

It was for the living child that Abbott 
maintained secrecy so long; and when he 

confided the fact about his marriage toa 
eat: iin person, he said his endeavor to 
conceal his real identity as Abbott was be- 
cause there might be some doubting per- 
son who might not believe he was Abbott, 
and thus without his acknowledgment it 
could not be absolutely proven that he was 
the same. 

His Marriage 
was a romantic one; and he deseribed it as ¢ 
similar to the ¢ Oklahoma boom—‘‘all done 
with a rush.” They lived happily to- 
gether, but his stealing propensities were 
the same as when a boy; and, although he 
got into numerous scrapes, his wife died 
without the knowledge of her husband’s 
crimes. It is not known except to one per- 
son where the boy is; but Almy said he 
was in good hands and where he thought 
no living person could communicate to 
him his father’s awful crime at Hanover. 

From hirts dropped by Almy it is sup- 
posed that. a family in an out of the way 
place in lower California is bringing up 
the boy. 

It was immediately after the death of 
his wife that Abbott, ‘alias Atwood, alias 
Aimy, “struck” east and appeared in 
Grafton county. He maintained that he 
had cleverly covered up his trail and that 
the young son will._never know of the ter- 
ribte end of his father. 

The Exact Relations 
between Almy «and Christie Warden, it is 
said, died with the murderer, and will 
never be revealed by the one to whom the 
disclosures were made. 

John Adams Smith, who left Plymouth 
fifteen years ago for the west, was a pecu- 
liar character, so Almy’s counsel, Mr. 
Burleigh, said yesterday; and when Smith 
eft he said he would write how he got 
along. He was absent years before he 
wrote; but at last a gentleman who re- 
cently moved away from that town re- 
ceived a letter from him. 

He wrote that he had once lived a merry 
life and had come across a few eastern 
people in his i anderiugs. He mentioned 
a man who had told him he c: ame wee 
Vermont anc ty gave his name Frank C. 
wood. Another letter came a year aed 
ward, in which he wrote that_he had seen 
Atwood again, but expected that he would 
not see hin again right away, as Atwocd 
told him he was going toward New Mex- 
ico to see a young lady whom he had met 
afew mouths before. 

The next letter tothe Plymouth man 
from Smith read like this: ‘‘Atwood has 
gone and is married probably by this time, 
as I heard he was making arrangements for 
the wedding ceremony. 

Coming, as does this story, with the 
statement of a responsible man, who says 
Almy made this statement since confine 
ment, there can be no doubt of its truth.

KILLED AN INFANT. 


The Charge Against Two Women at 
South Burlington, Vt. 


BENNINGTON, Vt., May 17.—State At- 
torney Cushman issued warrants for the 
arrest of Blanche Franklin and Mrs. Etta 
Holenback, charged with taking the life 
of theinfant child found in Potash brook 

in South Burlington last Wednesday. 

Tney were lodgedin the county jail to 
await a hearing before Judge§Peck as soon 
as Miss Franklin is able to appear. 

Until after burial of the child no clew to 
its parentage was known. A special police 
map found, by asking Mrs, Holenback, 
that her sister, Miss Frankin, was ill. 
Chief of Police Dumas went to the place 
and demanded to Know what had become 
of the child to which Miss Franklin had 
recently given birth. She denied all 
knowledge of the affair until Dr. Briggs 
was called. 

Then she confessed, but claimed that the 
child was dead w hen born, She also 
claimed that she carried it to the brook, 
which was 11-2 miles distant, ‘by the 
shortest route, but it was yesterday learned 
that Mrs. Holenback, on the day following 
thebirth of the infant, had a team from 
McGrath’s stable to go to South Burling 
ton.

RUSSELL SAGE SUED 


For Injuries Received by a Clerk While 
In His Office. 


New York, May 17.—William Laidlaw 
of John Bloodgood & Co., who was in- 
jured in the Arcade building by the bomb 
thrown by Norcross in December of 1891, 
will begin suit to recover 250,000 damages 
from Russell Suge in the supreme court. 
Laidlaw was in Mr. Sage’s office at the 
time of the explosion, and he alleges that 
the millionaire broker pushed him between 
the bomb thrower and himself.

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WATER HEARINGS. 


The City Opens Its Case Before 
Commissioners. 


ABLE ARGUMENT BY COTTER. 


Mrs, McClellan Put on the Witness Stand 
by the City, 


The third hearing to determine what 
price the City of Quincy shal] pay for the 
property of the Water Company, opened 
Tuesday at the Old Court House building, 
Boston. 

Horace C, Bradbury 
A public accountant, was the first witness. 
He had examined the books of the Quincy 
Water Company. When asked about ‘the 
charge, $169,000 he said it was charged to 
construction and credited to Mr. McClellan. 
On the same day there was of $36,000 
charged and credited to construction. Books 
did not show what amount $169,000 was 
made up of. $36,000 and $125,000 taken 
from that amount left $8,000. His account 
was balanced, the amount being by sundry 
cash payments. The methods of keeping 
the books were correct, 
Frank E. Hall. 

Was the next witness called. He had 
met a representative of the City and they 
had agreed that personal property was 
worth $7,250. He had vouchers for cash 
paid Mr. McClellan which covered the 
$8000 and these the witness read. The 
tools used in dam were furnished by 
McClellan. 

Cross EXAMINED—Was not able to find 
any payments made McClellan except 
shown by vouchers which. represented 
actual payments. There were no details to 
make up item of $36,000 and was no way 
of tracing back that he knew of, as he 
presumed papers had been destroyed. 
There was nothing to show actual cost of 
dam to company. Witness then answered 
questions asked of him at last hearing 
which were in substance as follows: 

The hydrant rentals received from 
Quincy prior to June 1, 1892 were $26,203.- 
33. 

The new payment for past services. 

June 1, 1892 this city owed one month’s 
rentals for hydrants, amounting to $294.58. 

Collected for sale of water other than 
hydrant services $122,034 49 from March, 
1884, to June, 1892. 

From 1884 to April, 1890, received 
$21,937.17 for services and from March 
1890 to June 1, 1892, $6,896,32. 

Company had collected prior to June 1, 
1892, for water rates, the notes for which 
was to be furnished by the city—$10, 909.22. 

There was due the company from con- 
sumers, June 1, 1892, for water, $664.72; 
for services, $456.97. The city has collected 
these payments. 

The company had, June 1, 1892, unpaid 
bills for material and labor to the amount 
of $5,838.50. 

Nothing else was due the company besides 
that inquired about. 

In answer to a question by Mr. Morse the 
Witness said that when the city took 
possession the Water Company owed 
$4,166.66 interest on bonds, and $918.16 in 
bills payable. The present running ex- 
penses are about the same as they had been 
with the Water Company. 

L. A. Taylor 
Recalled, said the amount of cement used 
in dam was 5,000 approximately barrels, 

This practically closed the Water 
Company’s side, although Mr. Stickney 
may be examined when he is able to 
attend. , 

The City Opens. 

J. E. Cotter then opened the city’s case 
with a lengthy argument in which he 
reviewed the history of the Water 
Company. He said the company was 
created to supply the city of Quincy with 
water, and the moment the city decided 
to take the property the company was 
obliged to surrender. When the town 
appointed a committee to get its price, the 
company refused to give it as they also 
did later at the request of the city, and no 
information was given until the city had 
voted to buy it. In 1889 the city being 
unable to get any information _peti- 
tioned the General Court for an _ inde- 
pendent supply, but were met by op- 
position of the company, and as a result 
the city were granted a charter upon the 
proviso, that they should first take the 
property of the company. 

We are therefore forced to ask you to 
determine a fair value. The Legislature 
never expected the granting of a charter 
was a money-making scheme and had the 
citizens kuown that there was to be a 
capatalization of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars they would never have granted 
them the right. We think you will find 
the promoters hadin mind the making of 
money. We claim they are not acting in 
good faith when they ask for a right for 
one purpose and use it for another. If the 
cost of producing this property was $300,000 
we are here ready to pay it with a liberal 
interest of money expended. What was 
the cost of reproducing this article. The 
company now ask $1,200,000. There are 
no two water plants located alike. What 
right have they to assume that they will be 
allowed to carry on business for a certain 
number of years and make a surplus of 
money. They assume they own it. The 
decumentary evidence does not afford 
information that it ought to. 


We find $169,000 has been paid to 


| McClellan for construction of dam when 


Mr. Taylor says McClellan had nothing to 
do with it. How can the fair market value 
be ascertained and what can the property 
be turned into money for. They have paid 
no dividends until two years ago and then 
some of the stockholders waived that and 
at the same meeting they borrow money to 
pay the dividend. They petitioned to issue 
$250,000 of preferred stock. That was a 
scheme on their part to enhance its value. 
We shall show that the dam is defective, 
the reservoir will need immediaie altera- 
tions and the stand pipe is defective. The 
city is ready and willing to pay the cost of 
reproducipg with a liberal interest. 
Mrs. McClellan. 

The first witness for the city was Mrs. 
McClellan, widow of W. C. McClellan. 
Mrs. McClellan testified that she was 
executrix of her husband’s _ estate. 
The books of account were in charge of 
Mr. Stickney. There was nothing she 
knew of that related to Quincy Water 
Company that had not been produced. She 
knew nothing about her husbapd’s books. 
Was anxious to give all evidence possible, 
was not willing to produce private accounts 
of her busband or herself. Had never 
examined them. Was willing to have a 
statement of accounts with Water company 
made from the books. 

Herbert T. Whitman 


Was the next witness. He had been over 
the source of water supply. Had made 
survey of water shed above dam. Had pre- 
pared a plan. Had made soundings of 
dam. Depths at gate house was 30 feet. 
Witness also gave a result of a number of 
the sondings. The body of water in reser- 
voir was 164,670,000 gallons when full, 
Part of valley near pumping station is a 
meadow. ‘Town brook runs through it. 
Witness also described land about reservoir. 
Drainage from houses nearice pond goes 
into meadow. Think surface drainage 
might be carried away. The quality of 
water in brook has same general appear- 
ance as water gathered from water sheds, 
Did not deem it a desirable source of 
supply. Considered value of land at pump- 
ing station to be $7,000; at stand pipe 
$1,200; at Wollaston $1,500; at Houghs 
Neck $550. Had drawn plan, showing 
streets, pipes, hydrants. Also showing 
elevations. There are about 100 houses 
between pumping station and reservoir. 
A. H. Howland 

Was an engineer for Mr. McClellan. 
Designed and superintended construction 
of works. There were some objectionable 
features about water shed. There was a 
swamp that should be drained. The 
water is fairly good but becomes highly 
colored after reaching reservoir. Should 
judge it came from a vegetable matter 
remaining in the bottom of reservoir. 
The dam is safe and reliable. There are 
some things about it that may cause the 
leakage. The springs at the base of dam 
should have been carried out which was 
not done. The contract stated no care 
should be taken to make the base smooth. 
Thought they should be, Excavation 
should have been made through hard 
matter instead of toit. Had wall been 
turned in leakage might have been saved. 
Did not think outflow quite large enough. 
Had made tests of capacity of pipe from 
reservoir to pumping station. Think 
there is some imperfection about it as it 
does not deliver what it should by about 
18 percent. 

The line is not large enough to supply 
pumps. By gravity alone they will not 
supply one pump when running 100 gallons 
per minute. To supply both pumps it is 
about 594-100 per cent. short. Estimated 
supply needed to meet the demand to be 
50 gallons per day per inhabitant with 
gravity alone. Was his opinion another 
pipe would be necessary. The pumps are 
in fair condition. All connections are 
good and boilers were better than the aver- 
age for those used as long as they have 
been. To get at the distributing system he 
had divided the city into eleven sections. 
West Quincy section was short 20 per cent, 
of what would be a fair average demand. 
Quincy Point was 6 per cent. short and 
east part of Atlantic 2 1-2 per cent. short. 
All the others were sufficient. As to 
future demands estimating the population 
in 1910 to be 30,000, their would be six 
sections short, that is on the supposition 
that no additional supply would be made.

PROVIDENCE, May 18.—Another all-day 
session of the house, and one packed full 
of political legislation, was recorded yes- 
terday.

and then passed the bill.

More Strict and Harsh 
toward the Democrats than was intimated, 
for it declares that when in the constitu- 
tion, public statutes or public laws of the 
state it is provided that any act or 
business shall be done by the 
grand committee, such grand com- 
mittee shall consist of a majority of all 
the members of the senate anda majority 
of all the members of the house of repre- 
sentatives, duly assembled pursuant to an

Heshall then cause the 
invitation to meet in grand committee to 
be read, and shall declare the grand com- 
mittee to be assembled and realy to trans- 
act the business specified in theinvitation, 
and no business shall be proceeded with un- 
til all of the} covisious of this section have 
been complied with. 

There is the further provision that no 
business of any kind shall be done in 
grand committee other than that distinctly 
specified in the invitation, and by virtue 
of which the grand committee is assem- 
bled. 

The names of all the persons answering 
to the rollcall are to be entered in a book 
of record by the secretary of state. 

No ayes and noes shall be called unless 
one-fifth of the members present call for 
them.

MYSTERIOUS SHOOTING AFFAIR. 


A Young Man Found Near a Public Gar- 
den, Wounded In the Head.

WOMEN AT THE FAIR. 


Six Thousand Men and Women 
Atiend the Session. 


MUSICAL DIRECTOR THOMAS 


To Be Asked to Resign by 
the Commissioners.

CuHICAGO, May 18.—Yesterday was the 
third day of the World’s congress of 
women, and the sessions of yesterday were 
the most largely attended of the week.

At the water hearing, Wednesday, Mr. 
Whitman was recalled and produced plans 
of land at reservoir, and of land at pumping 
station, also a map of Quincy, showing pipe 
line, sizes of same and position of hydrants. 
In reply to a question, the witness said 774 
feet of 4-inch pipe had been laid by the city, 
from June 1, 1892, to Dec. 31, 1892. This 
was laid to connect hydrants and on short 
streets. It was cast-iron pipes. 

Mr. Howland 

Was then recalled. He testified that after 
allowing for depreciation he considered the 
fair value of plant, June 1, 1892, to be 
$300,000. He estimated to cleanse and im- 
prove the present reservoir, $30,061, but 
before this could be done it would be 
necessary to build another dam to supply 
the demand, also to build a canal to con- 
duct the water from Town brook into the 
new reservoir, the capacity of which would 
be 165,349,000 gallons. ‘The cost, including 
purchase of land, water shed, conduit line, 
and canal, would be $71,868.22. The total 
amount of water pumped by the Water 
Company was 219,512,460 gallons. In 1892 
the average was 601,404 gallons per day. 

He drew the original contract between 
Mr. McClellan and the Water Company; 
it covered everything except real estate, 


rights of way and corporate expenses. A 
fair estimate by the contract with 


McCleilan would be $183,377,12. Compared 
to cost 1892 would be $10,941.39 more than 
in 1885 as pipe cost more. Mr. McClellan 
had an office in the United States Hotel 


Boston. There was no safein his Boston 
office. McClellan had an agreement wiih 


the National Tube works which was that 
they were to recommend him tv do work 
where they furnished pipe in New England 
and in turn when he had an opportunity he 
was to recommend the use of calamine p'ye.

‘The 
cost according to the specifications fur- 
nished county commissioners by Mr. Taylor 
would be $47,780.61. Figured according to 
Mr. Taylor's testimony it would be 
$73,643.28. Witness’s estimate of value of 
property exclusive of that done by McClell- 
an’s contract and also excluding dam, and 
conduit, but including land and services, 
was $80,900. Witness had examined books 
of the company but had been unable to find 
the net income of company asthe bills were 
not charged until paid. Could fiad out if 
he had time. 
Crost-examined. 

Mr. Howland upon cross-examination 
said; The water changes after 
entering the reservoir. Made his examina- 
tion in fall of 1892. Ascribed change to 
vegetable matter such as roots, peat, turf 
and mud. Was not unusual for reservoir 
to improve with age, yet if sufficient time 
should elapse these impurities might be 
washed away. It was usual when first 
class work was done to go to hard bottom. 
It had not been done in the majority of 
cases in Massachusetts. Would 
construction of basin number 
next step to take. The wash way ought 
to be ten feet wide.

The witness did notagree with Mr. Allen 
in much of the letter’s testimony.

TO BE A HOLIDAY. 


North Weymouth People to Celebrate 
the Opening of Street Railway. 

The North Weymouth extension of the 
Quincy & Boston street railway is 
practically completed and will be formally 
opened Saturday. The new extension 
runs from the railroads present termina- 
tion at Quincy Point to what is known as 
Thomas square, North Weymouth, and 
will give the citizens half hour service 
between that place and Quincy centre, 
making close connection . with trains at 
Quincy to and from Boston. 

For years the people of North Weymouth 
have been obliged to depend upon the few 
trains each way for reaching Boston, and 
as the depot is situated some two miles 
from the village proper, they have either 
been cbliged to walk to and from the 
depot or take a carriage, the expense of 
which added to the car fare on the railroad 
made the fare by single ticket 35 cents 
each way, besides being very inconvenient. 

With the opening of the electric street 
railway the citizens will be enabled to take 
a car almost at their door and ride to Quin- 
cy, where the steam cars can be taken for 
Boston and ten cents saved on asingle fare. 

The opening of the line on Saturday will 
be celebrated as a sort of holiday by the peo- 
ple of North Weymouth. The programme 
as now arranged is as follows: A car will 
leave Quincy centre at 3 o'clock, having on 
board the officers of the railway, Mayor 
Fairbanks and city officials of Quincy, the 
Selectmen of Weymouth, trustees of the 
Hingham and Quincy bridges and repre- 
sentatives of the press. This car will be 
preceded by a car with a band of music. 

The North Weymouth citizens have ar- 
ranged for a grand celebration on their 
end. Upon the arrival of tbe car guns will! 
be fired and an adjournment taken to 
Engine hall, where a collation will be 
served. In the evening there will be fire- 
works and music by the band.

Street Railway to Boston. 

A prettier or more enjoyable ride on a 
pleasant day can not be had than by taking 
an electric car at City Hall, and making a 
journey to Boston. Cars leave City Hall 
every half hour and make close connec- 
tions at Neponset with the electric cars of 
the West End street railway for Boston. 
Returning cars on the West End leave 
Franklin street, Boston, every 15 minutes 
and a ride of 50 minutes brings you to 
Neponset, where close connection is made 
with cars of the Quincy & Boston street 
railway for Atlantic, Norfolk Downs, 
Wollaston, Quincy center, South and West 
Quincy, Houghs Neck, Quincy Point and 
North Weymouth.

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 
The East Longmeadow Bill to Be Re- 
considered—Other Legislation, 


Boston, May 18.—In the senate Mr. Mer- 
rill moved a reconsideration of the vote by 
which the East Longmeadow bill failed to 
pass over the governor’s veto, so that a 
fuller vote could be had. Reconsideration 
prevailed, 18 to 11. Further consideration 
was postponed to Tuesday, 15 to 11. 

The bill to incorporate the Old Colony 
Interior Canal company was passed to be 
engrossed. 

Without debate the house accepted the 
adverse report on the petition of the mayor 
of Haverhill for authority to provide light 
and power for municipal use, 

The bill relating to stocks and bonds of 
the Fitchburg railroad held by the com- 
monwealth was passed to be engrossed. 

On the bill to authorize any gas com- 
pany to increase its capital stock, Mr. 
Parker said it wasin the interest of the 
Bay State Gas company to enable them to 
water their stock. Several other members 
took a whack at the bill, and it had no 
friends in any quarter. It was unani- 
mously rejected. 

Mr. Bliss spoke at length against the 
committee’s bill relating to sidewalks in 
Boston, which provided that the mayor 
and aldermen might, upon request of the 
superintendent of streets, order him to 
make a sidewalk along any highway, 
specifications to be given. He said what 
the petitioners wanted was that informa- 
tion be given the abutters of any proposed 
building of sidewalks in order that they 
might make objection, if disposed. He 
moved to substitute a bill on these lines. 
After much argument, by a large major- 
ity, the house voted in favor of Mr. Bliss’ 
substitute, and it was ordered to a third 
reading. 

Mr. Hayes offered an order to investigate 
the state gas commission, which was laid 
over. The usual powers of an investigating 
committee are conferred. 

Leave to withdraw was reported unani- 
mously by the judiciary committee on the 
petition of G. W. Stillman for impeach- 
ment of Judge Dunbar. The committee 
give a very handsome eulogy of the Massa- 
chusetts judiciary and say that Judge 
Dunbar has maintained its standard. 

Mr. Richardson moved to reconsider the 
engrossment of the bill to forfeit the li- 
ecenses of druggists’ who sell liquor ille- 
gally. Reconsideration was refused by a 
larze majority. 

‘The printing committee reported ought 
to passin anew draft on the senate re- 
solve for printing the report of the com- 
mission to investigate the existing sys- 
tems of manual training and industrial 
education. 


AWAITING INSTRUCTIONS. 


New York Officials Have Made No Move 
Yet on the Chinese. 

Brookiyy, May 18.—Revenue Collector 
Nathan and United States Marshal Walker 
are still waiting for instructions from 
Washington in relation to the enforce- 
ment of the Geary law, which went into 
effect on May 5, and under which all Chi- 
numen not registered at the above date are 
to be sent back to China. 

For several days past those Chinamen 
who followed the advice of the Chinese 
Six Companies of San Francisco, and 
refused to register when called mnpon 
by Collector Nathan’s deputies, have 
been almost worrying the life out of 
Dr. Thomas, who runs the _ Chi- 
nese hospital on Hick street, trying to 
have him advise them of a way out of the 
difficulty, but he is as much at sea as any 
of them. 

It is expected now that the unregistered 
Cuinamen of this district will be taken in 
custody on Saturday or early next week. 

P. K. Lee, a native of China, but a resi 
dent of this city, said yesterday: “The 
Chinese mini.ter in a recent conversation 
said to me, ‘China will endure the treat- 
ment that is being accorded her by the 
United States to the utmost limit that can 
be reached under the treaty, then she will 
retaliate.’ ”’ 

Mr. Lee said that the minister was per- 
sonally indignan d ground his teeth. 

“Chi an on,’ Mr. Lee added, “is 
not as jealous of the rights of her humble 
citizens as many other countries. I think 
the people of China, more than the govern- 
ment, will retaliate on Americans in China, 
The Geary act does not violate the treaty 
to the extent that is popularly supposed.” 

Mr. Lee was formerly attached to the 
Chinese embassy, and is on cordial social 
terms with the present Chinese minister

Says Mr, Fitzgerad to Put Plant in First 
Clas: Condition. 


Thursday's heiring in the water case 
commenced at 10o’clock, the first witness 
called being Mr. Fitzgerald who went on to 
describe the defciencies in the plant. 
Among these were the lack of meters and 
the’sizes of pipe. The pipe was not as 
long life as cast:ron. It was difficult to 
make surface cnnections. Should also 
judge there might be a liability of chemical 
action which wa: corroborated by experi- 


ments made by Prof. Nichols. Wrought 
iron pipe has a very short life. It has a 


tensel strength far greater than cast iron 
if properly protected. His opinion of 
chemical action was founded upon the re- 
port of Prof. Nichols. Had always rec- 
ommended cast iron pipe as I thought it 
was the best pize in the market for ordi- 
nary supply. Had not formed opinion by 
experiments ofthis pipe but had formed 
an opinion by examination and observation. 
From what he had seen of the pipe he would 
pot be willing to trust it against rust. 
There is a liability of chemica! action other 
than rust which if carried on for a length 
of time would lead to its destruction. The 
number of years varies as to life of pipe 
after the coating had been removed. To 
put the plant into a first class condition he 
would want to expend $170,000. Would 
clean the reservoir, as it adds so much to 
the organic matter of the water. This 
would cost $30,000. A new supply pipe 
from reservoir to the pumps, costing $20,000, 
$10,000 for abaiting nuisances and putting 
water sheds in good conditions, $30,000 for 
new pumps, $25,000 for new distributing 
reservoir, $20,000 fo new force mains, and 
$35,000 for replacing 4-inch pipe and putting 
in additional pipes. 
Cross-examined. 

Examined the dam while in process of 
building. They were putting in the 
foundations, Examination was in refer- 
ence io its safety.

THE PRESBYTERIANS 


Gather In Large Numbers at 
Their Annual Meeting. 


PROFESSOR BRIGGS’ CASE 


And the Revision of the Creed 
Are to Be Considered. 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—The general as- 
sembly of the Presbyterian church in the 
United States, representing $00,000 com- 
municants and 7000 ministers, met here in 
its 105th session. The 225 local presbyteries 
of the 30 synods are entitled to some 600 
commissioners, as the delegates are called, 
in part clerical, in part lay, and the im- 
portance of the chief matters to be con- 
sidered has brought many men of infiu- 
ence in the church to Washington as spec- 
tators: 

Doubtless.the most prominent in the 
gathering were those connected with the 
famous Briggs case, in its trial before the 
New York presbytery. First and fore- 
most of these, of course, was Professer 
Briggs himself, aggressive and confident, 

The litetary lights of the church shone 
in full measure upon the assembly. Col- 
ored Presbyterians were sprinkled about 
over the church. Every nook and cranny 
of the New York Avenue church was 
filled, and had the capacity of the church 
been twice as great it would not have ac- 
commodated all who desired to be present. 

On the platform were the officers: Mod- 
erator, Rev. Dr. William C. Young of the 
Danville (Ky.) seminary; Rev. Dr. William 
H. Roberts of Cincinnati, clerk; Rev, Dr. 
William Alvin Bartlett, chairman of the 
executive committee, in charge of all ar- 
rangements for the geiiering © E 

The Sessioty of the Assembly 
will continys for 10 days or a fortnight, 
for {iv routine of denominational work 
requires due and sometimes long consider- 
ation. Over shadowing all other questions, 
like the revision of the creed, the relation 
of the general assembly to the theological 
schools of the denomination, and the af- 
firming resolution of the absolute iner- 
rancy of the scriptures, inherited from the 
assembly of last year, and affecting the de- 
cision of them, is the disposal of the case 
of Dr. Briggs, virtually acquitted at his 
trial last December by the New York 
presbytery. The prosecriting committee, 
in theory, at least, the creature of this 
presbytery, lodged an appeal with the gen- 
eral assembly against the decision of its 
own creator. 
The Chief Objection 

to the entertainment of the appeal is 
more likely to be that such a step would 
overridefthe synod of New York, the next 
higher judicial body to the presbytery, be- 
fore which the case, were it less vital and 
extraordinary, would normally come. Dr. 
Briggs, too, may return to his repeated 
objections to the sufficiency of the orig- 
inal charges against him and the ecclesi- 
astical competence of the prosecuting 
committee, all warned im the trial of last 
December, and to the mise of technicalities 
that the book of discipline affords, 

If the general assembly refuse to enter- 
tain the appeal, it may remand the case 
for trial to the synod at its session next 
autumn, 4s a year ago at Portland, Or., 
it commanded the New York presbytery 
ona similar appeal summarily to make 
trial of the professor. If the assembly re- 
ceive the appeal, it may finally dispose of 
the case on the spot or order a hearing and 
virtual trial before a committee—a course 
that would probably carry the decision to 
another year. Sooner or later, even if the 
synod be directed to try the heretical pro- 
fessor, the case would surely 

Come Before the Final Court 


of the general assembly, and the probable 
conservative majority in the present body 
is likely to. press for a speedier decision. 
The similar trial for heresy of Professor 
H. P. Smith of Cincinnati will hardly 
come directly before the assembly. 

For three years now tle revision of the 
Westminster confession has been before 
the Presbyterian chiarch and affected, as 
the question has come to be, by the case of 
Dr. Briggs andthe widening differences 
between the liberals and the conservatives, 
there is small likel¥ood of any material 
progress. A comraittee, with the presi- 
dent of Princeton as chatrman, was origi- 
nally appointed 

To Revise the Creed, 
preserving strictly its Calvinistic integ- 
rity, and its labors so far have pleased 
neither the extreme conservatives, who 
wish for no change at. all, nor the extreme 
liberals, who advocate wide variance from 
the Westminster standards, The commit- 
tee, last year, laid some 30 projected 
changes before the general assembly that 
it, in turn, transmitted to the individual 
presbyteries for acceptance or rejection. 

Many less than the necessary two-thirds 
of the whole number have approved the 
changes, concerning chiefly ‘“‘the elect” 
and the “non-elect.” “effectual calling” 
and the like Calvinistic doyzmas, and in 
such shape the whole matter returns to the 
general assembly. Meantime, the adop- 
tion of some short, simple, working and 
not minutely doctrinal statement of belief, 
as lately proposed by the New York pres- 
bytery, has found, at least in the east, in- 
creasing favor, 

Meny Divisions. 

Apparently, the assembly will be di- 
vided into almost as many groups as the 
French chamber. There are the ultra- 
liberals, so called, warmly supporting Dr. 
Briggs, if not directly accepting his teach- 
ings, and favoring a broad revision of the 
creed, on the one side; and on the other 
the ultra-conservatives, stronger in num- 
bers, who cling tenaciously to the stand- 
ards, if not to the practices, of Calvin him- 
self. These two groups are the men, es- 
pecially the ultra-liberals, who have lately 
talked the loudest, should Dr. Briggs be 
keverely condemned, of a possible schism 
in the denomination 

Between these two extremes are two 
more groups, one holding to a moderate 
and less persecuting conservatism; the 
other refusing to approve specifically the 
opinions of Dr. Briggs, yet maintaining 
quietly and firmly the right to reasonable 
difference of opinion on doctrinal matters 
within a broad and liberal church.

BOATHOUSE AND CLUBHOUSE. 


An Artistic Combination In the Swiss Style. 
It Costs $1,500. 
(Copyright, 1893, by an Press Associa 
tion. 

The plans and front elevation hereshows 
are offered as a suggestion for a boathouse 
and a clubhouse combined. It is of coursé 
supposed to stand upon the bank of a 
stream or the shore of a lake, and the build. 
ing is supported upon piles, whichare driven 
to secure bottom. The tops of the piles are 
sawed off, after being driven, to the desired 
height, and heavy timbers securely fas- 
tened to the piles, and the whole thoroughly 
braced to make secure. The lower ends of 
the posts of the building rest upon the sills 
and are held in place with tron dowels. 
They should never be mortised and tenoned, 
as the water will get in the mortise and 
keep the timber in an alternately wet and 
dry condition, thereby causing it to rot.

The floor of the boathouse is of thick 
plank laid edge to edge without matching, 
so that theair inay freely circulate. The 
building is timber framed and braced, with 
strong girders and floor beams properly dis- 
tributed to securely support the second 
floor and balcony roof, etc. 

The building is designed in the Swisg 
style of architecture, with a low, pitched 
roof, open timber work, wide projections 
of cornice, heavy brackets and ornamental 
work.

Quincy Extends 


Greeting to This 


Charming Suburb. 


Now Connected With 


This City by Strong 


Bands of Iron. 


The Opening of the Extension of the Quincy System 
a Veritable Red-Letter Day. 


The opening today of the North 
Weymouth extension of the Quincy & 
Boston Street Railway marks the begin- 
ning of a new epoch in the history of 
that village, as it not only fills a long 
felt want, but places its citizens in 
close communication with adjoining 
cities, and the people are perfectly 
justified in the demonstrations of jolli- 
fication which they are making. 

For years the only means the good 
people of North Weymouth had of} 
reaching the outside world was by toll 
bridges. As civilization and modern 
means of travel advanced the toll 
bridges were made free and the iron; 
horse of the steam railroad found its 
way through the village. This was a 
vast improvement over the old method 
and for a time the people contented | 
themselves with walking a mile or two 
to take one of the few trains that would 
carry them by a roundabout way to the 
“Hub.” But the people of North 
Weymouth were of that progressive | 
kind so healthful to the growth and 
prosperity of any town, and they were 
soon clamoring for better and quicker 
facilities for reaching the business cen- 
tre of the state. To meet this demand 
the Old Colony increased its train ser- 
vice, yet the fare on the cars, coupled 
with the ten cents they were obliged to 
pay out in carriage fare, was too much 
of a burden for the citizens, who were 


for the most part not abundantly sup- 
plied with the world’s goods, aud they 
began to cast their eyes about for some 
other means of transportation. Soon 
there came a rumor, followed by sur- 
veys, of a branch of the Old Colony 
which was to leave the main track at 
Wollaston and run through North 


Weymouth near the Universalist church | . 


and join the South Shore line at Hing- 
ham; but beyond being surveyed noth- 
ing was ever done toward building it. 

Shortly after 

The Quincy Street Railway 

was built there was talk of extending 
its line into North Weymouth. The 
citizens were again aroused and several 
meetings were held, but nothing was 
done. Thenthe Hingham and Wey- 
mouth electric railway was formed, 
but again the citizens of North Wey- 
mouth had their enthusiasm aroused 
only to be crushed, as beyond having a 
location granted this company did 
nothing. This is the way in which the 
people have been disappointed in all 
their efforts. They still persevered, 
however, and now their perseverance 
has its reward. 

A street railway did not seem _possi- 
ble in the near future until Mr. John 
R. Graham assumed the president’s 
chair of the Quincy and Boston street 
railway. Hardly had the chair got fitted 
to his form than he cast his eyes about 
for improving the service and those 
who live in Quincy can testify to what 
he has done in that direction. It was 
not long before he took the North Wey- 
mouth matter in hand, and when the 
citizens saw he meant business they 
were with him heart and hand. 

A petition was sent to the Legisla- 
ture, where it met with opposition from 
the company, which existed on paper 
only, Sut a bill was finally reported. in 
which it was incorporated that the 
Quincy and Boston shauld not petition 
the town of Weymouth for a location 
unless at the end of-a certain period 
the Weymouth and Hingham company 
had not commenced operations. When 
the time had expired, it being found 
that nothing had been done or was 
likely to be, and the Selectmen of Wey- 
mouth were petitioned for a location, 
which was opposed again by this same 
company. The citizens of North Wey- 
mouth stood by the Quincy company, 
however, and after some little time had 
elapsed the location was granted and 
work commenced last fall. Winter 
coming on put a stop to the work which 
was not resumed until this spring and 
the work has been pushed forward as 
rapidly as possible, not being com- 
pleted until late today. 

This extension will not only result 
in being 

A Great Benefit 
for North Weymouth, but Quincy as 
well, as, being easy of access; many 
who have heretofore journeyed to Bos- 
ton to do their shopping will stop at 
Quincy, where they will find almost as 


great a variety of goods to select from 
in our well appointed stores as in Bos- 
ton. There are many other benefits 
which citizens of both places will de- 
rive from the new extension which 
would require too much space. 

North Weymouth in itself abounds 
in beautiful natural scenery which is 
unsurpassed anywhere in the State. 
Leaving Quincy the line passes over a 
pleasant route affording a pleasing view 
of the bay and Weymouth Fore river 
and as the first hill is surmounted that 
beautiful tract of land known as Wessa- 
gusset is reached. Here it was that in 
August, 1622, that a party of about 60 
men settled, They were not well select- 
ed for such an enterprise and the winter 
following they were reduced to great 
distress. Their neighbors at Plymouth 
could not grant their requests for food 
but sent men to protect them from the 
Indians who had been angered by their 
injustice. Early in 1623 they wholly 
disappeared and the first permanent 
settlement was made in the late sum- 
mer of that year. 

In 1630 Wessagusset was re-organ- 
ized as part of the Massachusetts Bay 
Colony, and taxed to it. July 8, 1635, 

tey. Joseph Hill with about 100 per- 
sons who came from Weymouth, Eng- 
land, were permitted to settle here by 
the General Court, and on September 
2 the settlement was incorporated and 
named ‘‘ Weymouth’? in memory of 
their old home. 

From Wessagusset the line as now 
completed extends to Thomas’ corner, 
which is the heart of that part of 
North Weymouth commonly known 
as ** Old Spain.’ The village here is 
quite thickly settled, and although 
there are a few shoe manufacturers, it 
is mainly used for residential purposes. 
Another part of North Weymouth is 
what is known as Weymouth Heights 
and it is on these Heights that King 
Oak hill is situated from whose summit 
is had one of the finest views in the 
world. Sunset on this hill is 


More than Beautifal 


and in summer many make the easy 
journey to its summit for that purpose. 
Facing north one sees across the broad 
Atlantic the gilded dome of the State 
House. A little to the right is Nan- 
tasket, dotted with its numerous sum- 
mer cottages. Still turning to the right 
Hingham appears, then the village of 
East Weymouth, with its many shoe 
manufactories plainly discernable. Still 
further toward the south are the vil- 
lages of South Weymouth, Abington, 
Rockland, and as we turn toward the 
west, Weymouth Landing appears, and 
Weymouth Four river is seen in all its 
beauty. As far west as the eye can reach 
can be seen the tracks of the Old Col- 
ony railroad and the many turns it 
takes in its passage toward Hingham. 
To one who has visited this spot must 
be brought to mind the words of a 
great orator, whose name the writer 
cannot now recall, who said, “the had 
traveled the world over and the Alps of 
Switzerland could not compare with 
pare with this spot for beauty of the 
scenery. 

The village of North Weymouth 
borders on the water at the north and 
affords many opportunities for seashore 
resorts, being quiet and orderly and 
entirely free from that element of 
society which spoils one’s pleasure at 
many of the summer resorts. It has 
quite a famous summer resort known 
as Port Point, where many Weymouth 
citizens own cottages and spend the 
summer months near home, and it can 
be truly said a pleasanter spot would 
be hard to find. Inthe centre of the 
village of Old Spain is a beautiful park 
a gift to the town by Mr. Elias S. Beals. 
This is laid out in pretty walks and 
affords a playground for the children. 

For spiritual enlightenment North 
Weymouth is also well supplied. At 
Old Spain there is the Pilgrim (Congre- 
gational], Universalist and Catholic 
churches, while at Weymouth Heights | 
is the Old North, also of the Congrega- 
tional denomination. 

In case of fire the village is well pro- 
tected, having a well organized fire 
department consisting of a hose com- 
pany and hook and ladder. There is 
an abundance of good water with hy- 
drants freely distributed. 


In societies there are few outside of 
the nitierous organizations, connected 
with the churches. All the societies 
recalled at the present time of writing 
outside of those connected with the 
churches being Pilgrim Fathers, Village 
Improvement, and Century Club. The 
gentlemen of North Weymouth are 
‘joiners’? however. and among them 
may be found members of all the well 
known orders, those of the Grand 
Army, Odd Fellows, Masons, and the 
Knights of Pythias predominating. 

On Burial hill, which is situated 
within the boundaries of this village 
stands the Soldiers monument which 
was erectéd in 1879, to commeynorate 
the Sons of Weymouth who gave up 
their lives that the Union might be 
preserved. 

The only hotels in this place are the 
Bower house at Fort Point and the 
Bayside, which is controlled by the 
North Weymouth Land Co. 

All of the territory mentioned above 
has been brought into close connection 
by the advent of the electric railway. 
Perhaps, however, the greatest boon 
has been by the North Weymouth 
Land Co. This Company bought 
last spring all the land owned by 
James Edwards, comprising some 140 
acres, known as the old muster ground, 
and Rose Hill and the land ugon 
which the Bayside house is situated. 
Soon after some 60 acres of their land 
was sold to 8. D. Hannah & Co., who 
gave their territory the name of 
’ which is better known 


’ 


** Wessagnsset,’ 
as Rosshill. Both this and the land 
imbibed by the North Weymouth Land 
Co. are beautiful tracks, and for 
residential purposes cannot be excelled, 
as they afford a magnificent view. 
Upon the land of the North Weymouth 
Co. the houses have been erected two 
more under way and six more pigested. 
On Wessagusset two new houses have 
been erected and several 
under way, including a large hotel.

The Principal Business 


Carried on is that of shoe manufacturing, 
and of tbese manufactories there are 
several, namely, Torrey & Bullevant, John 
E. Stoddard & Co., John A. Holbrook, 
Bicknell, and Messrs. Dyer. At the ex- 
treme end of Fort Point the extensive 
works of the Bradley Fertilizer Co. are 
located, but although they are within two 
miles of the village the odor from there is 
never perceptible, 

For stores, there are several which carry 
a general line of goods to supply the daily 
wants of the citizens. Two post offices are 
located at North Weymouth, and one at 
Weymouth Heights afford ample opportu- 
uity for correspondence. The education of 
the little ones is well looked after, as 
there are three school building, known as 
the Athers, Adams and River, these are 
conveniently located, the Athens being in 
Old Spain} Adams at Weymouth Heights, 
and River at Fort Point. 

Prominent Citizens. 

The most active and persistent promoter 
of the introduction of the electric railway 
is Hon. Elias S. Beals, a native of Wey- 
mouth and one of her leading, prugressive 
citizens. His ancestor John Beals, came 
over in the Diligence in 1633 from Hing- 
ham, Eng. 200 years later, in 1838, E. S. 
Beals started on his first business venture, 
taking a cargo of boots and shoes by water 
to Savannah, Ga. He engaged in the man- 
ufacture of boots and shoes till the civil 
war destroyed his trade with the South, 
when he gave up business, He was Select- 
man in 1855 56. He was an insurance 
agent for many years and a director in two 
national banks. He was in the legislature 
in 1859. He has frequently been a member 
of the school committee and other special 
town committees. It was principally 
through his efforts that tolls were abolished 
on the Quincy and Hingham bridges. He 
was Assessor of Internal revenue in the 
Second Massachusetts district under Pres- 
ident Lincoln. Asaspecial agent in the 
internal revenue department he travelled 
extensively through the country. He was 
town auditor. He received his first com- 
mission as Justice of the peace in 1851. He 
is married and has several children living. 


Hon. James Humphrey, 

Judge of the Quincy court, was born in 
Weymouth, Jan. 20, 1819, and was educated 
at Phillip, Andover. He taught school till 
1852, when he entered the law office of D. 
W. Gooch. Was admitted to the bar in 
1855. Selectman of Weymouth 20 years: 
Representative in 1852 and ’69. Senator 
1872, and county commissioner from 1874 
till 1882, when he was appointed Justice of 
the District Court of East Norfolk. He is 
married and has three children, one of 
whom, James E. Humpbrey, is a professor 
in Amherst College. 


Selectman Henry A, Nash 


Came to Weymouth in the natural course 
of events, Nov. 23, 1829. He finished his 
education in the Leicester and Wilton 
academies at 16 and entered his father’s 
employ in Boston, He carried on the boot 
and shoe business in Boston and in 
California till 1833 He has been a select- 
man since 1882. He is also a water 
commissioner, a trustee of Tuft’s library, 
and vice president of the Union National 
Bank. 


Postmaster B, Frank Thomas 
Chairman of the committee on entertain- 
ment, is a native of Weymouth and a 
veteran of the war, having served in Co. A, 
42d regiment. He has been postmaster for 
the past four years. He is married and has 
a family. 

Mr. Alexis Torrey 
One of the wealthiest residents of Wey- 
mouth and a well known boot. and shoe

The harbor of Acapulcois an ideal one 
for shelter, and after the steamer is once 
at anchor it is a source of mystery to the 
passengers who have not been on deck 
how she ever entered the quiet little bay.

Arriving at the church, the bare- 
footed monks bless them, and they go 
about their business.

Every 
Good Friday the steps are blocked with | 
penitents from noon to dark.—Cor.

Comment on Political News. 

It is with extreme regret that the men | 
who are urgent for the reform of the 
civil service read of the wholesale re- | 
movals of fourth class postmasters which | 
are being made by the ready ax of 
Headsman Muxwell. The feeling is just | 
as strong against this vicious practice as 
it was against the same policy under 
Clarkson, and prominent men who sup- 
ported Cleveland have no more charity | 
for the evil under a Democratic than un- | 
der a Republican administration. In 
fact, the assurances which have been 
given of the purpose to extend the civil | 
service rules and to follow the spirit of 
the civil service law makes such doings 
as Maxwell's all the more exasperating. 

One of the active Mugwumps of the | 
campaign of 1884, who has supported 
Cleveland ever since, speaking today of 
Maxwell's policy, said that ‘the ought to 
be snaked out of his office.” It is already 
proposed to enter a formal and vigorous | 
public protest against this policy of re- | 
moval for political reasons, and unless 
there is a shange the administration will | 
lose rapidly in the good will which it 
evoked when it was said that the claims 
of office hunters would not be suffered 
to interfere with the public business.—

A Reprehensible Practice. 

Nepotism is bad enough, but there isa 
practice that has worked its way into the 
government which is worse. It is nepo- } 
tism in its most reprehensible form. It 
is the practice of senators, representa- 
tives, cabinet officials and government 
officials in general of fastening their rel- 
atives upon the public treasury. An ex- 
ampleis the United States senator whose 
wife’s mother, sisters and a lot of cous- 
ins are all in the departments. There 
are several similar cases, besides cases 
of congressmen who have thrust their 
relatives into the public service in a vari- 
ety of ways. 

Cabinet officers have their sons thus | 
fastened upon the treasury. It is bad 
enough for senators to make their rel- 
atives clerks to senate committees and 
otherwise provide for them in document 
rooms and other places, where they will 
be remembered in at least one of the 
numerous appropriations at the close of 
the session, but the practice of coloniz- 
ing ther in the departments is the worst 
kind of nepotism.—Washington Letter.

Rosy Crepeau Found Dead Ina 
Cheap Apartment. 


EVIDENCES OF FOUL PLAY. 


She Had Apparently Died In 
Great Agony. 


Woonsocket, R. L, May 20. — Rosy 
Crepeau, 23 years old, died at Woonsocket 
yesterday under circumstances which 
strongly point to foul play. 

She was a red-cheeked, prepossessing 
girl before her last sickness. She died in 
the rooms of Philias Brouillet, in Brown’s 
building, 92 Main street. 

About three weeks agoshe came from 
Providence and took up her quarters in 
Brouillet’s rooms, where he had hardly 
any furniture, except a lounge and a table 
upon which were a number of bottles which 
appeared to have contained drugs.

The found the door locked 
and notified the police. 

The girl’s body was taken to the home 
of her parents, 146 River street, and Medi- 
cal Examiner Baxter set about an investi- 
gation. 

The girl's parents knew nothing of her 
whereabouts, or concerning her sickness, 
until they were notified yesterday after- 
noon that she was dead. 

Last night Dr. Baxter and Dr, Hill 
made a preliminary examination of the 
body, and the medical examiner said that, 
in all probability, 

An Inquest Would Be Held 
and an autopsey made today,as there were 
suspicious circumstances connected with 
the case. 

Brouillet said last night that he had ad- 
vised the girl to go to her parents’ home, 
Lut she refused, stating that she preferred 
tostay with him. He claimed that he had 
nothing to do with the girl’s death. 

He is a widower and has three children, 
two of whom are living in Worcester. 

Brouillet has stated at times to his friends 
that he had practised medicine a little and 
understood considerable about drugs. He 
claims to be a sewing machine agent. 

The dead girl’s appearance denotes that 
she has suffered intense agony. 


BRICK CONCERNS COMBINE. 


Their First Move to Advance the Price 
to &9 Per Thousand. 

30STON, May 20.—Another combination, 
known us the Boston Consolidated Brick 
company, has been formed to control the 
priceof bricks. It includes Parry Bros. & 
Co., with two yarés in Cambridge and one 
over the Belmont line; M. W. Sands and 
the Bay State Brick company, both with 
yards also in Cambridge. These three 
virtually control the market, so far as 
Boston is concerned, 

The charter of the company was obtained 
during the first week of this month, when 
the company was organized, with a capital 
of $100,000, shares being held in equal por- 
tions by the three parties in interest. John 
E. Parry of Parry Bros. & Co. was chosen 
president, M. W. Sands vice-president, and 
H. P. Mallory, the treasurer of the Bay 
State Brick company, will be treasurer of 
the combination 

The business of Parry Bros. & Glidden, 
who have heretofore sold the brick of 
Parry Bros. & Co. and much of the so- 
called eastern brick, was transferred to the 
new corporation and contracts’ made for 
the entire output of Parry Bros, & Co., 
the Bay State Brick company and M. W. 
Sands. P 

All the leading consumers of brick in 
this market have received a circular con- 
taining the announcement of the consol- 
idation. The announcement was also 
made, in reply to all ing uiries from con- 
sumers, that the price of hard brick would 
hereafter be $9 per 1000, 

At least 100,000,000 brick must be nsed in 
this market during the remainder of the 
year, which means that wherever brick is 
employed in construction there will be a 
total increase of cost of construction of 
£100,000, unless the builders succeed in 
breaking the combination.

HEMMED IN BY FIRE. 
Eleven Meu Lose Their Lives In a Michi- 
gan Lumber Camp. 

DETROIT, May 22.—A dispatch from 
Cadillac gives particulars of the burning 
todeath of 11 men at Sands’ lumber camp. 
The men were assembled at dinner and a 
forest fire entirely cut off allescape. When 
the men rushed out of the building in 
which they had been sitting, the smoke so 
blinded them that they became bewildered.

LONG EXILE ENDED. 


An Aged Embezzler Returns te 
Face His Crime. 


RUINED BY SPECULATION. 


History of aCase Which Greatly 
Excited Fall River. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., May 22.—Walter 
Paine of Fall River linen mill fame sur- 
rendered Saturday in Boston to the au- 
thorities there. He was admitted to bail 
inthe sum of $10,000, his sureties being 
Ray Greene Huling of New Bedford, his 
son-in-law, and Sidney B. Paine of Boston, 
his son. 

Paine had been for 14 years in Canada, 
where he went after he became an embez- 
zler of the funds of the American Linen 
company, of which he was agent and treas- 
urer. Of late a petition has been circulated 
and signed very numerously, having for 
its object the settling up of all matters 
pertaining to the embezzlement. 

It is stated on reliable authority that 
Paine need have no fear of prosecution, be- 
cause the case against him will not be 
pressed, and action will be taken at the 
June term of the superior court 

To Have the Case Dismissed. 

The reasons for this determination are 
the long exile of the man (14 years), the 
character of the petition in his behalf, pre- 
sented to District Attorney Knowlton, 
which was signed by every person living 
who suffered by Paine’s embezzlement, 
and the advanced age of the man, which 
is about 70 years. 

In 1878 the Border City mills were 
wrecked, and then followed a period of the 
most exciting times Fall River has ever 
known. Mill treasurers had had great 
temptations to speculate in cotton, and 
they did it to their hearts’ content. Their 
losses were generally charged up to the 
corporations, and the winnings were pock- 
eted by themselves. Directors and boards 
of managers discovered too late the actions 
of their servants, and it was only after 
credits were impaired, reputations gone 
and much money sunk that the true con- 
dition of affairs that existed could be 
learned. “ 

Then came the change in ownership of 
the mills. Factories went for nearly half 
their value,fand that is why,in a great 
measure, the dividends look so great to- 
day on the small amount of capital stock. 

Paine was treasurer of the American 
linen mill. He had married a daughter of 
the late Jefferson Borden, and his social 
connections were of the highest. Though 

He Lived a Life of Luxury 
it was supposed that his income was suf- 
ficient to warrant it. He entertained 
lavishly and was prominent in church 
affairs.

The stockholders 
were duped because Paine had fixed up his 
books to suit the needs of the situation, but 
he knew that sooner or later the end would 
come, and he anticipated it. 
Nie left this city and, it was stated, went 
to /Canada. His family, two sons and a 
dsfighter, followed, and it was learned later 
tifit all were living in Montreal. 

‘aine, it is believed, never again set feet 
oii United States land in 14 years until he 
came to surrender. 

The Linen Mill Was Saved ” 
for its stockholders, anda reorganization 
was accomplished, with magnificent re- 
sults. After the new system was intro- 
ducedin the mill business steadily im- 
proved. Now itisalmost an impossibil- 
ity for a treasurer or agent to use corpora- 
tion money for private purposes. 

Paine, it is said, has been engaged in the 
cotton taanufacture business in Montreal, 
but for a few years past his health has 
been impaired, and his friends have en- 
deavored to have the prosecution against 
him waived. 

It was never discovered whether any 
warrants were issued against him, but 
since the circulation of the petition it is 
believed that there were. People who 
were defrauded by the embezzler signed 
the appeal for clemency in his case, 

Paine’s daughter married Ray Greene 
Huling, principal of the New Bedford high 
school.

FIRE AT SEA. 


& Burning Steamer Seen Off Lynn—No 
Clue to Her Identity. 

Boston, May 23.—Sunday afternoon at 
about 5 o’clock persons along the beaches 
pf Lynn and Swampscott made out a 
burning steamer or steam yacht to the 
southeast, headed south. She was a smal] 
craft, painted white, and carried a single 
smokestack and two masts, with no sails 
get. When first observed, bright flashes 
appeared suddenly from the deck forward. 

By the aid of field glasses, flames were 
seen rising fiercely, sending up dark clouds 
bf smoke and spreading amidship and aft, 
until the vessel was on fire from stem to 
stern. No signals of distress were seen nor 
the putting off of boats with those on board. 
The atmosphere was thick with haze, and 
even with glasses the view was dim and 
indistinct. The vessel was watched for 
more than half an hour, during which 
time she apparently sank lower in the 
water, as her upper works burped away, 
and finally she disappeared. When last 
seen she was a mile or two outside of Egg 
Rock.

The Committee on Sabbath

The effort to secure 
the opening of the World’s fair on Sun- 
days was recited, closing with a statement 
of the vote in congress against it.

It was contemplated to 
take land on the south side, which would 
include part of the grain store. Street was 
becoming more and more a thoroughfare. 

W. B, Rice asa trustee of the Hospital 
gave notice that the Hospital would want 
as much damages as it could get. 

H. H. Faxon thought the widening 
would be a great benefit to the city, and 
Henry M. Faxon thought it could be done 
cheaper now than in the future, 

Walker Street. 
Henry H. Faxon inquired if there was 
ny plan of Walker street. Councilman 
Moxon said there was. Plan was exhibi- 
ted, 

Ex-Councilman Bryant said the Com- 


mittee on Streets of last year’s Council 
made a rule that no street should be ac- 
cepted until put in a proper condition. If 
the committee recommended Walker street 
and Hall place, he hoped the same would 
be done under the betterment act as it 
would not be fair to the tax property in 
other parts of the city. The people who 
bought this land knew they had no way to 
get out. They bought it at a low price on 
that account. 

Charles Cherrington said it was not for a 
personal benefit to open up a large lot of 
land. If the city should have to expend 
$2,500, in five years it would be paid for by 
land that had been opened up and new 
houses built upon. The land now can be 
purchased at a low price but cannot in a 
few years. Hoped Council would give 
this fair consideration atfthis time. 

B. F. Thomas did not think it out of the 
way for people to be taxed. Ward Six had 
been taxed for years for improvement of 
other places. It was quite time to put this 
street through. 

J. E. Drew had lived on Walker street 
for twelve years. It was for the advan- 
tage of the city to complete this street. 
Many people travel through it every day. 
If any of the Council will investigate they 
will see that it is needed. 

Seth Burrell said between 800 and 900 
passed over private land in one day. 

Hall Place. 

C. L. Badger called for1eading of the 
petition. 

A lady representing the Donnelly estate 
appeared in behalf of her aunt, who was 
quite aged; she objected as she had been 
there so long,and did not want the property 
distributed at the present time. 

Councilman Anderson thought this a case 
where nothing should be done to disturb 
the lady. Stone team could use Copeland 
street. 

C. L. Badger had been acquainted with 
this place for more than 60 years. It was 
very much used and would be more so if 
put inshape. Was now unsafe to heavy 
teams. 

Councilman Rooney inquired if Copeland 
street was putin good repair, if so many 
teams would go through there. 

Mr. Badger thought they would as Cope- 
land street has a rise of land all the way. 

W. E. Badger did not want to interfere 
with the aged lady, but thought something 
should be done. The land can be bought 
now as cheap as it ever can. If widened it 
would be as munch travelled as any street in 
West Quincy. Hoped Council would con- 
sider it and take action. 

Couucilman Shackley told of the uses the 
street had been put to in the past. The 
town had grown up around it. Thought 
city would be obliged to pay damages for 
any accident that might happen there. We 
have paid taxes many years and should 
have better street. 

Councilman Rooney was gpposed to 
widening. li people have been s@isfied all 
these years they can be for a few years 
longer. 

Chief Engineer Ripley had been caught 
in this place and been obliged to back out. 
Would he used morethan now if widened. 
The only objection was in regard to Mrs. 
Donnelly. He didnot want to injure her 
health. Hoped petition would be kept be- 
fore the Council and action taken upon it 
at some future time. 

Councilman Donahoe did not think it 
necessary to repair this as there were 
Many more necessary things in West 
Quincy than this. There was two other 
by-ways each shorter than this. Had 
heard expressions from people of Crescent 
street that it would be very undesirable for 
them to have so many heavy teams passing. 
It would benefit a few families and it 
was very conveyient for people going to 
the depot but as a pnblic matter it was not 
at all necessary. 

The motion of Councilman Holbrook 
then prevailed and the hearing closed.

The shareholder in a foreign cor- 
poration, however, is required to report 
his holdings of that kind of evidence of 
property (or submit to doonage) although 
the whole of the actual property which 
the shares represent may lie within the 
commonwealth. 

The law requires that resident share- 
holdersof foreign corporations shall be 
taxed whether the corporations have a 
usual place of business within the com- 
monwealth or not, but there is another 
law (Chap. 341, Acts of 1891) which re- 
quires foreign corporations having a 
usual place of business within the com- 
monwealth to file annually with the sec- 
retary of state a statement of their condi- 
tion. 

Although under the provisions of this 
law railroad corporations, mining and 
manufacturing corporations actually con- 
ducting their mining and manufacturing 
operations wholly without the common 
wealth, and all foreign corporations re- 
quired by law to report to other officials 
of the government (such as foreign mort- 
gage corporations, building and loan cor- 
porations, insurance corporations and gas 
and electric light corporations) are ex- 
empted from its provisions, no less than 
572 corporations filed reports in 1892, and 
the reports can be seen in the office of the 
secretary of state. 

Corporations Doubly Taxed. 

Of these at least manufactur- 
ing corporations, 24 publishing corpora- 
tions and five land companies, or more 
than two-thirds of the whole number, have 
their entire business, plant and property 
within the commonwealth, and this un- 
doubtedly fully taxed where it is located. 

Is it reasonable or decent to require the 
shareholders of such corporations to pay 
another tax to the towns or cities they 
reside in, the corporations themselves 
having already paid once to the towns or 
sities where the property is located and 
protected, and to the state for whatever 
the value of their franchises may be over 
and above the value of their tangible 
property ?

ARGUMENT OF THE DEFENSE 


Will Tend to Show Inconsistent

(5) the failure of all other clues except that 
leading to Lizzie borden to offer any ex- 
planation of crimes; (6) the lack of op- 
portunity for any other person to have 
committed the deed

must have done it.

EVANGELISTS MEET. 


What Has Been Done In New England 
During the Past Year. 


Bostoy, May 24.—The sixth annual 
meeting and conference of the Evan- 
gelistic Association of New England 
was held in Park Street church. 
Early in the meeting came the read- 
ing of the records, and reports of the 
president, secretary, treasurer and the 
committees on workers and work, finance, 
membership—which were omitted—pub- 
lic and associttioa meetings, ministerial 
department and examinations. 

President McLean complimented the 
members of the association on the work 
done during the past year and said that 
he would bike to thank each of them per- 
sonally if he had time.

LIVES SACRIFICED 


In the Severe Storm Which Swept 
Over Cleveland. 


——_ 


MUCH DAMAGE OUT WEST. 


Louisville Also Receives a Se- 
vere Shaking Up. 


CLEVELAND, May 24.—A terrific wind- 
storm struck chis city yesterday. Four 
men were instantly kilied and many in- 
jured in the numerous casualties. <A 
scaffold was blown from its fastenings by 
the high wind, seriously, and in one case 
fatally, injuring four men employed by the 
Cleveland Gas Light and Coke company. 

It had been found necessary to elevate a 
brick chimney on the top of the Bradley 
block at the corner of Superior and Erie 
streets, and far this purpose a scaffolding 
bad been built up 20 feet above the six- 
story building. Seeing the storm coming, 
the men employed on it ran to shelter. The 
wind was soon upon it, and with a tearing 
of timbers the whole mass broke loose. It 
dropped straight down the side of the 
building till the second floor was reached. 
Here it was caught by another gust of 
wind and hurled with terrific force toward 
the gutter, where it landed with a fearful 
crash, 

Twenty men were at work in the gutter. 
They were working on the ditch so as not 
to block the sewer when the rain fell. The 
huge mass of heavy timbers 

Fell Right In Their Midst. 

They were ail thrown off their feet by the 
concussion, but all Lut four of their num- 
ber immedictely sprang up. The four men 
could not arise as they were pinned down 
by heavy timbers. A general hurry call 
was sent in ‘cr all the ambulances in the 
city. 

They responded promptly and the work 
of rescue began. As soon as the men were 
extricated they were hustled away to Lake- 
side hospital 

A portion of the plate department of the 
Cleveland Rolling Mill company under- 
going construction gave way to the storm 
with fatal results. There were a number 

of employes on the structure, two of wuom 
were killed instaatly and another recei ved 
injuries which will doubtless prove fatal, 
and several more were badly injured. 


The Storm at Louisville. 

LOUISVILLE, May 24.—The wind has 
worked its will upon Louisville. Dwell- 
ings are ruined, streets are filled with 
the wreckage of roofs, with broken and 
uprooted trees, with remnants of walls 
and twisted wires. Noiives are known to 
be lost and few of the injuries received are 
serious, 

The blow struck the south of the city 
first, marking its destructive forces first 
“gviunche Louisville and Nashville ronnd- 
hovse at ‘Tentit street and Broadway. 
From there on the center-of the city sui- 
fered little, save by chimneys nd 
and trees uprooted. The full force of the 
wind struck the squares bounded by 
Campbell, Hancock, Broadway and Green 
streets, and chere the principal damage 
was done 

When lhe storm struck the city eight 
workmen atthe big Lonisville and Nasb- 
ville roundhouse, at ‘lenth and Broadway, 
were busy about the enzines. As the wind 
struck the circular building the roof was 
lifted free from a!i fastenings and then, as 
a lull came, dropped from its own weigh’ 
square upon the structure. The walls 
: oithe presstire-aut the roof crashed 
down upon the interior. —__ ene 

The heavy engines were OREN ee KE 
tops, but the meu escaped almost miraca- 
lously from death. As the roof lifted, each 
man dived into ths pit beneath his engine 
and there lay safe and unscathed till the 
storm passed and ull crawled out. 


In the Far West. 

Sioux Ciry, Ia, May 24.—A windstorm 
blowing atthe rateof 84 miles an hour 
passed over this city, doing great damage. 
Several houses in the course of construc- 
tion were demolished, a number of barns 
blown down, plate glass windows broken 
and the telephone and electric light sys- 
tem demolished. Reports from the country 
show much damage to outbuildings. 

In South Dakota two elevators were 
blown down at Eagan. Houses were dam- 
aged and lumber yards scattered at Gay- 
ville. Two elevators were demolished at 
Ethan and many farm buildings damaged 
in the vicinity. At Alpena the Presby- 
terian church was badly damaged. 

At Madison, S. D., the house of C. Petjtt 
was demolished and the occupants seri- 
ously injured. At Mitchell a tower 140 
feet high was destroyed. At Salem water 
was three feet deep inthestreets. At 
Lechter several elevators were blown 
down. No one is reported killed. The 
wind blew 75 to 80 miles an hour.

ISHE AN EMBEZZLER 


Charges fiade Against Colonel 
Mills of Newburyport. 


HE WIIL BE PROSECUTED. 


Expert Accountants Are Now at 
Work on His Books. 


NEWBURYPORT, Mass., May 25.—Colonel 
J. Albert Mills, for the past nine months 
ugent of the Victoria cotton mills of this 
city, isan alleged embezzler. Last Satur- 
day evening the announcement was made 
thatColonel Mills had resigned his posi- 
tion as agent. This was a surprise to the 
community. 

Now it appears that Colonel Mills did 
not resign, but, instead, was 

Removed by the Directors 
for embezzlement, the extent of Which is 
not yet determ ined. 

Treasurer Daniel H. Kane of the Vie- 
toria mills corporation was seen last even- 
ing, but was not willing to go into details, 
snd said that the directors had instructed 
the executive cgiicers to prosecute Colonel 
Mills for embezzlement.

GRANADA, Nicaragua, via Galveston, 
Yex., May 25.—Additional details of the 
decisive battle of Barranca Pass, near 
Massaya, show that it was even more dis- 
astrous than at first believed. Reliable 
data shows that the government’s losses 
were 155 killed and 267 wounded. This 
was largely due to the terrible raking fire 
of the revolutionary artillery, which occu- 
pied a strong position and threw out its 
murderous messengers with deadly effect.

GREEK PLAY TONIGHT. 


Miss Slade of Quincy in Leading 
at Ploughkeepsie. 

This evening there will be given in the 
Poughkeepsie Opera House, New York, 
by Vassra girls, the Greek play of ‘‘ Anti- 
gone” in which Miss Helen M. Slade of 
this city takes the leading character. 


~fre-Boston—Journal of today gives a 
portrait of Miss Slade. It is not often the 
Journal says that the production of a 
Greek play is attempted and in making 
their selection, which isthe ‘‘ Antigone,” 
of Sophocles, the young ladies have shown 
themselves very ambitious. It is a play 
which has rarely been given. 

The production of the Greek play is at- 
tended with peculiar difficulties, especially 
in regard to the stage settings. All 
students of Greek history are familiar with 
the records of the small platform on which 
the prominent characters appeared, 
dressed in most remarkable costumes, and 
made up in a mauner peculiar to the time. 
They appeared in masks absurd and often 
grotesque, and often spoke through a 
trumpet-like mouthpiece, as the theatre was 
in the form of an amphitheatre, which, 
being in the open air, made it very difficult 
for the speakers to be heard. The chorus, 
which was one of the principal and most 
beautiful features of the play, performed 
below the smal! platform, in the pit of the 
amphitheatre, where there was an altar to 
the gods. 

The masks which were worn in the 
ancient theatres, will be omitted by the 
Vassar girls tonight, much tu the delight 
of the audience. Otherwise, the costumes 
will be as complete as modern American 
ski.l can produce. The graceful flowing 
costumes of harmoniously soft, odd tints 
give a peculiarly pleasing effect to the 
scenes, and by skillful manipulations of 
the long, graceful sleeves and tunics aid 
most effectively in expression of joy, 
sorrow, rage, and all the emotions of the 
players. 

The music, too, always a delightful addi- 
tion, is specially unique in the Greek plays. 
Mendelssohn’s music has been arranged 
for the occasion, and the chorus of 15 
selected voices is supplemented by a large 
chorus, and all will be accompanied by a 
large orchestra of appropriate instruments. 

In the tragedy to be presented tonight 
King Creon has forbidden, under penalty 
of death, that any one should bury the 
body of the brother of Antigone. Un- 
mindful of the King’s decree Antigone 
burys her brother, so that his spirit shall 
not wander restlessly up and down in the 
realms below. The sister is imprisoned in 
a tomb of stone, where she hangs herself. 
Her wicked persecutors meet with their 
punishment, experiencing continued mis- 
eries and misfortunes. 

Miss Helen Slade, who takes the part of 
Antigone, the leading character, is especial- 
ly well fitted for the role, her voice being 
peculiarly adapted to the part. Miss 
Slade has a remarkably fine record as a 
student, not only at Vassar, where she is 
president of her class, but she was 
graduated as valedictorian from the Quincy 
grammar school, and also from the 
Thayer Academy at Braintree, where she 
prepared for college.

At the battle of Antietam, or Sharps- 
burg, McClellan sent a strong force against 
an unoccupied portion of Longstreet’s line. 
The latter was quick to notice this move 
ment. Calling to General Sorrell and Cap- 
tain Latrobe to follow him, Longstreet gal- 
loped to the gap in his line, toward whicb 
point the Federals were advancing rapidly, 
Two cannon had been left there, almost 
the entire crew of both guns dead or lying 
desperately wounded. Longstreet instantly 
dismounted, and with the aid of Sorrell 
and Latrobe wheeled the heavy pieces into 
line, double shotted them and trained them 
on the advancing Federal line. Longstreet 
sighted both pieces and jerked the lanyards 
with his own hands. Theeffect was terrific, 
Both shots went true, mowing great gaps 
in the Federal line. The pieces were loaded 
and trained rapidly, so that again and again 
the advancing line of Federr s was broken 
and momentarily halted, giving time to ac- 
complish what Longstreet had in view—the 
re-establishing of his own line, concentrat- 

ing at the point of attack.—St. Paul Pio- 
neer Press. 


General Gordon's Flag of Truce. 

At the surrender of Lee’s army, when 
General Gordon determined to send a flag 
of truce to General Sheridan, he summoned 
Major Hunter of his staff and ordered him 
to carry a flag of truce forward. ‘General, 
I have no flag of truce,” replied Major 
Hunter. “Get one,” said the general curt- 
ly. “General,” he replied again, “we have 
no flag of truce in our command.” “Take 
your handkerchief and put it on a stick and 
go forward with it.” ‘General, there is no 
handkerchief in the staff.” “Then, major, 
use your shirt.” “You see, general, that 
we all have on flannel shirts.” At last one 
man was found who still had a white shirt. 
A part of it was torn off, and with this re- 
markable emblem tied on a stick the major 
wentforward towerd the enemy’s lines.

Acted Upon by the Presbyterian 
General Assembly. 


DR. BRIGGS AGAIN SPEAKS 


In Defense of the New York 
Presbytery’s Attitude. 


WASHINGTON, May 26.—-Yesterday was 
the first day of the second week’s exist- 
ence of the general assembly of the Pres- 
byterian church, and as on the first day of 
the first week the church was filled with 
an eager, interested audience, At 9:30 
the moderator opened the assembly with 
prayer. After the disposition of some 
routine business he presented a report 
from the judicial committee recommend- 
ing that the six complaints of J. J. Mc- 
Cook and others against the New York 
synod, growing out of the trial of Pro- 
fessor Briggs, be referred to a judicial 
committee for trial. It gave rise to an in- 
formal discussion, in the course of which 
the question was asked whether or not the 
synod of New York had met since the 
charges were filed. 

Moderator Craig—We have a certificate 
from the stated clerk that the charges are 
in order, and we cannot go behind the re- 
turns. 

The recommendation of the committee 
was adopted. 

Dr. Baker then reported the action of 
the committee upun the overtures 

Relating to Appeals 
direct from the synod to the general as- 
sembly. The committee said that inas- 
much as these overtures had to do with 
the case now pending, it seemed only fair 
that the report upon them should be made 
before the case should be determined. 

At the same time recognizing the ffact 
that there was no opportunity at this time 
for discussion, it was recommended that 
the report be placed on the docket un- 
less the assembly was ready to vote 
promptly upon it, Overtures from 29 
presbyteries asked specific action upon the 
case now pending: those from 14 ochers 
asked a change in the book of discipline to 
prevent any future appeal being taken di- 
rect from the presbytery to the general as- 
sembly. 

The committee recommended the enact- 
ment of the following resolution: 

Resolved, That a presbytery has thé un- 
doubted right of petition to the general assem- 
bly as toall matterrrelating tothe polity of 
te church; but an overtare from a presbytery 
adrising the assembly what action sheuald be 
taken by said assembly in a pending judicial

opinion on a pending judicial case expressed 
through its commissioners on the floor of the 
ceneral assembly, but it has not the right by 
overture to try lo influence the decision of the 
assembly on any pending judicial case. We, 
therefore, recommend that all snch overtures, 
in sofatas they relaie tothe action of the 
wssembly in any case now pending before it, 
be laid upon the table. We farther recom- 
mend that that part of said overtures relating 
to achange of the book of discipline, so as to 
provide that no cases may in the futuye be 
taken by appeal directly from the presbytery 
to the general assembly, be referred to the 
committee on church polity. 
Adopted Without Dissent. 


A motion to accept the report and adopt 
the recommendations was made and 
adopted with no dissent. Moderator Craig 
then resolved the assembly into a judicial 
court, and Dr. Briggs resumed his speech 
in defence of the action of the New York 
presbytery in the case of the prosecution 
against him and in opposition to the enter- 
taining of the appeal from the judgment 
of the presbytery thereon.

To Blow Up Cyclones. 


Dr. C. R. Carpenter has evolved a plan 
by which approaching cyclones can be 
bombarded and many lives and thou. 
sands of dollars’ worth of property 
saved. Dr. Carpenter says that the great 
Mississippi and Missouri valleys com- 
pose the cyclone centers of the conti- 
nent. His plan is to have stations where 
men can be trained to watch for a com: 
ing twister and then destroy it before it 
reaches the city by exploding it with 
torpedoes. He said: “I would have a 
station sufficiently high to permit the 
watchmen to see a cyclone when it is 
coming. The torpedoes would have to 
be sent into the cloud scientifically, of 
course, and therefore men should be 
trained to the service. I would have the 
station attached to the weather bureau, 
which would aid in getting advance in- 
form»son of cyclones. Strong marine 
glasses could be used at night by watch- 
men, and an alarm could be given in

OPEN FOR INSPECTION. 


The New Central Pire Station a Model 
House—A Deacription. 


The new central fire station which is 
open for public inspection today, and 
which will be occupied next week, is one 
of the finest and best appointed buildings 
for fire apparatus in the state. A brief 
description follows. 

The building is situated on the corner of 
Quincy and High Schoo! avenues. [t is 
rectangular in shape having a frontage on 
Quincy avenue of 55 feet and extending 
back 63 feet. Back of this is a hose tower 
11 feet square, and an L 24 feet square for 
the supply wagon. The apparatus room 
on the ground floor is 40 feet deep with the 
full width, being room enough for three 
pieces, Steamer, Hose and Hook & Ladder. 
Back of the apparatus are seven horse 
stalls, passageways and a broad stairway 
leading up stairs. Back of the stalls is 
a stable 12 feet wide. 

The second floor is divided at the front 
into chief's headquarters, reading and a 
lounging room, with closets and two slid- 
ing poles which go down between the front 
entrances. The remainder of this floor is 
divided up into well lighted corridors 
separating the electrician’s room and three 
sleeping rooms. On this same floor, over 
the stable, is the battery room, hay lofts 
and bath room. 

The third floor is left unfinished and will 
be utilized as a repair shop and storage 
room, 

In the basement is the boiler room, 
coal bins, and a Torrent hose trough 
and sprinkler. 

The foundation of the building is of blue 
Quincy granite. The walls are-of light re? 
brick, the effect of piers is given at comers, 
sides and front, and also that -‘ several 
stone cornices on front and prvand portion 
of sides. There are three main entrances 
in front arched in brick, il feet span, with 
granite fenders on each side. A red granite 
slab is placed over the cevtre door, on 
which is cut in raised polished letters, 
“Central Fire Station.” 

It is a hip roof, Monson slate, with slated 
dormers and eye brow openings in front 
On the hose tower is a gilded weather vane, 
70 feet above the street. The heating is 
direct steam. The framing of the floors 
and trusses is of hard pine, and the flooring 
is laid in spruce plank and finished in hard 
pine. The walls and ceiling of the ground 
floors are sheathed with cypress, natural 
finish, while the walls of the second story 
are plastered, with cypress wainscotting 
The stairways are finished ia ash, The 
building is piped for gas and wired for 
electric lights. 

The cost of the building was about 
$20,000; and the builders, Eldridge & 
Sylvester, of Brockton, while the architect 
was E. G. Thayer of this city.

There is no sight to our mind so im- 
pressive as the spectacle of the veterans of 
the G. A. R. filing through the streets of 
the town on Decoration day, wending their 
way to the cemeteries to strew with the 
first flowers of spring the graves of their 
comrades who have preceded them in 
answer to the last bugle call. 

Let our citizens on Tuesday next make 
this a holiday in the true sense of the 
occasion. 

Let us greet the veteran with the grand 
old flag placed conspicuously on the resi- 
dence along the line of march adorned with 
the color the brave men loved to defend. We 
should go to the cemeteries, take the little 
ones, and thus honor the dead heroes and 
also the remaining veterans who take de- 
light in paying homage to their departed 
comrades on this occasion.

BEAUTIFUL ARLINGTON. 


The Sacred Spot Where Slumber Thou- 


Nor shall your glory be forgot 
While Fame her record keeps 


WARTIME BANDS HELD CARNIVAL ON| sands of Our Loyal Dead, 
| 


With Drums and Trumpets the Boys In 
Blue Awoke the Echoes In the Virginia 
Hills — Sweet Old Melodies Heard on 
Many a Bloody Field—The Reveille. 


While McClellan was organizing the 
army around Washington in 1861 and mat- 
ters were comparatively quiet on the Po- 
tomac there was abundant opportunity to 
observe the variety in style and composi- 
tion of the music furnished by the bandsof 
the various regiments stationed about 
Chain bridge. Almost every state from 
Maine to the Mississippi was represented, 
and even California was there. 

It was considered a great thing in those 
days to have a drum major or a veteran 
fifer who had been through the Mexican 
war and was master of all the old army 
service calls and marching tunes. We en- 
joyed our bands, of course, and looked for- 
ward with eagerness to the afternoon con- 
cert, for regularly every fair day when 4 
o’clock came around the really good bands 
would be assembled, and then the banks of 
the Potomac seemed bathed in a flood of 
martial mel@y. First the band of the 
Sixth Maine would strike up and favor us 
with some stirring quickstep. Then over

PLAY SUSPECTED. 
A Woman Dies at Augusta, Me., Under 
Suspicious Circumstances. 

AvuGusTA, Me., May 29.—At Baker’s 
mills in Chelsea, which is in the vicinity

Yesterday Joseph H. Wellman’s little 
son went to the spring to get a pail of 
water, when Bradley came to the window 
and told the boy to go and tell his mother 
that Mrs. Farren was dead, and to come 
down. 

The lad did as he was directed, but his 
father went instead and found the story 
true. Mrs. Farren was lying on one side 
of her bed, with a shawl and blue coat 
thrown over her. In the kitchen was a 
small can nearly full of paris green and 
also a tumbler, which showed that paris ! 
green had been mixed in it. 

Bradley said Mrs. Farren drank nearly a 
quart of whisky before he went upstairs. 
He heard her exclaim: ‘Oh! Charley! I’m 
dying; give me some water!’ He was 
called down several times to give her water 
before she died. 

After she was dead he made up his mind 
to commit suicide. He took a spoonful of 
paris green at three different times, but 
rach time it made himsosick that he 
tomited it up.

HOW THEY GET IN. 


Gang of Smugglers Now In the 
Government’s Custody. 


THEY DID A BIG BUSINESS 


In Introducing Chinamen at 
$100 a Head. 


Boston, May 29.—Two Chinamen have 
been placed under arrest in Vermont by 
special officers of the government for 
fraudently introducing their fellow coun- 
trymen into the states. They were Frank 
C. Park of St. Johnsbury and Chin Poy 
of Lydenville, the latter transacting busi- 
ness under the assumed name of Charlie 
Wah Kee. 

These men were lodged in jail at St. 
Johnsbury. Charles (. Smith has also 
been arrested at Churleston by United 
States Marshal Fairley and placed in jail 
at Newport, Vt. Warrants have been is- 
sued, and officers are in hot pursuit of 
‘rank Ross, also Wilts Hopkins and wife, 
and their arrest is hourly expected. 

It appears that some months ago Special 


Agent of the Treasury Department Con- 
verse J. Smith of Boston obtained in- 


formation that Chinese laborers and laun- 
drymen were being smuggled in large 
numbers into the United States, and ac- 
tive measures were taken to break up the 
fraudulent system. It was soon ascer- 
tained that the operators were 
Shrewd and Desperate, 

ard controlled a system extending from 
the Pacific coast to Boston, with a number 
of agentsin the principal cities as man- 
agers. 

The charges upon which warrant is is- 
sued arethat when the Chinamen were 
taken from Montreal they were delivered 
to one Frank Lee, alsoa Chinaman and 
laundryman, at Sherbrooke, P. Q., who 
secreted them for 10 days or two weeks in 
order that notrail might be obtained of 
the men, and then under cover of the night 
they were taken by carriage by A. F. 
Miles tohis residence at Stanstead, near 
the border. 

Miles, so it is said, had fitted up his 
house for accommodation of these men, 
and here they were also detained -for a 
time and then forwarded again by night 
to one Charles L. Smith at Charleston, 
Vt., who in turn delivered them to Chinese 
laundrymen at Lydenville or St. Johns- 
bury, Vt., some 60 miles from the border, 
and at these points the Chinamen have 
taken trains to Lowell, Lawrence and 
other cities. 

Frank Ross and Wilts Hopkins, also 
Mattie Ross,a daughter of the former, 
who was unitedin marriage to Hopkins 
two weeks since, all residing at Charlea- 
ton, have also, it is charged, fraudulenty 
introduced Chinamen and acted as car- 
riers between the points mentioned. Sev- 
eral of these parties have also, it is be- 
lieved, been engaged in smuggling opium 
and other merchandise. 

The number of Chinamen thus fraudu- 
lently intreduced cannot be estimated, but 
itis known to be large, as a great num- 
ber of tickets have been purchased at St. 
Jobnsbury and Lydenville by the men 
now under arrest.

CHINA’S ATTITUDE. 
Enforcement of the Geary Law Means 


Termination of All Relations. 


WASHINGTON, May 29.—J. Hubley Ash- 
ton, one of the counsel tor the Chinese 
government in the recent test case before 
the supreme court as to the constitution- 
ality of the Geary law, said that the new 
Chinese minister would arrive here in 
about a month. 

When asked if the statement was correct 
that the minister was delaying his de- 
parture in order to bring an ultimatum 
from the Chinese government as tothe 
Geary law and its violation of treaty obli- 
gations, Mr. Ashton, replied: 

“Oh, I think not. The Chinese govern- 
meut has already informed the state de- 
partment thatif anything is done under 
the Geary law, all relations with China, 
diplomatic, commercial, and otherwise, 
may be considered as terminated.

An Odd M'-souri Law. 

Missouri law is sometimes comical. ] 
read afew days ago that a new statute 
had been passed by the Missouri legisla- 
ture which makes it a penitentiary of- 
fense fora husband to desert his wife 
until he has lived with her for at least 10 
years.

WorLp’s Fair, May 26. — [Special.] -

necessary to omit the children. In truth 
itisin some respects better for childrer 
than for their elders. Every boy and gir 
in America should see the World’s fair

see the world and its works. Right here 

Iam going to appeal to all fathers and 

mothers who do me the honor to read this 

Ketter not to leave the little folks at home 

when coming to Chicago. They will not 

be very much expense or trouble; and il 

they are the recompense will be found 

every day of your sojourn here. 

Boys and girls who are old enough tc 
look with eager-eyed interest upon the 
marvels of architecture, machinery, art, 
manufacture, and agriculture will find 
every spot in this vast exposition like a 
series of object lessons, showing them all 
that is in the world, its uses, how made 
and by what manner of people. But even 
the smaller children have not been forgot 
ten by the builders of the exposition. 
They have provided a special building for 
the small people, the first time in the his- 
tory of international expositions that this 
has been done, The Children’s building 
is a handsome structure of two stories 
standing near the principal entrance to 
the grounds, between the Woman’s and 
and the Horticultural buildings. Within 
are not only playrooms and conveniences 
for mothers and their babies, but there 
are exhibits of the countless variety of 
things in which children are interested, 
The roof, where a superb view of the lakes 
and palaces may be had, has been con- 
verted into a play ground, and here every 
day is ascene which to my mind is one of 
the most fascinating features of the whole 
exposition. It isa throng of several hun- 
dred little ones amusing themselves with 
all manner of play things gathered here 
by loving hands from all the workshops of 
the earth. 

One department of the Children’s build- 
ing is of great practical advantage to 
mothers and their babes. It is the public 
nursery. By payment of a small fee 
mothers may leave their babies here in 
charge of competent nurses—women who 
not only know how to take care of babies 
who are well but who have medical skill 
and practical knowledge of infant ail- 
ments. Of course there have been many 
jokes about this department. ‘Check 
your baby here” was too good a topic for 
the wits and wags to let go unimproved. 


They have rung the changes on what 


might happen in case the checks should 
get mixed and the babies likewise. They 
have descanted upon the opportunity that 
might be offered boy-less parents to con- 
trive some artful device by which they 
might deposit a girl in the forenoon and 
in the afternoon walk away with a cherub 
»f the other sex. But of course these are 
mere jokes, and the department is a 
genuine convenience to mothers who can’t 
afford to take nurses to the exposition and 
who don’t wish to lug their charges about 
allday. A baby may be left here three or 
four hours without any misgivings. It 
will be well cared for, and in fact will be

better off than were it being lugged from 
building to building, through the sun- 
shine and the crowds, 

The ladies whose good hearts prompted 
them to arrange the Children’s building 
do not want too much publicity given to 
this baby-checking department. In the 
first place, the capacity of their nurseries 
is necessarily limited. They donot expect 
to be able to take in all the babies who 
are offered. Besides, they are afraid of 
having too many infants left on their 
hands. Some of the little folks who read 
this letter will be surprised to learn that 
there are fathers and mothers—even 
mothers—in the world who would be glad 
of such an opportunity as this affords to 
abandon their babes into good and kind 
hands. At the Paris exposition four years 
ago there was such a department, and dur- 
jng the summer several hundred babies 
were left on the hands of the nurses as un- 
claimed baggage. Of course the deserted 
twaifs were sent tothe foundlings’ homes. 
While this was the experience iz Paris] 
do not believe it will be imitated in Chi- 
cago. Now and then some poor mother 
may take a check for her baby and then go 
away and cry her eyesout in some hotel or 
onarailway train and never return; but 
such cases will be rare in America, I am 


pure. 

The Children’s building is something 
more than a nursery and a play house. 
There is an exhibit here of all the things 
which man’s ingenuity has devised to 
assist mothers in rearing their children, 
educating them, preserving their health 
and making them happy. Of course the 
building is above all the home of toys. 
Though the building was decided on only 
a few months ago, as soon as the plan was 
announced the responses came in most 
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generis, Bes y commissioners from 
oreign countries gave a - 
hibits which they had Pesate oo ean 
elsewhere. Others cabled home for collec- 
tions of topsand knick-knacks particularly 
appropriate for the Children’s palace, and

The 
nations of the earth here vie in providing 
amusement for the juvenile part of hu- 
manity, Considering the well known 
ingenuity of the Yankee, his art in con- 
trivances and his bold originality, one 
would think America might be in the lead 
in this field. She might be, but certainly 
isnot. The Germans, the Swiss and the 
French are the chief of toy-makers, Eng- 
land is represented, and Sweden and Nor- 
way, even Russia, China and Japan.

On their roof-garden play house the 
children are to have music, They are to 
have something nice to eat and drink as 
they sit under the shade of the big awn- 
ings.

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THE DOLL DISPLAY. 

Santa Clausin allhis glory, riding atop a 
beautiful chariot where he holds a Christ- 
mas tree aloft and where he is surrounded 
by a galaxy of toys, dolls and animals 
that even the most sedate adult pauses to 
examine with much pleasure. <A pretty 
maiden in blue drives the horse attached 
to Santa’s chariot, and a real horse—at 
least the stuffed skin of what was once a 
prancing steed in old Nuremberg town— 
it is, too. By the side of the horse is Carlo, 
the big dog, lacking only the barking 
from his red mouth and the wag of his 
bushy tail to make him perfect. This dis- 
play is always surrounded by a large 
throng of folks little and big. 

There is here a marvelous display of 
dolls. The Germans, the Bavarians, the 
French and the Swiss show dolls thatmake 
grown women wish they were little girls 
again and cause even men to pause and 
admire the art and ingenuity employed in 


the manufacture of such perfect creatures, 


But the doll-display which is sure to 
take first prize is the product of American 
hands. It is in the Woman’s building, 
where it was placed by the New York 
ladies whose deft hands fashioned it. This 
is perhaps the most pretentious and most 
successful effort made in the doll world. 
The dolls are not so remarkable as their 
costumes, for the latter show the dress 
and personal adornments of all the people 
who have helped to make America what it 
is and of all epochs in the country’s his- 
tory. It was a happy idea and has been 
most cleverly executed. First to attract 
attention, perhaps, is a Spanish senorita 
of the time of the settlement of St, Augus- 
tine, Fla., the oldest town in America, 
She is a beautiful senorita, with full skirt 
about a body which one may readily 
imagine to be lithe and passionate, anda 
lace mantle half concealing a piquant face 
and a wealth of raven hair, 

Near by isa maiden attired as maidens 
were in the early days of New England—a 
prim little Puritan with a mouth made 
for kissing that never was kissed, we fear. 
She is a splendid type of that race of Pris- 
cillas who fascinated our early John 
Aldens and Miles Standishes and who 
nave left their mark on the sturdy man- 
hood and earnest womanhood that have 
peopled, not only New England but large 
parts of New York, the western reserve of 
Ohio, and all the prairies and valleys of 
the west. This Priscilla wears a brown 
homespun gown, with a white kerchief 
crossed on her breast. On her head is a 
bonnet or cap with strings of black velvet. 

There are so many other beautiful doll 
figures here that the average visitor finds 
himself lingering by the hour to look at 
them. The prettiest of all, many think, is 
a New York belle of the year 1750, when 
New York was a mere village at the lower 
endof Manhattan island. Her costume, 
oddly enough, is not so far different from 
thefashionable apparel of our own day. 
She has a gown of green silk, a long, fur- 
trimmed cloak, a black velvet hat with 
nodding plume and a great muff which 
hides her little doll-hands. Much simpler 
but quite as comely is a demure Quakeress 
ina gray satin garb with just a dash of 
coquetry in the bow under her chin. 

Every one stops to admire a representa- 
tion of a lady of the court of Washington 
whoisso perfect and so stately that she 
nicht be Lady Washington or Nellie 
Curtis herself. A petticoat of white satin, 
with long court train of white, brocaded 
In gold and bright colors, pearls around a 
slender throat and powdered hair in curls 
| that are looped back with pearls, make a 
picture of rare loveliness. 

This is a comical looking little lady in 
crinoline, a Dutch fraulein of the early 
| days of New Amsterdam, an exact copy of 
the portrait of Mrs. William Beekman, 
who was the belle of New York three- 
quarters of a century ago, and several 
costumes of the present day. The whole 
display is unique and beautifal. And

AN ATERACTIVE CEMETERY 


Mt. Wollaston Becoming Prettier and 
Prettier Each Year—New Monuments. 
Mount Wollaston Cemetery never looked 

prettier than it does at present, which is 
mainly due to the pleasant weather and 
the efforts of Capt. Spear, the superinten- 
dent, and his corps of helpers. But few 
large monuments have been erected this 
year but there have been many markers 
and small tablets. 

Among the most noticeable monuments 
are those erected in the Spear, Lombard, 
Foster, Keene, Hardwick, Baxter, Griffin, 
and Darling lots. 

That on the Spear lot is very handsome, 
it consists of a rough cut granite base and 
die, on which is cy a representation of a 
log of wood and scroll on which is the 
name ‘‘Spear.’’ On the two ends is a 
large letter “‘S”? and on the sides isa 
panel with a frame representing logs, on 
which is the inscription, 

The Lombard monument, near the pond, 
cannot failto attract attention, There are 
two bases of fine cut granite, o@ the second 
of which is the name ‘“Lombard,”’ with a 
polished frame. The four sides of the die 
are also polished. On this is a fine cut 
cap, on front of which ina polished circle 
with the monogram “J. W. L.’’ in polished 
letters. An ivy vine alsoruns around the 
base of the cap. 

The Foster monument has two bases of 
fine cut granite. On the face of the second 
base in raised, polished, old English letters 
is the name “ Foster.” The four sides of 
the die are polished and the cap which sur- 
mounts it is fine cut granite. 

The Keene monument, under the hill, in 
the new part, is of Quincy granite and has 
two basis, adie and cap. On the second 
base is the name ‘‘ Keene’’ surrounded by 
a frame of ivy leaves cut in the polished 
surface, The die is polished and bears 
the inscriptions. On the face of the cap is 
a large polished old English letter ‘‘ K.’’ 

Those on the Baxter, Griffin and 
Hardwick lots are large double polished 
tablets, and while simple are very pretty.

In two ways there has been quite a gen- 
eral improvement during the past week. 
Better weather throughout most of the 
country has stimulated retail trade, and 
the large distribution of goods has made 
jobbing trade more active. Monetary 
anxieties have curiously abated at many 


widely arated points. Larze loans so- 
licited >a week or two ago, to 
provide for extreme emergencies in differ- 
ent cities, have not been wanted, and 


threatening failures at several points have 
passed 
Without Causing Much Disturbance. 


Yet the actual conditions do not seem te 
have changed materially. Gold is still go 
ing out and £2,000,002 more are to be 


shipped today. 

The treasury reserve is again below the 
hundred million limit. The large demand 
for rediscounts and advances by western 
and southern banks, though considerably 
abated, has been greater than eastern 
banks could wholly get. There is no de 
finite improvement in findncial affairs 
abroad, and the prospect of continued 
outgo of gold for some time to come has 
not altered.

Every salon was packed and 
the foyers were jammed: by a disorderly 
crowd of picture lovers. 


Trouble In the Art Department. 


Halsey C. Ives, the head of the art 
department of the World’s= fair bas 
roused the wrath of the gentlemen in 
Chicago of the French art exhibition at 


the fair and of A. A. Anderson an artist 
of New York in particular. 

So much indignation has Mr. Ives 
aroused that there is every probability 
that the courts will be asked to enjoin him 
from interfering with the management of 
the French exhibit. 

On the wall of one of the rooms connect- 
ing the French pictures is one painted by 
Mr. Anderson. Its title is ‘tA Woman 
Taken In Adultery.” The picture is said 
to have taken medals at the Paris salon of 
1889 and in Berlin two years later. |

ment it was refused, the reason being 
given that it was immoral.

A GHASTLY MURDER 


Fall River the Scene of an Atro- 
cious Crime. 


VICTIM A YOUNG WOMAN. 


The Horrible Deed Shrouded 
In Mystery. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., May 31.—The city 
is in a state of intense excitement, due to 
the discovery last night of an atrocious 
murder, rivalling in many respects those 
of Mr. and Mrs. Borden. 

The victim was Miss Bertha Manchester, 
aged 22 years, a former student in the 
high school, and a descendant of one of the 
oldest families in this section of New Eng- 
land. Miss Manchester lived at a farm- 
house, four miles from city hall, on what 
is knowa as the New Boston road, very 
near the Wilson road. 

Miss Manchester was last seen alive 
about 7:30 oclo:k yesterday morning, 
when her father, Stephen Mvunchester, left 
for this city, accompanied by his son and 
lured boy, to deliver milk on his regular 
route. 

About 2 o’cleck in the afternoon they 
arrived home. Freddy, his 12-year-old boy, 
opened the gate for the fatherto drive the 
milk wagen into the barn, and ran ahead 
into the house to get something to eat. He 
openedthe kitchen door inthe Lof the 
house, and 

Saw His Murdered Sister 
lying in a pocl of blood on the floor. A 
hasty examination was made of the house 
and iminmediate surroundings. A bloody 
axe was found in a woodpile near the baci 
gate. 

After hunting all over the premises and 
being satisfied that the murderer, whoever | 
he was, had escaped, a closer investigation 
ofthe case was made. A photographer 
and engineer were summoned and 12 nega- 
tives and innumerable measurements were 
taken under the direction of the authori- 
ties. 

The examination of the body disclosed 
horrible conditions. The young girl was 
lying close to the foot of the stove, where 
she had evidently dragged herself 

Through Pools of Her Blood. 
Her right leg was drawn under her body, 
her clothes were partly drawn from her 
hips and her head and face were frightfully 
multilated. 

There were four long, deep cuts on the 
back of the head and the wp of the skull 
was crushed to a jelly. There were sev- 
eral cuts on the face and nose and two of 
the girl’s teeth were found on the floor 
beside her. Her loose hair was matted 
with blood and her arms and face were 


covered with it. 


The space in which she was found meas- 
ured about 6 by 8 feet, and the sheath- 
ing and windows all around it were spot- 
ted with blood. Some few spots of blood 
were found leading from the kitchen to 
the cellar door, and there were pools of 
blood on the floor of the cellar just be- 
neath where the body lay. 

Neighbors Saw Nothing. 

Miss Read, a neigbbor who lites across 
the road from the Manchester farm, said 
that she had been at home all day, but 
neither she nor the other members of her 
family had heard anything unusual about 
the place. Her stutement deepens the 
mystery surrounding the tragedy, as Man- 
chester always kept dogs on the farm. 
Jwo of these are bull mastiffs and a third 
is a Newfoundland. 

Because nosuch noise was noticed by the 
neighbors the police are inclined to believe 
that the deed was committed by some one 
familiar with the premises. 

The body of the murdered girl has been 
removed from the house to an uudertaker’s 
room. The house has been vacated for the 
present by order of the police authorities. 

On searching the house the police found 
that the girl’s bedroom had been rifled of 
some of its contents, including a lady’s 
gold watch, valued at about $50, presented 
to the girl by her father four or five years 
ago. 


THOUSANDS LOOKED ON. 
Bicycle Races at Waltham’s New Bicycle 
Park a Complete Success. 

WALTHAM, Mass., Muy 381—Fifteen 
thousand people witnessed the bicycle 
races in the Waltham bicycle park at 
Waltham yesterday afternoon. The races 
were under the auspices of the associated 
cycling clubs of Boston and vicinity, and 
were a complete success in every par 
ticular. 

The two miic team race was won by the 
Malden team, 99 poiats. The one mile 
handicap final was won by W. H. Robit- 
son of Waltham. The final heat in the 
one mile three minute class was won by 
H. A. Adams of Worcester, time 2:45. 

The one mile handicap was run in two 
heats. The first was won by James Clarke 
of Dorchester, time 2:25; second by Robin- 
son of Waltham, time 2:231-5. The final 
heat in the one-third mile open, was won 
by E. Nelson of Springfield, time 48 45 
seconds. ‘The one mile 2:30 class was won 
by E. McDuffie of Malden, time 2:42 2-5. 

The one mile novice race was divided 
Into four heats. The first was won by C. 
5. Williams of Waltham, time 2:39 1- 
second, W. G. French of Malden, 2:46 2-5; 
third, Watson Coleman of Boston, 2:49; 
the final heat was won by Frank Mayo of 
Chelsea. 

The most exciting race of the day was 
the one mile open and some of the best 
men on the track were among the starters. 
It was won by G. L. Cary of Chelsea, time 
2:40. The two mile handicap was cap- 
tured by H. W. Robinson.

A SAD ACCIDENT. 


Two Young Ladies Drowned While Re, 
turning From a Preasure Trip. 


WALTHAM, Mass., May 31.—A sad fatality 
happened in this city yesterday when Miss 
Alma Viotti and Miss Mary Berg, two 
highly respected young Sweedish ladies, 
were drowned in the Charles river near 
Forrest grove. The victims of the acci- 
dent were one of a party of 23 young people 
that went up in boats to the grove, a sum- 
mer resort about a mile from the city 
proper. 

On the return trip one of the boats was 
occupied by six persons, three young ladies 
and three gentlemen. One of the latter, 
John Anderson, arose from his seat when 
about 200 yards from the shore, and in 
moving about upset the boat. He made 
directly for the shore, leaving the rest to 
look out for themselves. Miss Viotti and 
Miss Berg sank beneath the surface. The 
remaining three vrere rescued by parties 
attracted from the grove by their cries, 
The bodies were recovered shortly after 
the accident. 

Alma Viotti was 18 years old and wasa 
native of Guttenburg, Sweden. Mary 
Berg, the other victim, was born in Stock- 
holm 19 years ago, where her parents now 
live. 

RHODE ISLAND ASSEMBLY. 
Both Brauches Oranize, Elect Officers and 
Adjourn, 

NEWportT, R. I., May 81.—The general 
assembly met yesterday, the two bodies 
convening in separate session, The senate 
re-elected Eugene F. Warner, Republican, 
of Coventry, clerk. The roll was called 
and Orlando R. Smith, Republican, was 
seated in place of William Hoxsey, Repub- 

lican, whose seat wus contested. 

The house organ‘zed by electing Frank- 
lin P. Owen of Providence speaker, John

clerk—all Democrats. On the calling of 
the roll the seats of John B. Landers of 
Jamestown and William Hoxsey of West- 
erly, both Republicans, were declared 
vacant. Samuel Smith, Democrat, was 
seated in place of Landers, but no one 
was seated in place of Hoxsey. All the 
votes were strictly partisan and the Re- 
publicans fought hard to prevent the ac- 
tion of the Democrats. 

Both bodies then adjourned to today, 
the senate to meet at noon and the house 
at 2:15 p. m.

hipwrecked Sailors Arrive at New Lon- 
don In a Destitute Condition. 


NEw Lonpoy, Conn., May 31.—Fifteen 
hipwrecked sailors of the Hamburg 
teamer Wandlahn, wrecked May 15 on 
Apple island, St. Lawrence river, arrived 
yesterday from Montreal in a famished 
condition and without money, and ap- 
plied to the collector of the port for aid. 
The Wandiahn was a total loss. The pas- 
sengers and crew were saved bya Quebec 
steamer.
